The  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Doctor  ef  Science  hare  been 
institated  by  the  authority  of  the  Senatus  Academicos  and  the  UniverBity 
Ooort, — ^the  University  haying  authority,  under  Ball  of  Pope  Paul  UI., 
to  grant  degrees  m  qudctnupu  Udtd  facuUcUe,  These  degrees  are 
awarded  under  the  following  conditions : — 

Okaduation  in  Science. 
/. — Natural  or  Physical  Seiences. 

1.  All  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Physical  and  Natural  Sciences  most  give  proofs  of  having 
received  a  liberal  educaition  by  being  either — 

(a)  Bachelors  or  Masters  of  Arts  in  any  British  or  Colonial 
University. 

(i)  Doctors  or  Bachelors  ol  Medicine  er  Svgery  in  any 
British  or  Colonial  University. 

(«)  Holders  of  two  departmental  certificates  in  the  Faculty 
of  Arts  of  St  Andrews. 

(d)  Matricnlants  who  have  passed  the  matriculation  exami- 
nation in  any  Scotch  University  in  the  department  of 
Medicine,  or  matriculated  students  of  the  University  of 
London. 

Failing  any  of  the  above  qualifications,  the  candidate  must  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  in  English,  Latin,  Arithmetic,  the  Elements  of 
Mathematics,  and  at  leist  two  of  the  following  subjects : — Greek,  French, 
German,  Higher  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  Logic,  and  Moral 
Philosophy. 

2.  There  will  be  two  examinations  in  Science  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science.  The  examinations  will  be  written  and  oral,  and 
special  valne  will  be  given  to  the  practical  knowledge  of  the  sabjects 
possessed  by  the  candidate.  The  first  examination  will  be  concerned  with 
the  general  knowledge  of  the  candidate  on  the  following  sabjects: — 
1.  liUthematics ;  2.  Natural  Philosophy;  8.  Chemistry;  4'.  Zoology; 
5.  Geology ;  6.  Physiology. 

This  examination  is  called  the  First  Bachelor  of  Science  Examination, 
and  is  compulsory  on  all  who  do  not  possess  the  following  qualifica- 
tions : — 

(a)  Graduates  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  are  exempted 

from  examination  on  the  subjects  m  which  they  have 
passed  for  the  D^ree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

(b)  Bachelora  or  Doctora  of  Medicine  who  have  taken  honoura 

in  the  Natural  Sciences  at  their  professional  examinations 
are  exempted  from  the  subjects  in  which  they  have  taken 
honours. 
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V. — A  Return  of  New  Faculties  or  Degrees — contimied. 

(c)  Holders  of  certificates  from  the  classes  devoted  to  the 
above  subjects  in  Science  in  the  University  of  St.  Andrews 
will  be  exempted  from  this  examination  as  regards  any 
subject  or  subjects  in  which  the  candidate  stands  in  the 
first  rank  of  class  honours  in  the  class  examinations  held 
by  the  different  professors. 

8.  The  candidate  who  has  successfully  passed  the  First  Bachelor  of 
Science  Examination  may,  after  an  interval  of  six  months,  present  himself 
for  the  final  examination,  which  shall  be  entitled  the  Second  Bachelor  of 
Science  Examination.  For  this  examination  the  candidate  must  restrict 
his  studies  to  some  special  group  of  the  Sciences,  of  which  he  will  be 
expected  to  show  an  accurate  and  detailed  knowledge.  The  candidate, 
therefore,  must  profess  one,  and  not  more  than  one,  of  the  following 
groups,  viz : — 

A.  Higher  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

B.  Experimental  Physics  and  Chemistry. 

C.  Chemistry  and  Geology. 

D.  Physiology,  Zoology,  and  Palseontology. 

E.  Physiology,  Botany,  and  Oeology. 

Graduates  in  Arts  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  with  honours  in  the 
department  of  Mathematics,  or  in  that  of  the  Natural  Sciences,  are 
exempted  from  this  examination. 

4.  Should  the  candidate,  after  obtaining  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science,  desire  to  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science,  he  may, 
after  the  lapse  of  twelve  months,  present  himself  for  a  third  examination, 
to  be  called  the  Doctor  of  Science  Examination.  For  this  examination 
the  candidate  must  profess  one,  and  not  more  than  one,  of  the  subjects 
belonging  to  the  group  in  which  he  proceeded  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science;  and  he  must  further  profess  some  special  branch  of  that 
subject  to  which  he  has  devoted  special  attention,  and  in  which  he 
believes  himself  to  have  attained  special  knowledge.  He  must  also 
present  a  thesis  embodying  some  original  researches  on  the  subject  of 
his  intended  examination,  and  this  must  be  approved  of  by  the  examiners. 
Should  the  candidate  satisfy  the  examiners  that  he  has  obtained  this 
thorough  knowledge  of  his  subject,  he  may,  provided  he  has  reached  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  be  recommended  to  the  Senatus  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Science. 

//. — General  Rules, 

Degrees  in  Science  will  be  given  only  to  candidates  who  have  attended 
at  least  one  academic  year  in  the  University  of  St  Andrews.  During  that 
year,  the  candidate  must  have  attended  at  least  two  classes  on  the  sub- 
jects embraced  in  the  examination. 

The  candidate  must  also  bring  evidence  that  he  has  attended  Science 
classes  for  at  least  two  other  years,  either  at  Universities  or  institutions 
recognised  and  approved  of  by  the  University  of  St.  Andrews. 
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VI.— A  Eetukn  of  all  new  Professorships  or  Lectureships 
which  have  been  instituted  in  the  Universitt  since  the 
Beport  of  the  Commission  under  the  Act  21  and  22  Vict, 
cap.  83,  specifying  under  what  Authority  they  have  been  so 
instituted,  what  is  the  Nature  of  the  Endowment  and  Tenure 
of  the  Office,  and  in  whom  the  Patronage  is  vested 

One  professorship, — ^the  Bell  Professorship  of  the  Theory,  History,  and 
Practice  of  Education.  This  professorship  was  instituted,  under  the 
authority  of  the  Senatus  Academicos,  by  the  trustees  of  the  late  Dr. 
Andrew  Bell  of  Egmore.  The  trustees  gave  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
pounds  for  the  endowment  of  the  chair,  and  this  sum  is  now  invested 
by  bond  and  disposition  in  security  over  landed  property,  at  the  rate 
of  four  per  cent.,  yielding  a  return  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds 
per  annum.  The  patronage  of  the  chair  is  meantime  *  invested  in  the 
trustees.  The  professor  holds  office  by  the  same  tenure  as  the  other 
professors. 

*  In  explMiation  of  the  word  *  meantime,*  the  foUowing  excerpt  from  the  deed  of  mor- 
tiiication  bj  Dr.  fieU*8  trnsteee  was  fm-nished  to  the  CommissionerB,  yul  :  *  The  right  to 
nominate  and  present  the  first  professor  to  the  said  chair  shall  belong  wholly  and 
ezdnsiyely  to  the  said  trustees  of  Dr.  Bell,  and  the  snryiTors  and  suryiror  of  us  and  our 
or  his  suooessoTB  in  the  said  trust,  and  thereafter  the  patronage  of  the  said  chair  shall  be 
Tested  in  the  Uniyersity  Court  of  said  University,  unless  Parliament  shall  gprant  a  sup- 
plementary endowment  for  the  said  chair,  in  which  osae  the  patronage  of  the  said  chair 
shall  be  vested  in  Her  Majesty  and  her  royal  successors  so  long  as  such  supplementary 
endowment  is  oontinned.'

One  mathematical  assistant,  t  The  assistant  attached  to  the  chair  of 
Mathematics  receives  a  remuneration  of  one  hundred  pounds  a  year. 
Fifty  pounds  of  this  sum  have  been  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  XTni- 
yersity,  and  fifty  pounds  by  the  Professor  of  Mathematics.  The  assistant 
is  appointed  by  the  professor,  under  the  sanction  of  the  University  Court. 
His  duties  are  to  teach  one  of  the  mathematical  classes  under  the  super- 
Tision  of  the  professor. 

t  This  assistantshlp  ceased  on  the  resignation  of  Professor  Fischer  in  1877.

Prizes. 

Besides  the  class  prizes,  and  prizes  given  by  the  dififerent  professors 
for  particular  distinction,  the  following  have  been  foonded  by  the 
generous  benefactors  whose  name  they  respectively  bear : — 

Gray  (English). — ^Founded  in  1808,  by  Dr.  John  Gray  of  Pad- 
dington.  One  prize  of  the  value  of  £10,  awarded  annnally  for  the  best 
essay  on  some  prescribed  subject  in  literature  or  philosophy.  This  prize 
is  open  to  the  competition  of  all  students  in  regular  attendance  on  the 
classes  during  the  session  at  the  close  of  which  the  essay  is  prescribed. 
Patrons — the  Senatus  Academicus. 

Carstairs  (Mathematics). — Founded  in  1834,  by  Dr.  John  Car- 
stairs  of  Stratford  Green,  London.  The  annual  value  is  £10,  divided 
as  follows : — 1.  A  gold  medal  of  the  value  of  £5,  to  the  best  scholar  in 
the  third  or  highest  mathematical  class.  2.  Books  of  the  value  of  £3, 
to  the  best  scholar  in  the  second  mathematical  class.  3.  Books  of  the 
value  of  £2,  to  the  best  scholar  in  the  first  or  junior  mathematical  class. 
Patrons — the  Senatus  Academicus. 

Miller  (General  Scholarship). — In  1853,  the  late  Henry  Miller, 
Esq.,  a  native  of  Scotland,  established  a  fund,  now  yielding  £70  a  year, 
to  be  expended  in  prizes  for  the  encouragement  of  learning  in  the  United 
College,  St.  Andrews.  1.  There  are  altogether  twelve  prizes— namely, 
one  for  each  of  the  three  best  students  in  each  of  the  four  years  of  the 
curriculum  of  the  college.  2.  The  prizes  are : — £8  to  the  best  student 
of  the  first  year,  and  books  worth  £2  divided  between  the  second  and 
third  best.  £12  to  the  best  student  of  the  second  year,  and  books  worth 
£3  divided  between  the  second  and  third  best.  £16  to  the  best  student 
of  the  third  year,  and  books  worth  £4  divided  between  the  second  and 
third  best.  £20  to  the  best  student  of  the  fourth  year,  and  books  worth 
£5  divided  between  the  second  and  third  best.  Trustees — the  Chancellor 
of  the  University,  the  Principal  of  the  United  College,  and  the  Sheriff  of 
Fife. 

Duncan  (Mathematics). — Founded  in  1858,  by  former  pupils  of 
Professor  Thomas  Duncan,  LL.D.,  of  this  University,  and  directed  by 
him  to  the  furtherance  of  mathematical  learning  in  the  United  College. 
One  prize  of  the  value  of  £14  or  thereby,  which  is  annually  competed 
for  by  students,  who  must  have  attended  at  least  the  second  and  third 
mathematical  classes  during  separate  sessions.  The  competition  takes 
place  at  the  commencement  of  the  session  immediately  following  that  of 
their  attendance  on  the  thicd  class.  Trustees — ^the  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics, the  Provost  of  St.  Andrews,  and  the  minister  of  St.  Leonard's. 

Bruce  of  Granqehill  and  Falkland  (Logic). — ^This  prize  was 
founded  in  1865,  by  Mrs.  Tyndall  Bruce  of  Falkland.  To  be  annually 
awarded  by  competition  to  a  student  ^for  excellence  in  the  study  of 
logic  and  metaphysics.'  The  value  of  the  prize  is  £10.  Patrons — ^the 
Senatus  Academicus. 

Arnott  Prizes. — ^Dr.  Neil  Amott  has  presented  to  the  University  of 
St.  Andrews  £1000  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  prize  or  prizes  for 
the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  physical  science.  Under  this  founda- 
tion, a  prize  or  prizes  will  be  awarded  annnally  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
session  of  the  United  College. 
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TuLLis  Pbizks. — William  Tallis,  Esq.,  KotheB,  an  alamoas  of  St. 
Andrews,  has  presented  to  the  United  College  the  sam  of  £700  for  the 
purpose  of  encouraging  the  study  of  mathematics.  The  proceeds  of 
this  sum  to  be  divided  into  two  prizes ;  one  prize  to  be  awarded  to  the 
best  student  in  the  first,  and  one  prize  to  the  best  student  in  the  second 
mathematical  class. 

Special  Prizes. 

Prizes  are  awarded  for  general  proficiency  in  the  different  classes  at 
the  close  of  the  session.  The  following  special  prizes  are  annualiy  com- 
peted for : — 

OsAT. — Founded  in  1808,  by  Dr.  John  Gray  of  Paddington,  London. 
One  prize  of  the  value  of  £10,  for  the  best  essay  on  a  prescribed  subject. 
The  competition  is  open  to  all  students  in  regular  attendance  on  the 
classes  in  the  College  in  the  session  at  the  close  of  which  the  essay  is 
prescribed.    Patrons— the  Senatus  Academicus. 

Cook  and  Macfarlan  Testimonial. — Instituted  in  1847,  along  with 
a  similar  prize  in  tbe  University  of  Glasgow,  as  a  memorial  of  the 
valuable  services  rendered  to  the  Church  of  Scotland  by  the  late  Professor 
George  Cook,  D.D.,  of  this  University,  and  the  late  Principal  Macfarlan, 
D.D.,  of  the  University  of  Glasgow.  The  value  of  the  testimonial  is 
£21.  The  competition  is  open  to  students  of  Divinity  belonging  to  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  who  shall  have  attended  r^ularly  during  three 
sessions  at  the  Hall,  in  one  or  other  of  the  Scottish  Universities,  and 
who  shall  enrol  at  St.  Mary's  College  for  a  fourth  or  additional  session. 
Candidates  are  examined  in  Greek,  Hebrew,  Ecclesiastical  History,  Moral 
Philosophy,  and  Divinity.  Trustees — the  Principal  and  Professors  of 
St.  Mary's  College,  and  the  Professors  of  Greek  and  Moral  Philosophy 
of  the  United  College,  with  the  Moderator  and  a  senior  member  of  the 
Presbytery  of  St.  Andrews. 

CHANCBLrx>R's  Prize. — A  prize  has  also  for  some  years  been  regu- 
larly given  in  St.  Mary's  College  by  the  present  Chancellor,  His  Grace 
the  Duke  of  Argyle,  of  the  value  of  £10,  in  books.  The  prize  is 
awarded  to  senior  students  for  proficiency  in  all  the  departments  of 
study,  after  a  written  competition  on  prescribed  subjects. 

Scholarships. 

Ramsat  Scholarships. — ^The  endowment  from  which  these  scholar- 
ships are  derived  was  founded  in  1681,  by  the  Rev.  John  Ramsay, 
minister  of  Markinch.  By  Ordinance  of  the  Universities  Commissioners 
No.  87,  St.  Andrews,  No.  12,  there  are  two  scholarships  on  this  founda- 
tion, of  the  annual  value  of  not  less  than  £50  each,  tenable  for  four 
years.  Each  scholarship  is  awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  in 
the  several  branches  of  study  on  which  attendance  is  required  of  students 
proceeding  to  the  degree  of  M.A.,  as  specified  in  the  Ordinance  of  the 
Universities  Commissioners  No.  14;  and  all  persons  who  have  obtained 
the  said  degree  in  the  University  in  the  year  in  which  the  competition 
takes  place,  or  in  the  year  preceding,  are  admissible  to  the  competition. 
One  scholarship  falls  vacant  in  every  alternate  year.  No  person  can 
hold  either  of  these  scholarships  along  with  any  other  scholarship, 
fellowship,  or  bursary  of  any  Scottish  University.  The  examination  for 
each  of  the  said  scholarships  is  to  be  conducted  by  the  Principal  of  the 
United  College,  and  by  the  professors  on  whose  classes  attendance  is 
required  of  students  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  M.A. 

Guthrie  Scholarship. — Founded  in  1864,  by  J.  A.  Guthrie,  Esq. 
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of  Craigie,  and  A.  C.  Qathrie,  Esq.  of  Torosay.  This  scholarship  is 
open  for  competition  to  all  students  who  have  completed  two  regular 
sessions  at  the  United  College,  and  whose  age  did  not  exceed  twenty 
years  on  the  30th  of  November  preceding  the  election.  It  is  tenable  for 
fonr  years, — valne  £100  for  the  first  year,  and  £50  for  each  of  the  three 
following  years.  (One  of  these  scholarships  is  vacant  every  year.)  The 
Onthrie  scholar  is  to  continue  his  education  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
or  (with  the  consent  of  the  trustees)  at  some  foreign  University.  If, 
aft^  two  years  of  general  study,  he  desires  to  commence  the  professional 
study  of  Divinity,  Law,  or  Medicine  in  a  Scottish  University,  he  may 
do  so  with  the  sanction  of  the  trustees.  The  scholar  will  be  required 
from  time  to  time  to  satisfy  the  trustees  of  his  diligence  and  good  con- 
duct, by  producing  certificates  from  the  authorities  of  the  college  or 
University  in  which  he  is  studying.  The  trustees  are — the  Principal 
of  the  United  College,  and  the  Professors  of  Hum^anity,  Greek,  and 
Mathematics. 

Bruce  of  Granoebill  akd  Falkland  Scholarships.  —  Two 
scholarships,  of  the  annual  value  of  £50  each,  founded  in  1865,  by  Mrs. 
Tyndall  Bruce  of  Falkland,  as  a  mark  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  her 
uncle,  John  Bruce,  Esq.  of  Grangehill  and  Falkland.  These  scholarships 
are  open  to  students  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  who  have  passed 
their  final  examination  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  during  the  current  year, 
and  were  not  more  than  twenty-three  years  old  at  the  time  of  that 
examination.  The  election  will  be  held  at  the  meeting  of  the  Senatus  in 
December ;  and  the  scholarship  will  be  awarded  to  a  student,  otherwise 
eligible,  who  shall  have  taken  honours  of  the  first  or  second  class  in  at 
least  one  department,  or  shall  have  obtained  such  an  amount  of  marks  in 
the  Honour  Examination  as  the  Senatus  has  determined  to  be  sufficiently 
creditable.  The  scholarships  are  tenable  for  two  years,  during  which 
the  scholars,  if  students  of  Divinity,  must  attend  St.  Mary's  College ;  but 
if  they  be  students  ^  in  the  departments  of  literature  and  science,  law,  or 
medicine,'  the  scholars  may  prosecute  the  same  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh.  It  is  not  competent  for  any  person  to  hold  one  of  the  said 
scholarships  along  with  any  other  scholarship  or  fellowship  of  any 
Scottish  University,  or  with  any  situation  or  appointment  yielding  to 
him  an  annual  income  of  £50  or  upwards.  Trustees — the  Senatus 
Academicus.

GEOLOGY, 

FoxTXDBD  17th  JaQoary  1876,  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Honyman^Gillespie  of 
Torbanebill,  in  the  County  of  Linlithgow,  widow  of  the  late  William 
Honyman-Gillespie,  Esq.  of  Torbanehill,  and  in  memory  of  her  said 
husband.  Value,  the  income  of  a  sum  of  £5000,  less  expenses  and 
disbursements  connected  with  the  management  and  investment  thereof. 
By  the  Deed  the  Fund  is  assigned  to  a  body  of  Trustees  (including  the 
Professor  of  Natural  History  in  the  University  of  Glasgow,  and  his 
successors  in  office).  The  Trustees  are  Patrons.  The  Lectureship  is 
connected  with  the  Chair  of  Natural  History  in  the  University  of  Glasgow, 
and  is  held  by  the  Professor  of  Natural  History  for  the  time  being,  with 
a  provision  that,  in  the  event  of  a  Chair  of  Geology  being  hereafter 
founded  in  the  said  University,  with  a  separate  endowment  at  least  equal 
to  that  of  the  Honyman-Gillespie  Lectureship,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
TVnsteee  to  withdraw  the  said  Lectureship  from  the  Chair  of  Natural 
History,  and  to  attach  it,  under  such  conditions  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  to  the  Chair  of  Geology.  The  Lecturer  is  required  to  deliver 
and  perform  in  each  year,  during  the  Session  of  the  University,  a  course 
of  not  less  than  fifty-two  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  Geology, 
Mineralogy,  and  Mining,  including  at  least  two  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions on  the  subjects  of  the  published  works  of ''the  late  husband  of  the 
founder. 

The  Deed  of  Trust  was  reported  to  the  Senate  on  10th  February

SiB, — ^The  Committees  on  Subscriptions  for  the  Uniyersity  Bnildings 
deemed  it  expedient  for  some  time,  0¥Fing  to  the  depressed  state  of  trade 
and  other  causes,  to  abstain  from  pressing  on  the  public  notice  the 
financial  difficulties  of  the  Unirersitj,  and  from  any  urgent  appeal  for 
further  Subscriptions.  But  these  difficulties  constituted  so  serious  a 
hindrance  to  the  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  the  University,  that  the 
Committee  resolved,  a  few  weeks  ago,  to  make  a  fresh  effort  to  awaken 
public  sympathy  on  its  behalf,  and,  if  possible,  to  free  it  from  its  present 
embarrassments. 

As  has  been  frequently  stated,  the  cost  of  erecting  the  University 
Buildings  exceeded,  by  a  considerable  sum,  the  original  estimates ;  and, 
at  present,  after  every  effort  to  reduce  the  debt,  and  taking  into  account 
the  subscriptions  recently  received,  the  deficiency  amounts  to  £80,980, 
3s.  6d.,  as  is  shown  in  the  annexed  Note. 

For  the  erection  of  the  Common  Hall,  the  completion  of  the  Tower, 
and  other  works  necessary  to  complete  the  original  design,  a  further  sum 
of  £71,200  is  required. 

The  extra  expenditure  on  the  Buildings  was  caused  chiefly  by  altera* 
tions  and  improvements  made  on  the  original  plan  with  the  view  of  pro- 
viding additional  accommodation  for  the  Students,  and  its  necessity  has 
been  abundantly  proved  by  the  recent  experience  of  the  University. 
Since  the  removal  of  the  University  from  its  former  site,  the  numbers  of 
the  Students  ha?e  greatly  increased.  During  the  last  two  Sessions,  the 
increase  has  been  about  300;  and  the  total  number  of  matriculated 
Students  in  the  present  Session  is  1730.  In  consequence  of  this  great 
increase,  some  of  the  class-rooms  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts  and  Medicine 
are  already  overcrowded,  so  that,  unless  a  continuance  of  its  financial 
embarrassments  compels  the  University  to  close  its  doors  to  applicants 
for  admission,  a  further  provision  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Students 
will  ere  long  require  to  be  made.  Moreover,  as,  from  lack  of  funds,  the 
Class-rooms  and  Laboratories  have  been  furnished  only  in  a  temporary 
and  insufficient  manner,  it  is  almost  indispensable  in  order  to  the  carrying 
on  of  the  work  of  the  University  that  they  should  speedily  be  supplied 
with  better  fittings  and  apparatus. 

So  far,  however,  from  being  able  to  meet  these  and  other  demands 
arising  from  the  increasing  attendance  and  the  growing  exigencies  of  the 
University,  the  Senate  has  for  some  years  past  been  forced  to  cut  down 
its  expenditure,  so  as  even  in  some  ways  to  cripple  the  efficiency  of  the 
Institution  as  a  place  of  education,  in  order  to  spare  from  its  already 
inadequate  resources  a  contribution  towards  the  payment  of  the  annual 
interest  on  the  debt. 

The  Committee  have  observed  with  pleasure  the  offer  of  a  Glasgow 
gentleman  of  a  contribution  of  £1000  towards  the  completion  of  the 
Tower,  on  condition  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  defray  the  remaining  cost 
being  speedily  raised.    The  unfinished  state  of  the  Tower  is  certainly  a 
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blemish  on  the  architectural  beantj  of  the  bnildings,  and  the  want  of  a 
Common  Hall  forces  the  Uniyersity  to  make  nse,  on  aU  pablic  occasions, 
of  a  part  of  the  Hnnterian  Masenm,  and  therefore  to  divert  that  Room 
from  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  urgently  needed  For  either  of  these 
objects  the  Committee  will  of  conrse  gladly  receive  contributions.  But, 
however  desirable  it  is  that  the  University  authorities  should  be  enabled 
to  proceed  with  the  completion  of  the  fabric,  it  is  not  to  be  disguised  that 
the  greatest  present  hindrance  to  the  efficiency  of  the  University  arises 
from  the  heavy  debt  with  which  its  resources  are  burdened,  and  that, 
therefore,  it  is  for  the  liquidation  of  that  debt  that  the  assistance  of  the 
public  is  most  urgently  needed. 

In  submitting  the  foregoing  statement  as  to  the  present  position  of  the 
University,  the  Committee  would  very  earnestly  ask  all  who  are  interested 
in  the  higher  education  of  the  country  to  assist  them  in  extricating  from 
its  difficulties,  and  placing  in  a  condition  of  renewed  efficiency,  an  institu- 
tion so  important.  They  believe  that  the  University  is  doing  a  work  for 
the  public  good  which  entitles  it  even  more  than  most  other  National 
Institutions  to  the  public  support ;  and  should  their  present  efforts  suc- 
ceed, there  are  many  indications  that  a  future  of  yet  greater  and  more 
extended  usefulness  is  in  store  for  the  University,  and  that  by  the  solid 
benefits  conferred  on  the  community,  the  support  now  extended  to  it  will 
be  amply  repaid. 

We  have  only  to  add  that,  should  the  foregoing  statement  meet  with 
your  favourable  consideration,  any  contribution  you  may  be  disposed  to 
give  for  the  objects  above  indicated  will  be  gladly  received,  either  in  a 
single  donation,  or  by  annual  instalments,  as  you  may  deem  most  ex- 
pedient. With  reference  to  those  who  have  already  subscribed,  it  has 
been  suggested  that  many  may  be  willing  to  give  an  additional  contribu- 
tion to  the  extent  of  one  half  of  their  former  one.  Subscriptions  will  be 
received  by  Anderson  Kirkwood,  Esq.,  LL.D.,  Hon.  Treasurer,  145  West 
George  Street,  or  by  William  H.  Hill,  Esq.,  Hon.  Secretary,  106  Ingram 
Street,  or  at  any  of  the  Banking  Offices  in  Glasgow.

The  preceding  Table  shows  the  number  who  graduated  in  Arts  in  each  year  from 
1861-2  to  1876-7,  both  years  inclusive.  We  have  no  data  in  the  Secretary's  office  which 
afford  exact  information  of  the  number  of  entrants  in  Arts  who  have  completed  the 
curriculum  without  taking  the  Degree,  or  for  didtinguishiug  those  who  have  completed 
it  in  four,  in  more  than  four,  and  in  three  years.  Of  those  who  have  completed  the 
curriculum  in  Arts  necessary  for  a  Degree  in  four  years,  or  in  three  years,  only  a  smaU 
number  now  fail  to  present  themselves  with  a  view  to  graduation ;  but  a  large  number 
annually  enter  one  ur  more  of  the  classes  in  the  curriculum  with  a  view  to  attendance 
dnring  one  or  two  sessions  only.  The  number  of  those  who  continue  their  attendance 
for  more  than  four  sestions,  and  who  afterwards  graduate,  la  small;  but  it  includes 
many  of  those  who  graduate  with  Honours. 

The  number  of  those  who  pas$ed  the  examinations  necessary  for  a  curriculum  of 
three  sessions  was,  in  each  year,  about  one  half  of  those  who  presented  themselves  at 
the  examinations.  Several  in  each  year  passed  in  Latin  only,  or  in  Greek  only,  in  these 
examinations,  but  of  course  without  obtaining  a  certificate  to  entitle  them  to  a  curri- 
culum of  three  sesbiona 

We  have  no  record  of  the  proportion  of  those  who  passed  the  examinations  who 
afterwards  availed  themselres  of  the  privilege  by  actually  completing  their  curriculum 
in  three  sessions ;  but  it  is  well  known  that  a  considerable  number  of  those  entitled  to 
comnlete  their  curriculum  in  three  years  preferred  one  of  four  years,  being  satisfied  with 
the  ai«tiDctio&  of  a  public  announcement  of  their  success  at  the  entrance  examinations.

I.  Degrees  m  Science. 

The  followiDg  is  the  only  passage  occnrring  in  the  Miontes  of  the 
Edinburgh  University  Court  relative  to  the  institution  of  these  De- 
grees:— 

18/A  April  1864. — '  There  was  laid  before  the  Court  resolutions,  trans- 
mitted by  Professor  Playfair  in  name  of  the  Senatns  Academicus,  for 
founding  as  a  new  Degree  in  the  University, — that  of  Doctor  of  Science, 
— ^together  with  regulations  for  conferring  it.' 

The  Degrees  of  Doctor  and  Bachelor  of  Science  are  referred  to  in  the 
*  Representation  of  the  People  (Scotland)  Act,'  31  &  82  Vic.  c.  48, 
section  28,  2,  as  qualifying  for  membership  in  the  General  Councils  of 
the  Scottish  Universities. 

In  the  year  1870,  the  Edinburgh  University  Court,  after  communica- 
tions had  passed  between  them  and  the  Senatus  on  the  subject,  resolved 
to  introduce  Civil  Engineering  as  a  department  of  Graduation  in  Science. 
They  proceeded  in  this  matter  under  section  xii.  sub-section  2  of  the  Act  2 1 
&  22  Vic.  c.  83,  which  confers  on  each  of  the  Scottish  University  Courts 
power  ^  to  efifect  improvements  in  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  Uni- 
versity, after  due  communication  with  the  Senatus  Academicus  and  with 
the  sanction  of  the  Chancellor ;  provided  that  all  such  proposed  improve 
ments  shall  be  submitted  to  the  University  Council  for  their  con- 
sideration.' 

The  regulations  for  the  department  of  Civil  Engineering  were 
approved  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  on  9th  August  1870.  A 
printed  copy  is  forwarded  herewith.     (See  Edinburgh  University  Calendar,) 

In  1874  another  new  department  of  Graduation  in  Science — viz.  that 
of  Public  Health — was  introduced  in  the  same  way.  The  regulations 
therefor  were  approved  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  on  15th 
June  1874.  A  printed  copy  is  forwarded  herewith.  {See  Edinburgh 
University  Calendar,) 

IL  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Law. 

In  1874  a  new  £)egree  in  Law  was  introduced  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh, — that  of  Bachelor  of  Law.  This  was  effected  by  obtaining, 
under  section  xix.  of  the  Act  21  &  22  Yic.  c.  83,  an  alteration  of  Ordi- 
nance No.  75  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  purposes  of  that  Act.

I.  Chair  op  Commercial  and  Political  Economy,  and 

Mercantile  Law. 

The  foUowiDg  excerpts  from  the  Mlnates  of  the  Edinbargh  Universitj 
Coart  show  their  action  .with  regard  to  the  institution  of  new  Professor- 
ships in  the  University : — 

3d  April  1871. — '  There  were  laid  before  the  Court  Resolutions  of  the 
Senatus  Academicns,  of  date  1st  and  3l8t  March  last,  relative  to  the 
proposed  Chair  of  Commercial  and  PoUtical^  Economy,  and  Commercial 
Law.    The  following  Resolution  was  adopted  : — 

^  ^^  The  Court  having  had  before  them  a  Resolution  of  the  Senatus 
Academicus,  of  date  1st  March  last,  decliniDg  to  accept  the  proposed 
Chair  of  Commercial  and  Political  Economy,  and  Commercial  Law,  and 
a  subsequent  Resolution  of  the  Senatus,  of  date  31st  March  last,  agreeing 
to  accept  that  Chair,  on  the  understanding  that  certain  modifications 
should  be  made  on  the  Deed  of  Endowment, — ^Approve  of  the  latter 
Resolution,  in  so  far  as  it  accepts  the  proposed  Chair;  and  appoint 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Phin  and  Mr.  Nicolson  to  adjust  the  Deed  of  Endow- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  University  Court,  in  communication  with  the 
Senatus  Academicus  and  the  Edinburgh  Merchant  Company." ' 

\lth  May  1871. — 'Mr.  Nicolson  reported  that  Dr.  Phin  and  he  had 
met  the  Committees  of  the  Senatus  and  Merchant  Company,  on  the 
matter  of  the  Deed  of  Endowment  of  the  proposed  Chair  of  Commer- 
cial and  Political  Economy,  and  Commercial  Law,  and  that  the  Deed 
had  been  adjusted  to  their  satisfaction.  The  Principal  intimated  that 
the  Deed  had  been  subsequently  executed,  and  laid  before  a  meeting  of 
Senatus,  at  which  the  Seuatus  accepted  the  foundation.' 


II.  Bell  Chair  of  the  Theory,  History,  and  Practice  of 

Education. 

8«A  February  1876. — '  There  was  laid  before  the  Court  a  letter,  dated 
29th  January  1876,  from  the  Secretary  of  Senatus,  sending  the  Draft 
of  a  Deed  of  Mortification  and  Endowment  of  a  Chair  of  Education 
proposed  to  be  founded  in  the  University  with  funds  to  be  provided 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Andrew  BeU  of  Egmore, — ^stating 
that  it  had  been  that  day  approved  of  by  the  Senatus, — and  requesting 
that  it  might  be  brought  before  the  Court  at  an  early  date.  The  Draft 
Deed  was  also  laid  before  the  Court. 

^The  Court  adopted  the  following  Resolution  on  the  matter: — 
'  ^^  The  Court  consent  to  the  foundation  of  a  Chair  of  Education  in  the 
University,  as  proposed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Andrew  Bell 
of  Egmore,  and  approve  generally  of  the  Draft  Deed  of  Mortification 
and  Endowment  of  the  Chair  submitted  to  the  Court  by  the  Senatus, — 
reserving,  however,  all  rights,  powers,  and  duties  of  the  diflferent  Univer- 
sity Bodies  and  Officials,  and  declaring  that  nothing  contained  in  the 
said  Deed  of  Mortification  and  Endowment  shall  bear  any  interpretation 
inconsistent  with  such  rights,  powers,  and  duties."  * 
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VI. — Iteium  of  New  Frofesaarships  or  Lectureships — continued. 

III.  Intended  '  Watson-Gordon  *  Ghaib  op  Fine  Art — ^the  Funds 
FOR  the  Endowment  of  which  are  not  yet  available. 

30th  October  1872. — ^  There  was  laid  before  the  Coart  ao  extract  from 
the  Minates  of  the  Senatas  Academicas,  of  date  28th  instant,  eontainiog 
a  Resolution,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  University  Conrt,  to  accept 
an  offer  by  Mr.  Henry  O.  Watson,  and  Miss  Frances  Watson,  of 
policies  of  insurance  and  money  to  the  yalne  of  £11,000  for  the 
foundation,  under  certain  conditions,  of  a  Chair  of  Fine  Art  in  the 
University,  in  commemoration  of  the  name  of  the  late  Sir  John  Watson- 
Gordon,  to  be  called  "  the  Watson-Gordon  Chair  of  Fine  Art."  There 
was  at  the  same  time  laid  before  the  Court  the  letter  of  Mr.  and  Miss 
Watson,  contaming  the  said  offer,  and  the  Draft  of  a  Deed  of  Assign- 
ment of  the  said  policies  of  insurance  and  money,  containing  the  con- 
ditions referred  to. 

*0n  consideration  thereof,  the  Court  resolved  to  approve  of  the 
acceptance  by  the  Senatus  of  the  gift  by  Mr.  and  Miss  Watson  on  the 
conditions  contained  in  the  said  Draft  Deed  of  Assignment.  The  Court 
also  resolved  to  approve  of  the  erection  of  the  proposed  Chair  jas  soon  as 
the  sums  of  money  contained  in  the  said  poKcies  of  insurance  should 
become  payable,  and  be  received  by  the  Senatus.' 
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Ylir. — ^A  Eeturn  of  the  Number  of  Weeks,  and  of  Days  per 
Week,  and  of  the  Hours  per  Day,  in  which  Instruction 
is  given  in  each  of  the  Classes  of  the  Univebsity  during 
the  Winter  and  Summer  Sessions  respectively.

UNIVERSITY  PRIZES. 

I. — The  Bruce  of  GrangehiU  and  FalklcuuTs  Prize  in  the  Class  of  Logic 

and  Metaphysics, 

This  prize  of  £20,  with  a  sapplementarj  prize  of  £10,  for  the  janior 
di?isioQ  of  the  class,  is  awarded  to  the  most  distinguished  stadent  on  snch 
conditions  as  the  Professor  may  direct  and  on  his  decision,  for  excellence 
in  the  study  of  Logic  and  Metaphysics. 


II.— The  Gray  Prizes. 

The  Gray  Prize  Essay  Fund  was  instituted  in  1860,  in  terms  of  the 
will  of  Simon  Gray,  Esq.,  of  Momington  Crescent,  London,  and  is  in  the 
patronage  of  his  trustees,  who  annually  offer  two  prizes,  one  of  £20  for 
the  best  essay,  and  another  of  £10  for  the  second  best  essay,  on  a  subject 
prescribed  by  them.  The  competitors  must  be  students  of  the  Edin- 
burgh University,  who,  in  the  session  previous  to  the  competition,  were 
not  beyond  their  fourth  year  of  study  from  first  matriculation. 


III. — T/ie  Neil  AmoU  Prize  for  Experimental  Physics, 

This  prize  consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £1000  pre- 
sented to  the  University  by  Dr.  Neil  Amott,  of  London.  It  is  awarded 
to  the  candidate  who  shall  pass  with  the  greatest  distinction  the  ordinary 
e]camination  in  Natural  Philosophy  for  the  degree  of  M.A.  Candidates 
must  have  been  medical  students  of  this  University  during  either  a 
summer  or  a  winter  session  ;  and  the  successful  candidate  must  continue 
a  medical  student  at  this  University  during  the  next  winter  session,  failing 
which,  the  prize  is  to  be  forfeited  and  assigned  to  the  competitor  next  in 
merit.  No  student  can  appear  for  examination  after  the  completion  of 
his  third  annus  medicus^  and  no  candidate  shall  be  allowed  to  offer  himself 
more  than  once. 

In  the  event  of  a  competitor,  qualified  as  above,  not  coming  forward, 
the  prize  will  be  awarded  to  a  candidate  for  a  degree  in  Arts  who  shall 
pass  with  most  distinction  the  ordinary  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy. 


IV.— The  Hope  Chemistry  Prize. 

This  prize  was  founded  by  the  late  Professor  Thomas  C.  Hope  in  1844, 
for  the  promotion  of  the  study  and  science  of  Chemistry  in  the  Univer- 
sity, in  such  manner  as  the  Principal  and  Professors  may  appoint.  It  has 
accordingly  been  resolved  that  it  is  to  be  competed  for  biennially,  at  a 
special  examination  open  to  all  students  of  the  University  who  have 
worked  for  eight  months  or  for  two  summer  sessions,  in  the 'Chemical 
Laboratory  of  the  University,  and  who  are  not  more  than  twenty-five 
years  of  age.  The  examination  is  on  Chemistry,  and  is  practical  as  well 
as  written.  The  successful  candidate  must  spend  the  succeeding  aca- 
demical year  in  working  in  a  laboratory  or  laboratories,  under  conditions 
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approved  by  the  Senatas,  and  will  receive  £100,  in  sach  soms,  and  sach 
intervals,  as  may  be  appointed  by  them. 
No  person  can  hold  the  Hope  Prize  more  than  once. 

Hope  Prize  Scholarship. 

*•  The  Hope  Prize  Scholarship '  has  been  instituted  ia  connection  with 
the  Chemical  Laboratory  of  the  University,  ander  the  following  condi- 
tions and  regulations : — 

1.  The  scholarship  shall  consist  of  the  free  surplus  annual  revenue  of 
the  Hope  Prize  Fund,  that  is,  the  proceeds  for  one  year,  after  deduction 
of  fifty  pounds  and  all  necessary  expenses  attending  the  management  of 
the  fund. 

2.  The  scholarship  is  annually  awarded  to  the  student  who,  intending 
to  continue  his  studies  and  attendance  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  has, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry,  most  distinguished  himself 
during  the  previous  session  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  and  who  must, 
during  the  succeeding  summer  and  winter  sessions,  assist  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory. 

V. — The  Robert  Wilson  Memorial  Prize. 

This  prize,  founded  by  John  Wilson  of  South  Bantaskine,  in  memory 
of  his  son,  Robert  Wilson,  consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of 
£250,  and  is  annually  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  winter  session  to  the 
student  in  the  senior  Chemistry  class  who  takes  the  highest  honours. 

\L—The  Ellis  Prize  for  Physiology. 

This  Prize  consists  of  the  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £500  bequeathed  by 
the  hite  Daniel  Ellis,  Esq.,  to  the  Principal  and  Medical  Faculty  of  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  accumulated  for  three  or  five  years,  and  is 
annually  awarded  for  the  best  essay  or  treatise  on  some  subject  of  Animal 
or  Vegetable  Physiology  to  be  proposed  by  the  Faculty,  for  competition, 
to  students  or  graduates  of  five  years'  standing. 

VII. — Medical  Faculty  Prizes. 

A  gold  medal  of  the  value  of  £10  is  awarded  annually  on  the  day  of 
graduation  to  each  Doctor  of  Medicine  whose  thesis  is  deemed  of  suffi- 
cient merit  to  entitle  him  to  receive  that  honour. 


YllL—The  Goodsir  Memoiial  Prize. 

This  prize  was  founded  in  1872  by  the  subscribers. to  the  fund  for  a 
memorial  of  the  late  Professor  John  Goodsir.  It  is  in  the  patronage  of 
the  Principal,  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  Presidents  6i  the  Royal 
Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Edinburgh,  and  is  for  the 
encouragement  of  the  study  of  Aoatomy  and  Physiology.  The  prize  is 
of  the  value  of  £60  sterling,  and  is  awarded  triennially  for  the  best  essay 
containing  results  of  original  investigations  in  Anatomy,  Human  and 
Comparative,  either  Normal  or  Pathological,  or  in  Experimental  Physio- 
logy, and  is  open  to  all  graduates  in  Medicine  of  the  University  of  not  more

than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  competition,  and  to  licen- 
tiates of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  or  Snrgeons  of  Edinburgh  of  a  like 
standing,  who  have  attended  within  the  University  the  same  number  of 
classes  as  are  reqnired  for  the  degree  of  M.B. 


X. — The  Scott  and  Dunbar  Prize. 

Founded  in  1872  by  the  Rev.  Hew  Scott,  D.D.,  of  Anstruther- Wester, 
for  encouraging  the  study  of  the  Greek  language  in  the  Greek  class  in 
the  University  of  Edinburgh— and  is  awarded  by  the  Principal  and  the 
Professors  of  Divinity,  Greek,  and  Humanity,  to  ^  the  most  deserving  and 
learned  student  in  the  Greek  classes.' 


XI. —  The  Wightman  Prize  in  Clinical  Medicine. 

This  prize,  which  consists  of  the  annual  proceeds  of  a  sum  of  £300 
(at  present  £10,  10s.),  was  founded  by  Mrs.  E.  Wightman,  m  memory  of 
her  son,  J.  T.  Wightman,  M.B.,  CM.,  is  awarded  annually  to  the  student 
attending  the  claai  of  Clinical  Medicine  who  shall  write  the  best  dis- 
sertation on  any  subject  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Faculty,  or  who  shall 
make  the  best  report  and  commentary  on  cases  which  have  during  the 
previous  winter  and  summer  sessions  been  treated  in  the  University  clinical 
wards  in  the  Royal  Infirmary. 


XII. — Botanical  Societt/'a  Prize. 

The  Botanical  Society  of  Edinburgh  offers  a  prize  of  ten  guineas  to  be 
awarded  triennially  to  a  student  who  has  attended  the  Botanical  Class  at 
the  Royal  Botanical  Garden,  Edinburgh,  during  at  least  one  of  the  three 
years  preceding  the  award,  and  has  gained  honours  in  the  class  examina- 
tions. The  prize  to  be  awarded  for  practical  research.  Subjects  for 
competition  to  be  intimated  by  the  Council  at  the  commencement  of  each 
triennial  period,  along  with  a  notice  of  the  manner  in  which  the  prize  is 
to  be  awarded. 

XIII. — 77i«  Jenner  Prize. 

A  prize  of  ten  guineas  is  offered,  through  the  Council  of  the  Botanical 
Society,  by  Charles  Jenner,  Esq.,  for  the  best  and  approved  essay  on  the 
structure  and  reproduction  of  the  Frondose  and  Foliaceous  Jungerman- 
niacese.  This  prize  is  subject  to  all  the  conditions  specified  in  the  case  of 
that  of  the  Botanical  Society. 


UNIVERSITY  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

I. — The  Pitt  Club  Classical  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship  is  of  the  annual  Value  of  about  £60,  tenable  for  not 
more  than-  four  years.    It  is  under  the  management  of  the  Senatus  Acade-

miens,  and  is  open  for  competition  to  all  who  have  passed  regnlarlj 
throagh  tbe  course  in  Arts  in  the  Unirersitj,  and  have  been  admitted  to 
the  degree  of  M.A.  in  Edinburgh,  at  any  time  within  four  years  before 
the  competition  takes  place.  The  subjects  embraced  in  the  examination 
are  Classics  and  English  Literature. 


II. — Mackenzie  Classical  Scholarship, 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1862  by  James  Mackenzie,  Esq., 
W.S.,  and  is  of  the  annual  Value  of  about  £120,  tenable  for  not  more 
than  four  years.  It  is  under  the  management  of  the  Senatus  Academicus, 
and  is  open  for  competition  to  all  graduates  in  Arts  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
petition. Candidates  are  examined  in  Classical  Literature  and  in  English 
Literature.  It  cannot  be  held  along  with  any  other  Scholarship,  Fellow- 
ship, or  Bursary,  of  any  Scottish  University. 


III. — Baxter  'Mathematical  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship,  which  was  founded  by  Sir  David  Baxter,  Bart  of 
Rihnaron,  in  1863,  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £60,  tenable  for  not 
more  than  four  years,  and  is  awarded  for  proficiency  in  the  department  of 
Mathematics,  particularly  in  that  branch  of  it  which  includes  mechanical 
and  physical  science.  Competitors  must  be  graduates  in  Arts  of  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  of  not  more  than  four  years'  standing  at  the 
time  of  the  competition,  who  have  taken  honours  in  the  department  of 
Mathematics. 


IV. — Baxter  Philosophical  Scholarship, 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  by  Sir  David  Daxter,  Bart,  of  Kilmaron, 
in  1863,  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £60,  tenable  for  not  more  than 
four  years,  and  is  awarded  for  proficiency  in  the  department  of  Mental 
Philosophy.  Competitors  must  be  graduates  of  Arts  in  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  of  not  more  than  four  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the 
competition,  who  have  taken  honours  in  the  department  of  Mental  Philo- 
sophy. The  subjects  of  examination  are  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and  Moral 
I^hilosophy. 


V. — Baxter  Pht/sical  Science  Scholarsln'p, 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  by  Sir  David  Baxter,  Bart,  of  Kilmaron, 
in  1865,  is  of  the  annual  value  of  £60,  tenable  for  two  years,  and  is 
awarded  to  the  most  eminent  of  the  Bachelors  in  Science,  who  have 
passed  their  examination  in  the  Physical  Sciences,  including  Experimental 
Philosophy  and  Chemistry,  either  in  the  year  preceding  a  vacancy  or  in 
the  year  in  which  a  vacancy  occurs.  Amongst  other  conditions,  the 
second  year's  tenure  of  this  Scholarship  is  subject  to  the  condition  that 
the  holder  shall  have  taken  the  degree  of  Doctor  in  Science  in  the  first 
year  of  his  tenure  of  it.  It  cannot  be  held  along  with  any  situation 
yielding  an  annual  income  of  £100. 
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YI. — Baxter  Naiural  Science  Scholarehip. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  by  Sir  David  Baxter,  Bart  of  KilmaroD, 
in  1865,  is  of  the  aoDaal  value  of  about  £60,  tenable  for  two  years,  and  is 
awarded  to  the  most  eminent  of  the  Bachelors  in  Science,  who  have  passed 
their  examinations  in  the  department  of  the  Natural  Sciences,  including 
Botany,  Zoology,  Physiology,  and  Oeology,  either  in  the  year  preceding 
a  vacancy  or  in  the  year  in  which  a  vacancy  occurs.  Amongst  other 
conditions,  the  second  year's  tenure  of  this  Scholarship  is  subject  to  the 
condition  that  the  holder  shall  have  taken  the  Degree  of  Doctor  in  Science 
in  the  first  year  of  his  tenure  of  it  It  cannot  be  held  with  any  situation 
yielding  an  annual  income  of  £100. 

VII.-IX. — John  Edward  Baxter  Scholarships, 

Three  Scholarships,  founded  in  1876,  value  £100  each,  under  patronage 
of  Senatns,  tenable  for  not  more  than  three  years,  one  for  eminence  in 
Classical  Literature,  another  in  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  and 
the  third  in  Mental  Philosophy,  one  being  permanently  attached  to  each 
of  these  three  departments  of  study  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  On  each 
occasion  the  competition  is  open  to  all  Masters  of  Arts  of  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the 
competition;  and  the  examination  must  be  conducted  by  examiners 
appointed  by  the  Senatus. 

X. — Drummond  Mathematical  Scholarship. 

This  Schohirship  was  founded  in  1865  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Drummond, 
in  memory  of  her  brother.  Captain  Drummond,  R.E.,  Under  Secretary  for 
Ireland,  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £100,  and  is  tenable  for  three 
years.  It  is  open  to  graduates  in  Arts  of  not  more  than  three  years' 
standing,  who  shall  have  graduated  with  honours  in  the  department  of 
Mathematics.  It  is  not  to  be  held  with  any  other  Bursary  or  Scholar- 
ship, and  the  holder  is  recommended  to  travel  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting, 
in  this  and  other  countries,  remarkable  engineering  and  architectural 
structures,  to  extend  his  knowledge  of  the  practical  application  of  mathe- 
matical principles ;  and,  if  required  by  the  Senatus  Academicus,  to  deliver 
reports  on  the  principal  structures  examined  by  him,  and  the  mathematical 
principles  exemplified  thereby ;  which  reports  the  Senatus  may  cause  to 
be  publicly  read  in  the  University  or  elsewhere  in  Edinburgh. 

XI. — Bruce  of  Grangehill  and  Falkland s  Classical  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1865  by  Mrs.  Tyndall  Bruce  of  Falk- 
land, and  is  of  the  annual  value  of  £100,  tenable  for  three  years,  during 
two  of  which  the  studies  of  the  scholar  must  be  prosecuted  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh,  but  in  the  third  year  they  may  be  prosecuted  in  an 
English  or  foreign  University.  It  is  open  to  students  who  have  passed 
their  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  with  Honours,  and 
is  conferred  upon  the  most  distinguished  of  these  in  the  year  and  depart- 
ment in  which  it  is  open.  The  Scholarship  cannot  be  conferred  upon  any 
one  whose  age  exceeds  twenty-three  years,  and  cannot  be  held  along  with 
any  situation  yielding  an  income  of  £100  per  annum. 
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XII. — Bruce  ofOrangehill  cmd  Faikkmd^s  Scholarship  m  Mental  Philosophy. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1865  bj  Mrs.  Tjndall  Brace  of  Falk- 
land, and  is  of  the  yalae  of  £100.  It  is  tenable  for  the  same  period  and 
under  the  same  conditions  as  the  preceding.  The  sabjects  of  examina- 
tion are  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and  Moral  Philosophy. 

XIII. — Bruce  of  Qrangehill  and  FalkkuuPa  Mathematical  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1865  by  Mrs.  Tyndall  Bnice  of  Falk- 
land, and  is  of  the  value  of  £100.  It  is  tenable  for  the  same  period  and 
under  the  same  conditions  as  the  preceding.  The  subjects  of  examination 
are  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

XIV.-XV.— Gray  Scholarsh^ 

These  two  Scholarships,  founded  by  Mr.  Gray  of  Baad  Park,  in  1864, 
are  each  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £38,  tenable  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  two  years.  All  candidates  must  undergo  the  examination  for 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  In  making  appointments  the  Senatus  ar^ 
directed  to  prefer  in  the  first  place  applicants  of  the  name  of  Oray; 
secondly,  such  as  are  bom  in  the  parishes  of  Midcalder  or  Kirknewton. 
Failing  candidates  qualified  as  above,  the  Scholarships  are  awarded  to 
the  most  distinguished  candidates  for  the  year  for  the  degree  in  Arts, 
alternating  amongst  the  Honours  departments. 

The  Scholars  must  proceed  to  study  in  one  of  the  Faculties  of  Theology, 
Law,  or  Medicine. 


XYL— Greek  Travelling  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1864,  and  is  in  the  patronage  of  the 
Professor  of  Greek  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  It  is  of  the  annual 
value  of  £70,  tenable  for  one  year,  and  is  open  for  competition  to  all 
Masters  of  Arts  who  have  taken  their  degree  not  more  than  a  year  pre- 
vious to  the  competition;  but  Masters  of  Arts  who  have  taken  their 
degree  with  Honours  in  Classics  may  claim  the  Fellowship  without  further 
examination,  in  the  order  of  their  excellence.  The  Scholar  is  to  reside  at 
a  German  University,  for  the  study  of  German  and  of  Greek  Philology. 


XVir. — Gilchrist  Scholarships. 

These  Scholarships,  founded  by  the  trustees  of  the  late  Dr.  Gilchrist, 
are  three  in  number,  each  of  the  annual  value  of  £100,  and  open  to 
natives  of  India  who  have  passed  competitive  examinations  at  the  Presi- 
dential Colleges  of  India.  They  are  attached  to  the  Medical,  Law,  and 
Literary  Classes  in  the  University.    They  are  not  yet  in  operation. 

XYIIL-XIX. — Misses  Baxter  ofBalgavie^s  Scliolarships. 

These  Scholarships  were  instituted  in  1 868  by  Miss  Mary  Baxter  of 
Balgavie.    They  are  two  in  number,  each  of  the  annual  value  of  £40. 
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They  are  ia  the  gift  of  the  directors  of  the  High  School  of  Dundee,  and 
are  open  for  competition  to  all  pnpils  who  shall  have  finished  their  coarse 
within  one  year  at  the  High  School  of  Dundee.  The  subjects  of  examina- 
tion are  Geometry,  Algebra,  Trigonometry,  and  Mechanical  Drawing. 
They  are  tenable  for  one  year  certain,  and  for  a  second  if  a  farourable 
certificate  is  sent  to  the  Directors  by  the  Senatus  Academicus.  The 
classes  to  be  attended  the  first  year  are  Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy, 
and  Engineering ;  the  second  year  Chemistry,  Engineering,  and  the  second 
course  of  Natural  Philosophy.  In  the  event  of  a  degree  in  Engineering 
being  established,  the  holder  of  any  of  these  Scholarships  taking  that 
degree  at  the  end  of  his  two  years'  course,  is  entitled  to  a  gratuity  of 
£10,  lOs. 

XX.-XXI. — Feites  Exhibitions. 

These  Exhibitions  are  each  of  the  annual  value  of  £60,  tenable  for 
four  years,  and  are  open  annually  for  competition,  one  among  the  founda- 
tioners alone,  and  the  other  among  the  foundationers  and  such  of  the 
other  pupils  as  have  attended  the  Fettes  College  regularly  for  not  less 
than  four  years. 

XXn.-XXIII.— iS&W  Scholarships. 

These  Scholarships  were,  in  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  late  A.  H. 
Khind,  Esq.  of  Sibster,  founded  by  his  trustees  on  the  reversion  of  his 
estate,  are  two  in  number,  each  of  the  value  of  £90,  and  are  tenable  for 
two  years,  with  the  possibility  of  a  prolongation  of  the  tenure  at  the  end 
of  that  period.  The  first  is  in  the  department  of  Classical  Literature, 
the  second  in  that  of  Philosophy.  Candidates  who  are  undergraduates 
must  have  completed  at  least  three  sessions  in  the  regular  curriculum  in 
Arts,  and  have  obtained  at  least  two  departmental  certificates;  and 
candidates  who  are  graduates  must  have  received  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  in  this  University  within  two  years  of  the  date  of  the  competition. 
The  successful  candidates  may  be  required  to  undertake  duties  connected 
with  the  teaching  of  the  University,  or  otherwise  assist  in  some  depart- 
ment of  its  operations,  in  terms  of  the  trust  deed. 

XXIV.-XXVL— jPejyu^on  Scholarships. 

The  Ferguson  Scholarships  are  in  the  patronage  of  trustees  at  Glas- 
gow. They  are  open  to  competition  by  those  who  have  passed  the  exa- 
minations necessary  for  a  d^ree  in  Arts  in  any  of  the  four  Scottish 
Universities. 

Three  of  these  Scholarships  are  awarded  as  follows : — One  is  awarded 
for  the  greatest  proficiency  in  Classics ;  one  for  the  greatest  piwficiency 
in  Mathematics,  including  Natural  Philosophy ;  and  one  for  the  greatest 
proficiency  in  Mental  Philosophy,  including  Logic,  Metaphysics,  and 
Ethics. 

The  competition  will  be  open  to  all  persons  who  have  passed  the  last 
of  the  examinations  required  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  one  of 
the  Universities  of  Scotland  (whether  taking  the  degree  at  the  same  time 
or  not)  within  two  years  immediately  preceding,  and  who  have  not  already 
gained  one  of  these  Scholarsb'ps  or  competed  more  than  once  previously 
for  any  of  them.

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The  Scholarships,  of  £80  each  per  annum,  are  tenable  for  two  years, 
subject  to  fulfihuent  of  the  following  rule  of  the  trustees : — 

'  Persons  gaining  the  Scholarships  will,  during  the  tenure  thereof, 
'  be  expected  to  prosecute  studies  in  furtherance  of  the  higher  leam- 
^  ing ;  and  those  who  have  not  graduated  shall  be  required  to  do  so 
^  before  the  last  payment  is  made.  Any  case  of  conduct  unbecom- 
'  ing  a  scholar  and  a  gentleman,  shall  incur  forfeiture  of  the  Sdiolar- 
^  ship,  of  which  the  trustees  shall  be  sole  judges.' 

XXVII. — The  Charles  Maclaren  Scholai'ship. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1871  by  the  trustees  of  Mrs.  Maclareo, 
in  memory  of  Charles  Maclaren,  Esq.,  the  eminent  geologist,  and  consists 
of  the  proceeds  of  a  mortified  sum  of  ^2500,  yielding  about  £100  per 
annum.  It  is  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  Mathematics  and 
Natural  Philosophy,  and  is  open  to  all  graduates  in  Arts  of  not  more 
than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  competition  (and  xmder  SO 
years  of  age)  who  shall  have  taken  honours  in  Mathematics,  and  is  tenable 
for  three  years.  The  successful  competitor  must  spend  a  few  months  in 
travelling  and  in  examining  remarkable  engineering  and  architectural 
structures,  and  report  to  the  Senatus,  which  report  the  Senatus  may  cause 
to  be  publicly  read  in  the  University. 

XXVni. — Neil  Arnott  Scholarship  for  Expei^merUal  Physics. 

This  Scholarship,  which  was  founded  in  1874,  is  of  the  annual  ralue  of 
about  £40,  and  is  awarded  annually  to  the  most  distinguished  student  in 
the  Physical  Laboratory  of  the  University. 

The  recipient  must,  during  the  ensuing  summer  and  winter  sessions, 
assist  the  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy  in  the  Laboratory.  Failing  a 
student  deemed  by  the  Professor  worthy  of  the  Scholarship,  it  may  be 
given  to  the  candidate  for  a  degree  in  Arts  who  has  undergone  the  exa- 
mination in  Natural  Philosophy  with  most  distinction. 

XXIX. — Pitt  Club  Divinity  Scholarship, 

This  Scholarship,  which  was  instituted  in  1862  by  the  Pitt  Club,  is  of 
the  annual  value  of  about  £140,  tenable  for  three  years,  and  is  open  to 
competition  to  all  Masters  of  Arts  of  any  of  the  Universities  of  Scotland 
who  have  given  regular  attendance  in  the  Faculty  of  Divinity  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Edinburgh  for  three  complete  sessions,  and  who  are  in  the 
course  of  studying,  with  the  view  of  becoming  clergymen  of  the  Church 
of  Scotland.  No  person  is  admissible  who  has  been  entered  as  a  student 
of  Divinity  more  than  six  years  prior  to  the  time  of  the  competition. 

XXX. — Maxton  Divinity  ScholarsJiip, 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  by  the  trustees  of  the  late  John  Maxton, 
Esq.,  in  1867,  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £40,  tenable  for  three 
years,  and  is  open  only  to  students  who  are  members  of  the  Established 
Church  of  Scotland,  and  who  have  completed  the  course  of  study  in  the 
Faculty  of  Divinity  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
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XXXI.— The  Ohvir  Divinity  ScHolarskip. 

This  Scholarship  was  fonnded  in  1875  by  subscribers  to  a  fand  for 
commemorating  the  memory  of  the  Rev.  W.  Glover,  D.D.,  and  the  Uni- 
versity Endowment  Association.  It  is  of  the  value  of  about  £32,  tenable 
for  three  years,  and  open  to  all  Masters  of  Arts  of  any  of  the  Universities 
of  Scotland  who  have  finished  their  study  of  Theology,  before  entering 
the  Church  of  Scotland,  within  six  years,  and  who  have  attended  the  last 
session  of  their  course  at  least  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  It  cannot 
be  held  with  any  other  Divinity  Scholarship  or  Bursary  in  any  Scottish 
University. 


XXXIL.—The  Aitken  Theological  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship,  founded  by  bequest  of  the  Rev.  David  Aitken,  D.D., 
formerly  minister  of  Minto,  consists  of  the  proceeds  of  £2500,  which 
amount  to  about  £87,  10s.  Its  purpose  is  to  make  provision  for  the 
study  of  Church  History  and  Biblical  Criticism  at  one  or  more  Univer- 
sity seats  in  Germany,  or  elsewhere  on  the  Continent  of  Europe,  in  the 
case  of  meritorious  students  at  Edinburgh  University.  It  is  awarded, 
after  competitive  examination,  to  a  student  in  Divinity  of  the  University 
of  Edinburgh,  who  is  a  graduate  in  Arts  of  that  University  of  not  more 
than  four  years'  standing.  It  is  tenable  for  two  years ;  but  the  Senatus 
may  extend  the  term  for  another  year  if  it  appear  to  them  desirable.  The 
Senatus  are  at  liberty  to  prescribe  whether  one  or  more  Semester  in  the 
foreign  University  shall  be  attended  in  each  year. 


XXXIII. — Ettles  Medical  Scholarship. 

This  Scholarship  was  founded  in  1868  by  Miss  Mary  Ettles,  of  Inver-^ 
ness,  and  consists  of  the  free  annual  proceeds,  about  £40,  of  the  sum  of 
£1000  mortified  for  the  purpose,  and  is  awarded  annually  to  the  graduate 
in  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  whom  the  Medical  Faculty 
may  consider  the  most  distinguished  of  that  year. 

XXXJY.-Sibhald  Medical  Scholarship. 

In  accordance  with  the  will  of  the  late  Dr.  Sibbald,  his  trustees  have 
founded  one  Scholarship  of  £40  per  annum,  for  a  deserving  young  man 
studying  medicine  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  It  is  tenable  for  four 
years.  The  trustees  have  it  in  their  power  to  bestow  this  Scholarship 
after  competitive  examination,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  given  to  a  student 
who  has  completed  his  first  annus  medicus  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
such  annus  medicus  being  the  student's  first  attendance  at  any  school  of 
medicine,  and  consisting  either  of  two  winter  classes,  or  one  winter  class 
and  two  classes  during  the  previous  summer  session,  all  in  the  University 
of  Edinburgh.  The  competitive  examination  is  in  Chemistry,  Botany, 
and  Natural  History.  The  scholar  must  complete  the  prescribed  course 
of  study  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine. 
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UNIVERSITY  FELLOWSHIPS. 

I. — Outhrie  Fellowship  in  Classical  Literature. 

This  Fellowship  was  foanded  in  1866  by  James  Guthrie,  Esq.,  London, 
and  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £100,  tenable  for  four  years.  It  is 
for  proficiency  in  Classical  Literature,  and  is  open  to  competition  by 
graduates  in  Arts  of  the  University  who  may  have  taken  their  degree 
since  the  previous  competition.  Students,  however,  who  have  passed 
their  examinations  for  a  degree  since  the  last  competition,  but  who  have 
deferred  graduating  for  the  sake  of  obtaining  honours,  are  also  eligible. 
It  cannot  be  held  along  with  any  other  Fellowship  or  Scholarship  in  any 
Scottish  University  in  the  same  department. 

n. — Scottish  Universities  Classical  Fellowship, 

This  Fellowship  was  originally  founded  in  1866  by  the  Association  for 
the  better  Endowment  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  is  of  the  annual 
value  of  £100,  tenable  for  three  years,  and  is  open  to  graduates  in  Arts 
of  any  Scottish  University. 


III. — Hamilton  Fellowship  in  Mental  Philosophy. 

This  Fellowship  was  founded  in  1866  by  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  for 
a  memorial  to  the  late  Professor  Sir  William  Hamilton,  and  by  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  better  Endowment  of  the  University,  and  is  of  the  annual 
value  of  about  £100,  tenable  for  three  years.  It  is  open  to  all  graduates 
in  Arts  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  of  not  more  than  three  years' 
standing  at  the  time  of  the  competition.  It  cannot  be  held  along  with 
any  other  Scholarship  or  Fellowship  in  a  Scottish  University.  The  sub- 
jects of  examination  are  Logic,  Metaphysics,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  the 
History  of  Philosophy. 

IV. — Tlie  Shaw  Fellowship  in  Mental  Philosophy. 

This  Fellowship  was  founded  in  1867  by  contributors  to  a  memorial  to 
Sir  James  Shaw,  Bart.,  a  native  of  Ajrrslure,  afterwards  Lord  Mayor  of 
and  M.P.  for  London.  It  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £150,  tenable 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  is  in  the  patronage  of  the 
Senatus  Academicus  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  It  is  designed  for 
the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  Logic,  Metaphysics,  including  Psycho- 
logy, Moral  Philosophy,  and  the  History  of  Philosophy,  and  is  awarded 
after  competitive  examination  on  these  subjects.  It  is  open  to  graduates 
in  Arts  of  any  of  the  four  Scottish  Universities,  of  not  more  than  five 
years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the  competition.  It  cannot  be  held  along 
with  any  other  Fellowship,  Scholarship,  or  Bursary  in  any  Scottish  Uni- 
versity, and  it  will  not  be  open  to  the  competition  of  any  person  who 
already  holds  a  Fellowship  in  any  English  or  Irish  University,  though  the 
holder  of  the  Shaw  Fellowship  will  not  be  precluded  from  afterwards 
obtaining  an  English  or  Irish  Fellowship.  It  is  in  the  power  of  the 
Senatus  to  require  the  holder  to  deliver  during  the  fourth  or  fifth  year  of 
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XIV. — A  Return  of  the  Bursaries,  etc. — contimied, 

his  tennre  of  this  Fellowship,  a  coarse  of  lectures,  not  exceeding  four,  on 
any  of  the  subjects  for  the  encouragement  of  which  the  Fellowship  has 
been  founded. 


V. — The  Falconer  Memorial  Fellowship, 

This  Fellowship  was  founded  in  1869  by  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  for 
a  memorial  to  Dr.  Hugh  Falconer,  M.D.  (for  many  years  Superintendent 
of  the  n.  E.  I.  Company's  Botanic  Gardens  at  Suharunpoor  and  Cal- 
cutta), and  the  Association  for  the  better  Endowment  of  the  TJniTersity 
of  Edinburgh.  It  is  of  the  annual  value  of  about  £100,  is  for  the 
encouragement  of  the  study  of  Palseontology  and  Geology,  and  is  tenable 
for  two  years ;  but  if  the  Senatus  see  fit,  it  may  be  held  for  three  years, 
and  with  consent  of  the  XJniyersity  Court,  for  four  years,  and  is  awarded 
after  competitiye  examination  in  Natural  History  as  applied  to  Palseon- 
tology  and  Geology.  It  is  open  to  graduates  in  Science  or  Medicine  of 
this  University  of  not  more  than  three  years'  standing  at  the  time  of  the 
competition.  It  cannot  be  held  along  with  any  other  Fellowship,  Scholar-^ 
ship,  or  Bursary  in  any  Scottish  University. 


VL — FeUes  Fellowships. 

These  Fellowships,  instituted  by  the  Fettes  Trustees,  are  two  in  number, 
each  of  the  annual  value  of  £100,  and  are  held  by  graduates  in  Arts  of 
the  University,  who  have  been  educated  for  four  years  at  least  at  the 
Fettes  College. 


VII. — The  St/me  Surgical  Fellowship^ 

This  Fellowship,  in  value  about  £100,  and  tenable  for  two  years,  is 
open  to  competition  among  Bachelors  of  Medicine  of  not  more  than  three 
years'  standing,  who  shall  present  the  best  Thesis  on  a  surgical  subject, 
giving  evidence  of  original  research,  whether  such  Thesis  be  given  in  for 
graduation  or  otherwise. 
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XV. — A  Return  of  any  Bursaries,  Scholarships,  Fellowships, 
or  other  similar  Foundations  to  which  Teaching  Duties 
are  attached,  specifying  by  what  authority  they  are  so 
attached. 

The  only  Bnrsaries,  Scholarships,  or  Fellowships  with  which  teaching 
duties  are  in  any  way  connected  are : — 

1.  The  Bhind  Scholarshtp. — '  The  successful  candidates  may  be  required 
to  undertake  duties  connected  with  the  teaching  of  the  Uniy^rsity,  or 
otherwise  assist  in  some  department  of  its  operations.' 

2.  ITie  Shato  Fellowship. — ^  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Senatus 
Academicus  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  to  require  the  holder  of  the 
Shaw  Philosophical  Fellowship,  during  the  fourth  or  fifth  year  of  his 
tenure  of  it,  to  deliver  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh  a  course  of 
lectures,  not  exceeding  four,  on  any  of  the  subjects  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  the  study  of  which  the  Fellowship  has  been  founded ;  and  notice 
shall  be  given  to  the  holder  of  the  Fellowship  twelve  months  previously 
to  the  time  fixed  for  the  delivery  of  the  said  lectures  that  he  is  required 
to  deliver  them ;  but  the  said  Senatus,  with  consent  of  the  University 
Court  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  shall  have  power  to  alter  the 
number  of  lectures,  if  it  shall  be  found  desirable  to  do  so.'  *

must,  during  the  ensuing  winter  and  summer  sessions,  assist  the  Professor 
of  Natural  Philosophy  in  the  Laboratory.'

The  late  Sir  David  Baxter  of  Eilmaron,  Bart,  by  his  trust-disposition 
and  settlement,  dated  21st  May  1869,  and  recorded  in  the  Books  of 
Cooncil  and  Session,  9th  November  1872,  made  the  following  bequest : — 

*•  Seventhly^ — I  direct  and  appoint  my  trustees,  out  of  my  general 
'  means  and  estate,  hereby  conveyed,  ...  by  and  with  the  advice 
^  and  consent  of  the  University  Court,  or  other  governing  body  for  the 
'  time  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  ...  to  invest  the  further 
^  sum  of  twenty  thousand  pounds  in  name  of  the  University  Court,  or 
*'  other  governing  body  foresaid  of  said  University,  the  interest  thereof  to 
^  be  applied  to  the  further  endowment  of  the  chairs  in  the  Faculty  of 
^  Arts  in  said  University,  in  such  proportions  as  the  said  University 
^  Court,  or  other  governing  body  foresaid,  shall  deem  expedient  under 
^  the  then  existing  position  of  said  chairs,  but  excluding  the  Chairs  of 
^  Engineering,  and  Sanskrit  and  Comparative  Philology,  these  two  chairs 
^  being  in  my  opinion  ahready  sufficiently  endowed.' 

This  bequest,  after  payment  of  legacy  duty,  amounted  to  £18,000.  It 
was  on  15th  May  1874  invested  on  heritable  security  by  Sir  David 
Baxter's  trustees,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  University  Court, 
granted  on  13th  March  1874.  A  scheme  of  appropriation  of  the 
income  of  the  Fund  was  issued  by  the  Court  on  Idth  October  1873 
under  which, 'after  payment  of  expenses,  etc.,  the  income  is  divided  into 
thirty-Jive  equal  parts,  of  which  three  are  attached  to  each  of  the  Pro- 
fessorships of  Humanity,  Greek,  and  Mathematics ;  four  to  each  of  the 
Professorships  of  Natural  Philosophy  and  Rhetoric ;  six  to  each  of  the 
Professorships  of  Logic  and  Moral  Philosophy,  and  ofie  to  each  of  the 
Professorships  of  History,  Practical  Astronomy,  Agriculture,  Music, 
Geology,  and  Commercial  and  Political  Economy. 

The  income  of  this  fund  is  at  present  £720  a  year,  and  the  annual 
expenses  amount  to  about  £19. 

There  is  no  other  property  belonging  to  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
invested  in  the  name  of  the  University  Court,  or  placed  under  their  direct 
management.

I. — Resolutions  carried  at  a  MBBTiKa  of  the  Gensral  Goukcil  of  the 
UNiYERsnT  OF  ABERDEEN,  held  9th  October  1872,  anent  Changes 
desirable  in  the  Universities  Act,  etc. 

I.-^Thb  Chancellor. 

1.  That  the  Chancellor  be  elected  for  eight  years,  instead  of  for  life, 
and  that  he  may  be  re-elected. 

2.  That  the  veto  at  present  possessed  by  the  Chancellor  shall  be 
abolished. 

U.-^The  Rector. 

That  the  Lord  Rector  shall  be  elected  by  the  students  as  heretofore,  bat 
that  the  voting  shall  be  by  numbers,  and  not  by  nations ;  and  that,  in 
the  event  of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  last  Lord  Rector  shall  have  the 
casting  vote. 

III. — ^The  Court. 

1.  That  the  University  Court  shall  consist  of  the  following  members : 
—(1)  The  Rector ;  (2)  The  Principal ;  (3)  The  Chancellor's  Assessor ; 
(4)  The  Rector's  Assessor;  (5-6)  Two  Assessors  from  the  Senatus; 
(7-9)  Three  Assessors  from  the  General  Council. 

2.  That  the  majority  of  the  Court  shall  be  a  quorum  ;  and  that,  in 
the  event  of  equality,  the  power  of  the  chairman  shall  be  as  at  present. 

3.  That  the  meetings  of  the  Court  shall  be  open  to  reporters  and  the 
public,  as  far  as  practicable,  except  in  cases  of  discipline. 

IV.-^The  Council. 

1.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  meet  at  intermediate  times  on 
emergency ;  such  meetings  to  be  summoned  by  the  principal,  on  receiving 
a  requisition  from  twenty-five  members  of  the  Council ;  and  the  time  of 
meeting  and  the  business  to  be  advertised  sixteen  days  previous  to  date 
of  meeting. 

2.  That  the  Council  be  expressly  empowered  to  appoint  committees, 
but  not  to  delegate  their  powers. 

3.  That  the  University  Court  shall  have  power  to  effect  improvements 
in  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  University,  after  due  communication 
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with  the  Senatns  Academicas ;  provided  that  all  sach  proposed  improve- 
ments, before  being  finally  adopted,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Universitj 
Council,  that  they  may  have  an  opportanity  of  considering  them  and 
making  any  representation  r^arding  them  to  the  University  Court. 

4.  That  the  sanction  of  the  Privy  Council  shall  not  be  necessary,  except 
when  General  Ordinances  are  proposed  to  be  altered  or  pecuniary  intn^sta 
area£fected. 

5.  That  in  the  event  of  vote  by  ballot  becoming  the  law  of  the  land 
for  other  constituencies,  opportunities  shall  be  a£forded  to  those  electors 
for  the  Scottish  Universities  who  desire  to  vote  by  ballot,  to  do  so  by 
voting  personally  at  the  University  seat.

II. — ExcBBFT  from  Report  of  Commities  of  Coitkcil  of  the  UinvEB- 
siTT  of  Glasgow,  submitted  to  Meeting  of  Council  on  28th  October 
1874. 

Proposed  Amendmeni  of  the  ScotUeh  Univereitiee  Act. 

Tour  committee,  acting  on  instructions  received  at  last  meeting  of 
Council,  considered  it  advisable  to  prepare  a  draft  Bill  embodying  the 
amendments  on  the  Scottish  Universities  Act  approved  by  this  Council; 
which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  draft  was  afterwards  submitted  to 
a  special  meeting  of  members  of  the  committees  of  the  four  Scotch 
Universities,  and  after  consideration  the  draft,  in  the  following  form,  was 
adjusted  and  approved  of: — 

A  Bill  to  amend  the  Scottish  Urdversitiee  Act,  1858. 

Whereas  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  session  of  Parliament  holdm  in 
the  2l8t  and  22d  years  of  the  reign  of  her  present  Majesty,  caput 
Izzziii,  intituled,  ^  An  Act  to  make  provision  for  the  better  government 
^  and  discipline  of  the  Universities  of  Scotland,  and  improving  and 
^  regulating  the  course  of  study  therein,  and  for  the  union  of  the  two 
^  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Aberdeen : ' 

And  whereas  another  Act  was  passed  in  the  Parliament  held  in  tiie 
dlst  and  82d  years  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty,  caput  zlviii.,  intituled, 
^  An  Act  for  the  amendment  of  the  representation  of  the  people  in  Scot- 
^  land,'  by  which,  inter  aUa^  the  franchise  was  conferred  on  the  members 
of  the  Gaieral  Councils  of  the  Universities  of  Scotland,  and  the  Tight  to 
qualify  as  such  members  was  extended  to  the  persons  therein  described  : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  powers  and 
privileges  conferred  on  the  General  Councils  of  the  several  Universities 
by  the  said  recited  Acts,  and  otherwise  to  amend  the  same:  Be  it 
enacted,  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons  in  this 
present  Pariiament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as 

follows : — 

1,  In  addition  to  the  times  for  assembling  prescribed  in  section  4  of 
the  first-recited  Act,  the  General  Council  of  each  University  shall  be 
entitled  to  hold  meetings  at  any  other  time  or  times  for  the  consideration 
and  transaction  of  all  matters  and  business  which  may  be  competently 
entertained  by  such  Council  in  virtue  of  this  or  the  first-recited  Act, 
which  meetings  shall  in  the  case  of  each  University  be  convened  by  the 
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Principal  or  senior  Principal,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  seat  of  the 
University  the  senior  professor  there  present  at  the  time,  on  a  requisition 
being  presented  to  him  so  to  do,  subscribed  by  any  thirty  members  of 
such  General  Council,  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  business  proposed 
to  be  transacted ;  notice  of  which  meetings  and  the  business  thereof 
shall,  in  the  case  of  each  University,  be  advertised  at  least  three  separate 
times,  seven  days  prior  to  each  meeting,  in  two  or  more  of  the  newspapers 
published  in  the  city  where  such  University  is  situated,  or  if  there  be  no 
such  newspapers,  in  two  of  the  newspapers  most  generally  circulated  in 
such  city,  and  also  twice  at  least  in  the  Times  newspaper,  London,  or 
such  notice  may  be  given  by  letters  posted  to  each  member  of  such 
General  Council  residing  in  the  United  Kingdom,  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  meeting. 

2.  Each  General  Council  may,  in  meeting  duly  assembled,  at  any  time 
petition  or  resolve  to  petition  [with  consult  of  the  University  Court  of 
the  University  with  wbich  such  Council  is  connected,]  the  Queen's  Most 
Excellent  Majesty,  and  Her  Majesty's  royal  successors,  in  Privy  Council, 
on  any  matter  or  matters  a£fecting,  or  tending,  in  the  opinion  of  such 
General  Council,  to  afifect  the  weU-bdng  and  prosperity  of  the  University 
with  which  such  Council  is  connected ;  and  each  G^eral  Council  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  committees  of  its  own  number 
to  follow  out  and  earry  into  effect  resolutions  and  instructions  of  such 
General  Council;  and  the  General  Councils  of  the  several  UniversitieB 
shall  have  power  at  all  times  to  communicate  and  confer  with  each  other, 
by  committees  to  be  appointed  by  them  respectively  or  otherwise,  on  all 
matters  which  may  be  competently  entertained  by  such  General  Councils 
separately;  and  each  General  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
clerk,  being  one  of  its  own  number,  to  hold  office  on  such  terms,  and  to 
perform  such  duties,  as  such  General  Council  may  direct. 

Note. — ^The  other  Universities  proposed  that  the  above  words  in 
brackets  should  be  deleted,  and  that  the  words  *  Parliament  and  also ' 
should  be  inserted  after  the  word  ^  connected.' 

8.  The  number  of  members  of  the  University  Court  of  each  University 
shall  be  increased  as  follows,  viz. : — 

[(1)  The  Principal  of  the  United  College,  and  two  additional  assessors 

to  be  elected  by  the  General  Council  of  the  University  of  St. 

Andrews,  shall  be  added  to  the  six  present  members  of  the 

University  Court.] 
(2)  Three  assessors  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Council  of  the 

University  of  Glasgow  in  place  of  one,  as  prescribed  by  section 

9  of  the  first-recited  Act,  and  five  shall  be  a  quorum  of  said 

University  Court. 
[(3)  One  assessor  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senatus  Academicus,  and 

two  by  the  General  Council  of  the  University  of  Aberdeen,  in 

addition  to  the  six  present  members  of  the  University  Court.] 
[(4)  Two  assessors  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Council  of  the 

University  of  Edinburgh,  in  addition  to  the  eight  present 

members  of  the  University  Court;] 
and  such  additional  assessors  shaU  be  elected  by  the  said  several  Councils 
at  the  same  times,  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  same  term  of  years,  as  the 
assessors  elected  by  these  bodies  under  the  first*recited  Act;  provided 
that  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  said  General  Councils  to  miJ^e  interim 
appointments  at  the  next  statutory  meeting  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
and  also  at  any  time  hereafter  when  a  vacancy  may  occur  through  death 
or  resignation. 
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4.  Each  UniverBitj  Conrt  shall  publish,  or  cause  to  be  published,  as 
after  mentioned,  a  full  and  correct  report  of  the  proceedings  of  its  meet- 
ings, at  which  any  of  its  powers  under  sub-sections  1  and  2  of  section 
12  of  the  first-recited  Act,  and  section  19  thereof,  shall  be  exercised ; 
which  report  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  members  present  at  every 
such  meeting,  and  be  inserted  .within  days  after  the  holding 

thereof  once  at  least  in  any  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published 
or  most  generally  circulated  in  the  city  or  place  where  such  UniTersity 
Court  meets. 

[5.  Where  the  General  Council  shall  intimate  its  dissent  from  any 
proposition  submitted  to  it  under  sub-section  2  of  section  12  of  the  first- 
recited  Act,  such  proposition  shall  not  be  carried  into  effect  by  the 
University  Court  until  the  matter  shall  be  submitted  to  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  such  Council  for  reconsideration,  and  until  the  University 
Court  shall  have  taken  into  consideration  any  representation  which  such 
Council  may  make  at  such  subsequent  meeting.] 

6.  The  system  hitherto  in  use  in  elections  to  the  office  of  rector  of  the 
Universities  of  Glasgow  and  Aberdeen,  by  dividing  the  students  voting 
into  nations,  is  hereby  abolished ;  and  in  future  the  rector  shall,  in  the 
case  of  each  of  said  Universities,  where  two  or  more  candidates  are  pro- 
posed, be  elected  by  a  majority  in  number  of  the  votes  of  the  matricukted 
students  of  the  University  enrolled  for  the  session  during  which  any  such 
election  takes  place ;  but  provided  always  that  in  all  other  respects  the 
election  of  rector  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  forms  and  practice 
hitherto  observed  in  the  said  Universities. 

7.  This  Act  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  ^  The  Scottish  Uni- 
^  versiUes  Amendment  Act,  1874,'  and  shall  come  into  operation  on  the 

day  of  ,  187  . 

A  clause  which  had  been  suggested  was  subjoined  in  the  following 
terms : — ^Each  person  who,  by  virtue  of  his  office  as  a  member  of  the 
University  Court  of  any  University,  or  as  a  member  of  the  Senatns  of 
any  University,  has  at  any  time  heretofore  been,  or  is  at  present,  or  shall 
at  any  time  hereafter  be  a  member  of  the  General  Council  of  such  Uni- 
versity, shall  continue  to  be  and  remain  ad  vitam  a  member  of  the  General 
Council  thereof,  notwithstanding  of  his  having  ceased  or  ceasing  to  be  a 
member  of  its  University  Court  or  of  its  Senatns. 

It  is  explained  that  the  clauses  of  the  above  draft  in  brackets  were 
proposed  on  behalf  of  the  other  Universities ;  and  with  reference  to  the 
clause  subjoined,  your  committee  did  not  adopt  it,  as  it  did  not  come 
under  the  amendments  approved  of  by  this  Council. 

Dr.  Douglas  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Bums,  two  of  your  committee,  had  fre- 
quent communications  in  London  during  last  session  of  Parliament  with 
the  Lord  Advocate,  Dr.  Lyon  Playfair,  and  other  Scotch  members,  on 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  amendiments,  which  the  committee  have  to 
report  met  with  general  approbation,  but  they  regret  that  the  state  of 
public  business  in  Parliament  prevented  the  introduction  of  the  Bill  last 
session. 

Your  committee  further  report  that  on  the  dd  October  current.  Dr. 
Lyon  Playfair  met  a  number  of  gentlemen,  members  of  Council  belonging 
to  the  four  Scotch  Universities,  when  he  expressed  himself  as  agreeing 
with  the  general  principle  of  the  draft  Bill,  and  said  that  it  would  be 
desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  Universities  to  extend  the  representation 
of  the  Councils  in  the  University  Courts,  and  that  he  should  be  extremely 
glad  to  co-operate  with  the  Lord  Advocate  in  the  promotion  of  the  BiU, 
which  he  thought  was  a  very  moderate  measure. 
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III. — Excerpt  from  Minnie  of  Meeting  of  Glasgow  Ukiversity 

Council,  held  28th  October  1874. 

Mr.  Bnrns,  in  terms  of  notice,  mored — 

^  That  this  Gonncil  instruct  the  committee  to  lay  before  the  Lord 
*'  Rector  and  the  Lord  Adrocate  the  draft  Bill  for  the  amendment 
*'  of  the  Scottish  Universities  Act,  contained  in  the  committee's 
*•  report,  with  the  view  of  having  the  same  in  its  present  form,  or 
^  as  nearly  as  may  be,  passed  into  law  in  the  ensning  session  of 
^  Parliament,  and  to  take  snch  other  steps  towards  acconipllshing 
^  that  object  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adam. 
Professor  Ramsay  moved  as  an  amendment — 

^  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  draft  Bill  be  in  the  mean-' 
^  time  delayed,  and  that  the  same  be  transmitted  to  the  University 
*  Gonrt,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  the  opinion  both  of  the  Court  and 
*'  of  the  Senate  upon  it.' 
This  amendment  was  seconded  by  Professor  Young. 
Thereafter  Mr.  William  Jack  moved,  as  another  amendment,  that  the 
words 

^  ^^  With  the  exception  of  the  clauses  in  brackets  and  the  clause 

*'  ^^  subjoined,''  should  be  inserted  in  the  motion  after  the  words 

'  *'  contained  in  the  committee's  report.'' ' 

Mr.  Burns  having  agreed  to  this  amendment,  the  motion  as  so  amended, 

and  the  amendment  proposed  by  Professor  Ramsay,  were  successively 

put  to  the  meeting,  when  there  voted 

For  the  motion,         .  .  .32 

For  the  amendment,  .  .  .23 

Majority  for  the  motion,  .     «  .9 

Which  was  accordingly  declared  carried. 

lY. — ^Repobt  of  Commutes  of  Senatus  on  Proposed  Bill  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  Uniyebsitt  of  Glasgow,  ^  to  amend  the  Scottish 
Universities  Act,  18$8.' 

The  committee  on  the  proposed  bill  of  the  General  Council  beg  to 
report  as  follows : — 

First.  This  bill  has  been  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  University,  and  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval  A 
resolution  in  favour  of  the  bill  was  carried,  at  the  meeting  in  October 
1874,  by  a  majority  of  31  to  23.  As  the  members  of  the  Council  are 
upwards  of  2500,  the  approval  of  the  bill  can  hardly  be  regarded  as 
the  act  of  more  than  a  small  proportion  of  the  members  of  that  body. 
At  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Council,  in  April  1878,  a  resolution  to 
petition  Parliament  in  support  of  proposals  similar  to  those  of  the  bill 
was  approved  of  by  a  majority  of  two,  the  vote  being  24  to  22. 

Second,  This  bill  and  the  propriety  of  going  to  Parliament  to  get  it 
passed  were  not  made  matters  of  representation  to  the  University  Court. 
Yet,  under  section  6  of  the  Universities  Act  of  1858,  which  created 
the  General  Council,  the  power  of  the  Council,  in  regard  to  changes 
connected  with  the  University,  is  declared  to  be  that  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration ^  all  questions  affecting  the  well-being  and  prosperity  of  the  Uni-

'  versity,  and  making  representationB  from  time  to  time  on  snch  qnestaons  to 
^  Uie  University  Court'  The  Conndl,  instead  of  making  a  representation  to 
the  Court  on  the  propriety  of  asking  Parliamentary  sanction  for  the  bill, 
have  resolved  to  act  independently  of  the  Court  and  make  direct  appli- 
cation to  Parliament.  We  question  the  competency  and  constitutional 
character  of  this  proceeding,  and  it  appears  to  us  that  the  General 
Council  has  no  right  of  itseU  to  petition  Parhament  to  change  the  con- 
stitution of  the  University  Court  The  function  of  the  Council  appears 
to  be  restricted  by  statute  to  the  right  of  sending  representations  to  that 
body. 

ThirdL  This  course  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  General  Council  has 
prevented  the  bill  and  its  provisions  from  being  communicated  to  the 
Senate.  The  Senate  has  thus  had  no  opportunity  of  formally  consider- 
ing the  provisions  of  a  bill  affecting  its  interests  in  a  variety  of  ways, 
and  particularly  its  share  of  representation  in  the  University  Court 
Apart  altogether  from  the  question  regarding  the  independent  action  of 
the  Council  in  this  matter,  we  think  that  it  would  have  been  better  had 
the  Council  taken  the  usual  means  of  sending  this  bill  to  the  Senate, 
for  its  consideration  and  suggestions,  before  resolving  to  proceed  to 
Parliament 

Fourth,  The  most  important  provision  of  the  proposed  bill  is  ^that 

*  three  assessors  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Council  of  the  University 

*  of  Glasgow  in  place  of  one,  as  prescribed  by  section  9  of  the  Uni- 

*  versities  Act'  We  think  such  a  provision  inexpedient,  and  open  to 
serious  objections. 

1.  It  would  give  an  undue  preponderance  in  the  University  Court  to  one 
of  the  electoral  bodies.  At  present  the  Senate  appoints  one  assessor  as 
its  representative  in  the  Court,  as  the  General  Council  does.  The  Senate 
elects  the  Dean  of  Faculties,  who  is  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Court ; 
but,  by  long  custom,  he  has  not  been  a  professor.  Nor  is  he  chosen  as 
a  representative  of  the  views  of  the  Senate,  or  on  any  other  ground 
than  that  of  eminence  or  special  academical  fitness.  The  principal,  who 
is  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Court,  is  appointed  by  the  Crown,  and  he 
does  not  necessarily  represent  the  Senate  or  its  views.  As  president  of 
the  General  Council,  in  the  absence  of  the  chancellor,  the  principal  is  as 
much  a  representative  of  that  body  as  of  the  Senate  itself. 

The  proposal  of  the  bill,  if  carried  out,  would  give  a  decided  majority 
of  representatives  in  the  Court  to  the  Council  as  compared  with  the 
Senate.  It  would  make  the  representation  of  the  Coundl  in  the  Court 
equal  to  that  of  both  the  great  officers  of  the  University — Chancellor 
and  Rector — taken  together,  and  greater  than  the  representation  of 
either. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  University,  who  holds  office  for  life,  is  elected 
by  the  Council,  and  he  appoints  an  assessor  in  the  Court.  Out  of  a  total 
number  of  nine  (proposed)  members  in  the  Court,  there  would  thus  be 
four  assessors  who  might  be  regarded  as  representing  it  in  the  Court 

2.  The  three  assessors  proposed  to  be  appointed  by  the  Council  would 
be  elected  by  the  majority  of  that  body  as  representatives  of  its  views. 
They  would  thus  naturally  tend  to  form  a  united  party  in  the  Court,  and 
to  act  and  vote  in  concert  The  proposal  would  thus,  in  effect,  intro- 
duce into  the  Court  a  preponderance  of  party  representation  which 
does  not  now  exist,  and  which  would  be  hurtful  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  University. 

8.  We  are  not  opposed  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  members  of 
the  University  Court.     But  we  think  that,  if  an  increase  be  made  from 
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seven  to  nine,  the  Senate  ought  to  have  at  least  one  additional  assessor. 
The  Senate  is  not  only  the  teaching  body  of  the  University ;  it  is  also, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  Court,  the  goyeming  and  administrative 
body.  Its  interests  are  those  of  the  University.  Its  acquaintance  with 
the  wants  of  the  University,  with  the  workings  of  University  arrange- 
m^ts,  is  more  intimate  than  that  of 'the  General  Council  can  be  ex- 
pected to  be.  The  Senate  is  a  body  specially  and  constantly  discharging 
academical  functions.  Its  representatives  ought,  therefore,  not  to  be  fewer 
in  the  University  Court  than  those  of  the  General  Council  of  the  University. 

4.  T]ie  University  Commissioners  of  1830,  when  considering  the  sub- 
ject of  the  constitution  of  a  University  Court  for  Glasgow,  proposed 
the  following  scheme,  the  Court  to  consist  of  seven  members,  viz. : — 

(1.)  The  Rector,  to  be  elected  by  principal,  professors,  and  matricu- 
lated students. 

(2.)  The  Rector's  Assessor. 

(3.)  The  Principal. 

(4.)  The  Dean  of  Faculties. 

(5.^  The  Minister  of  Glasgow. 

(6.)  Assessor,  nominated  by  the  Chancellor. 

(7.)  Assessor,  nominated  by  principal,  professors,  and  graduates. 

The  Chancellor  was  to  be  elected  by  the  Senate. 

It  was  thus  not  proposed  by  the  Commissioners  of  1830,  any  more 
than  by  the  Act  of  1858,  to  give  more  than  one  assessor  or  anything 
like  a  predominance  of  representation  in  the  Court  to  the  graduates 
(in  conjunction  with  the  principal  and  professors),  to  whom  the  General 
Council  may  be  r^arded  as  equivalent. 

There  are  other  provisions  in  the  proposed  bill  which  require  more 
consideration  than  has  been  given  to  them  before  Parliamentary  sanction 
is  sought  for  them.  It  is  proposed  to  give  to  the  Council  the  power 
of  meeting  at  any  time,  on  the  requisition  of  thirty  member&  This 
would  practically  throw  the  whole  powers  of  the  Council  into  the  hands 
of  the  requisitionists,  or  those  residing  in  the  city  and  immediate 
neighbourhood,  a  very  small  portion  of  the  membership  of  the  Council. 
Members  at  a  distance  could  hardly  be  expected  to  travel  to  Glasgow 
on  every  occasion  on  which  such  a  requisition  might  be  presented. 

Then  it  is  very  questionable  whether  there  should  be  given  to  the 
General  Council  by  itself  such  a  privilege  as  is  proposed  in  the  follow- 
ing terms : — '  Each  General  Council  may  petition  the  Queen  in  Council 
*'  on  any  matter  or  matters  affecting  or  tmcUng^  m  the  opinion  of  such 
^  General  Council^  to  affect  the  well-being  and  prosperity  of  the  University 
^  with  which  such  Council  is  connected.'  In  other  words,  the  Council  is  to 
have  the  power  to  determine  independently  of  the  Court  what  is  best 
for  the  University,  and  independently  to  petition  the  Queen  in  Council 
in  order  to  have  its  views  carried  into  effect.  Such  a  privilege  could  not 
but  lead  to  a  constant  conflict  of  opinion  and  jurisdiction  both  in  the 
University  and  before  the  Privy  Council.  As  a  general  principle,  we  are 
opposed  to  give  independent  power  of  this  sort  to  a  body  which  would 
not  be  required  to  consult  either  the  Senate  or  the  Court  before  taking 
action  on  the  most  vital  questions  affecting  the  University. 

Further,  the  proposed  bill  is  promoted  by  the  General  Council  of  the 
University  of  Glasgow  alone.  It  appears  to  us  that,  if  fundamental 
changes  are  to  be  made  in  such  important  matters  as  the  constitution 
of  a  University  Court  and  the  powers  of  the  General  Councils,  this 
ought  to  be  done  only  after  mature  deliberation  by  the  four  Universities 
of  Scotland,  and  in  a  comprehensive  bill  embracing  all  of  them. 
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On  these  and  other  grounds,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  proposed  bill 
is  not  one  which  it  wonld  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  XJniTersitj  to 
pass  into  law.

II.— DOCUMENTS  RELATING  TO  GRADUATION 

IN  MEDICINE. 

I. — Documents  relating  to  Graduation  in  Medicinb  in  St.  Andrews. 

(1.)  Report  of  the  Visitors  of  Examinations  on  the  Medical 
Examinations  at  the  University  of  St.  Andrews,  held  April 
1875. 

Degrees  in  Medicine  are  conferred  at  the  UniTersity  of  St  Andrews, 
firsts  on  those  candidates  who  ha?e  passed  through  a  curriculum  of 
education  and  examination  prescribed  by  the  University,  and  who  are 
admitted  to  the  degrees  of  M.B.  and  M.C.,  and  subsequently  to  that  of 
M.D.  SecoTuUy^  The  University  has  the  privilege  of  annually  granting 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  to  ten  registered  medical  practitioners, 
above  the  age  of  forty  years,  whose  professional  position  and  experience 
are  such  as,  in  the  estimation  of  the  University,  to  entitle  them  to  that 
degree,  and  who,  on  examination,  satisfy  the  medical  examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  University  of  their  professional  knowledge. 

The  teachers  in  the  Medical  Faculty  in  the  University  are  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Medicine  (Dr.  Bell),  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  (Dr.  HeddleX 
and  the  Professor  of  Civil  and  Natural  History  (Dr.  Alleyne  Nicholson). 
There  is  no  infirmary,  or  dissecting-room,  or  diemical  laboratory  for 
students ;  and  there  are  not  any  medical  students.  One  annus  medicns 
may  be  kept  here. 

The  examiners  for  medical  degrees  are  the  three  professors  in  the 
Faculty,  together  with  certain  extra-professorial  examiners,  appointed 
annually  by  the  University  Court  from  a  list  of  persons  who  make 
application  for  the  office,  and  who  have  devoted  special  attention  to  the 
subjects  on  which  they  are  severally  appointed  to  examine.  The  same 
examiners  are  often  re-appointed  several  times ;  and  some  of  those  acting 
at  present  have  held  office  four  years.  The  non-professorial  examiners 
at  this  time  are  Dr.  G.  W.  Balfour  in  the  practice  of  medicme,  Dr.  T.  H. 
Watson  in  surgery,  Dr.  H.  D.  Littlejohn  in  materia  medica  and  medical 
jurisprudence,  and  Dr.  Thomas  Keith  and  Dr.  Keiller  in  midwifery; 
all  are  resident  in  Edinburgh.  Dr.  P.  D.  Handyside  of  Edinburgh  was 
deputed  to  act  on  this  occasion  as  examiner  in  the  place  of  Professor 
Bell,  who  was  confined  to  his  house  by  illness. 

The  written  questions  on  each  subject  are  set  by  the  two  examiners 
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in  the  subject ;  and,  previously  to  the  examination,  they  are  submitted  to 
the  Medical  Facnlty,  by  whom  they  are  sometimes  increased,  reduced,  or 
altered. 

Every  candidate  for  the  degree  of  M.B.  and  H.C.,  having  passed  the 
preliminary  examination  at  this  University,  or  being  a  B.A.  of  another 
University,  and  having  produced  certificates  of  the  fulfilment  of  the 
required  curriculum  of  education,  is  examined  both  in  writing  and  viva 
voce— first,  in  chemistry,  botany,  elementary  anatomy,  and  materia 
medica;  secondly^  in  advanced  anatomy,  zoology  with  comparative 
anatomy,  physiology,  and  surgery;  and,  thirdly,  in  the  practice  of 
medicine,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  surgery,  midwifery,  general 
pathology,  and  medical  jurisprudence.  The  candidate  may  be  admitted 
to  the  first  of  these  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  of  medical 
study;  to  the  second,  at  the  end  of  the  third  year;  and  to  the  third, 
after  he  has  completed  the  fourth  year  of  medical  study.  Candidates 
may  also  be  admitted  to  the  first  two  of  these  examinations  together  at 
the  end  of  the  third  year,  and  to  all  three  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

The  number  of  candidates  for  these  examinations,  and,  consequently, 
for  the  degrees  of  M.B.  and  M.G.,  is  very  few — ^not  more  than  one  or  two 
in  a  year.  This  is  considered  to  be  owing,  in  part  at  least,  to  the 
stringency  of  the  regulations  to  which  they  are  required  to  conform; 
such  as  the  number  of  lectures  (not  less  than  100  on  each  of  the  several 
subjects,  including  chemistry,  materia  medica,  and  pathology)  whi^h 
must  be  attended.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  regulation  which 
requires  the  candidate  to  have  passed  two  years  at  least  of  his  four 
years  of  medical  and  surgical  study  at  one  of  the  British  or  Irish  Uni- 
versities or  Colleges,  would  of  itself,  in  most  instances,  prevent  the 
student  from  resorting  to  St.  Andrews  for  a  degree,  inasmuch  as  only 
one  annus  medicus  can  be  kept  here,  and  that  very  imperiectly ;  and  he 
would  naturally  prefer  to  pass  the  examinations  and  take  his  degree  at 
the  University  in  which  he  had  spent  so  much  time  in  the  study  of  his 
profession. 

These  restrictive  regulations  did  not  originate,  we  believe,  at  St. 
Andrews,  but  were  enjoined  by  the  Universities  Commission. 

On  the  present  occasion  there  was  only  one  candidate.  He  had  not 
been  a  student  at  St  Andraws,  but  at  Edinburgh.  He  ofifered  himself 
for  all  three  examinations  at  the  same  time,  but  was  rejected. 

The  written  examination  of  this  gentleman  on  all  the  subjects  com- 
prised in  the  three  examinations  took  place  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and 
Wednesday,  April  19th,  20th,  and  21st.  His  answers,  which  we  read, 
showed  a  certain  amount  of  knowledge  on  all  the  subjects,  but  not 
sufficient  to  justify  the  University  in  granting  him  a  degree.  Copies  of 
the  questions  are  appended.  His  clinical  examination  had  taken  place  in 
the  Infirmary  at  Edinburgh  on  the  preceding  Saturday. 

His  oral  examination  took  place  on  Thursday  the  22d,  at  the  same 
time  and  by  the  same  examiners  as  that  of  the  practitioners  candidates 
for  the  M.D.  degree.  In  anatomy  he  was  questioned  on  a  partially 
dissected  lower  Ihnb  preserved  in  spirit.  In  materia  medica  specimens 
were  shown ;  but  there  was  no  other  practical  examination,  and  no  means 
of  testing  his  knowledge  of  histology.  This  examination,  therefore, 
although  conducted  with  a  good  deal  of  care,  can  scarcely  be  said  to 
come  up  to  the  modern  requirements  of  a  pass  examination.  Nor  does 
it  appear  that  there  are  at  present  at  St.  Andrews  the  means  for  con- 
ducting such  an  examination  with  efficiency. 

The  pririlege  of  conferring  the  degree  oi  M.D.  on  a  limited  number  of 
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registered  practitioners  is  exercised  as  follows :  ApplicatioDS,  accompanied 
by  testimonials  (of  which  we  saw  several  signed  by  men  of  eminence  in 
the  profession),  are  received  from  sach  practitioners,  above  the  age  of 
forty,  as  desire  to  present  themselves.  Ten  are  selected  by  the  University 
Court,  and  are  directed  to  appear  at  the  examination.  If  any  of  these 
fail  to  attend,  others,  who  stand  next  on  the  list  of  accepted  testimonials, 
are  requested  to  come.  One  or  two  had  thas  been  summoned  by  tele- 
graph only  a  day  or  two  before  the  examination.* 

The  examination  occupied  two  days,  April  21  and  22,  being  writtoi 
on  the  first  day,  and  oral  on  the  second.  We  were  present  on  these  days. 
The  questions  are  appended,  and  will  be  seen  to  be  plain,  simple,  and 
practical.  We  read  over  all  or  nearly  all  the  answers.  Some  showed 
a  fair  amount  of  knowledge,  but  the  greater  number  were  indifferent. 

Tlie  oral  examination  was  conducted  at  four  tables:  by  Professor 
Nicholson  and  Dr.  Balfour  in  the  practice  of  medicine ;  by  Professor 
Heddle  and  Dr.  Littlejohn  in  materia  medica  and  medical  juris- 
prudence; by  Dr.  Thomas  Keith  and  Dr.  Keiller  in  midwifery  and 
diseases  of  children ;  and  by  Dr.  Watson  and  Dr.  Handyside  in  surgery. 
The  candidates  were  about  twenty  minutes  at  each  table,  being  ques- 
tioned by  one,  or,  more  commonly,  by  both  examiners.  At  the  sui^ical 
table,  specimens  of  healthy  bones  and  soft  parts,  preserved  in  spirit,  wo^e 
shown,  and  questions  of  a  simple  kind  were-  asked  upon  the  surgical 
anatomy  of  the  diseases  of  these  parts.  At  the  midwifery  table  the 
pelvis  and  festal  head  and  various  instruments  were  shown,  and  made  the 
basis  of  simple  practical  questions.  At  the  materia  medica  and  medical 
jurisprudence  table  a  few  specimens  were  shown.  At  the  practice  of 
medicine  table  questions  on  diagnosis  and  treatment  were  asked.  No 
morbid  or  microscopical  specimens  .were  shown  or  any  other  practical 
tests  used.  Indeed,  the  character  of  the  examination,  both  written  and 
oral,  was  such  as  to  indicate  that  a  moderate  amount  of  practical 
knowledge  of  their  profession  was  all  that  was  required  or  expected  of 
the  candidates.  This  was  justified  by  the  answers  given,  which  were  of 
no  high  order,  especially  in  surgery  and  in  anatomy.  In  the  subjects 
of  physiology  or  morbid  anatomy  or  morbid  process,  scarcely  any 
questions  were  asked. 

Two  of  the  candidates  were  rejected,  so  that  the  degree  of  M.D.  was 
conferred  upon  eight  only  out  of  the  ten  practitioners  who  presented 
themselves. 

On  the  whole,  we  must  confess  that  the  manner  in  which  the  privil^e 
of  granting  ten  M.D.  degrees  annually  to  practitionere  is  exercised  by 
this  University  does  not  appear  to  us  satisfactory.  We  cannot  think 
that  the  conferring  of  the  highest  degree  in  Medicine  in  consequence  of 
the  candidates  having  presented  testimonials  and  passed  such  an  exami- 
nation as  we  witnessed  can  be  fraught  with  any  real  benefit  to  the 
profession  or  the  public,  or  even  to  those  who  seek  and  obtain  the 
degree.  It  fails  to  afford  any  sufficient  stimulus  to  induce  the  candidates 
to  take  pains  in  making  preparation,  or  in  maintaining  that  higher 
culture  which  such  a  degree  should  indicate.  This  is  the  more  to  be 
regretted,  because  we  cannot  but  feel  that  a  very  beneficial  influence 
might  be  exerted  by  a  judicious  mode  of  exercising  this  privilege,  and 

*  Every  oaodidate  deposito  fifty  guineas  before  the  examinatioii.  '  If  he  fails  to  pasA, 
for^  guineas  are  retnmed  to  him.  Should  he  oome  up  to  be  examined  on  a  snbseqnent 
oooasion,  the  ten  guineas  stand  to  his  credit  The  fees  thns  resalting  are,  ronghly 
stated,  £52,  lOs.

In  the  present  year,  and  the  same  was  the  case  in  1871,  the  sum  is  still  further  reduced 
in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  ttro  candidates  out  of  the  ten. 
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giving  to  practitioners,  who  really  merited  the  diBtinction,  an  opportonity 
of  obtaining  the  Doctorate  of  Medicine  which  they  could  in  no  other  way 
reach,  and  of  connecting  themselves  with  an  institution  of  much  antiqnity 
and  interest.  .  This  end  would  probably  be,  to  some  extent  at  any  rate, 
effected,  if,  instead  of  sending  fdr  ten  practitioners  only  to  come  up,  and 
so  limiting  the  candidates  at  the  examination  to  the  number  of  degrees 
to  be  conferred,  a  larger  number  were  admitted,  and  a  selection  made 
upon  well-defined  grounds  of  professional  distinction,  and  the  possession 
of  such  superior  knowledge  as  may  be  indicated  by  an  examination  of  a 
higher  order. 

The  numbers  who  have  presented  themselves  in  each  of  the  last  five 
years  have  been  as  follows : — 

For  M.B.  and  M.C. 

1871. — One  candidate  for  first  examination  rejected  in  chemistry 
and  materia  medica ;  passed  in  botany  and  anatomy. 

1872. — One  for  second  examination.    Passed. 

1873. — One  for  third  examination.    Passed. 

1874. — One  for  first  examination  remitted  in  anatomy  and  chemistry; 
passed  in  botany  and  materia  medica. 

1875. — One  for  all  three  examinations,  remitted  in  all  subjects.

Case  II. — A  patient,  while  sitting  at  breakfast,  is  seized  with  sudden 
pains  in  the  region  of  the  umbilicus,  accompanied  by  sickness  and  faint- 
ness.

On  examination  (three  days  afterwards)  the  coils  of  small  intestines 
are  recognised  distended  with  flatus,  and  manifesting  peristaltic  action 
through  the  emaciated  abdominal  parietes.

scattered  over  the  abdomen.  What  is  his  disease,  how  long  has  the 
patient  been  probably  ill,  and  what  treatment  would  you  adopt  ? 

Case  II. — ^A  woman,  aged  30,  comes  under  treatment  for  general 
dropsy ;  her  urine  is  scanty,  not  much  altered  in  colour,  highly  albumin- 
ous, and  contains  numerous  tubecasts  of  every  variety.  What  is  the 
organ  affected,  and  what  is  its  pathological  condition? 


(2.)  Reply  of  Extra-Professobial  Examiners  of  XJNiyBRsnT  of 
St.  Andrews  to  Report  of  YisrroRS  deputed  to  the  Medical 
Examinations  of  1875  ;  also  Note  to  the  Senatus. 

To  the  Senate  ofiht  Univereitif  of  St,  Andrews, 

Edinburgh^  December  21,  1875. 

The  extra-professorial  medical  examiners  of  the  University  of  St. 
Andrews  have  had  under  their  consideration  the  report  of  the  visitors 
appointed  by  the  General  Medical  Council  in  regard  to  the  examination 
for  the  degree  of  M.D.  held  at  St.  Andrews  in  April  1875. 

In  that  report  both  the  nature  and  the  quality  of  this  examination  has 
been  severely  called  in  question,  and  the  extra-professorial  examiners, 
therefore,  feel  it  to  be  their  duty  to  submit  to  the  Senatus  a  few  observa- 
tions in  reply  to  the  strictures  of  the  visitors. 

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  being  attainable  from  the  University 
of  St.  Andrews  under  the  two  following  very  different  and  distinct  con- 
ditions,— namely,  jSrst,  according  to  section  18,  page  45,  of  the  Calendar 
for  1875-76,  the  degree  of  M.D.  may  be  coi^emd,  under  conditions 
very  similar  to  those  existing  in  other  Universities,  upon  any  candidate 
who  has  previously  obtained  the  degree  of  M.B.,  the  degree  of  M.B. 
being  itself  obtainable  under  conditions  and  regulations  very  similar  to 
those  under  which  the  like  degree  is  conferred  in  the  University  of 
Edinburgh ;  and  second^  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  according  to 
section  1,  degree  of  M,D,^  page  45  of  the  Calendar  for  1875-76,  may  be 
conferred  by  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  *  on  any  registered  n^edical 
^  practitioner,  above  the  age  of  forty  years,  whose  professional  position  and 
^  experience  are  such  as,  in  the  estimation  of  the  University,  to  entitle  him 
'to  that  degree,  and  who  shall,  on  examination,  satisfy  the  medical 
'  examiners  of  the  sufficiency  of  his  professional  knowledge ;  provided 
'always,  that  degrees  shall  not  be  conferred  under  this  section  on  a 
'  greater  number  than  ten  in  any  one  year,' — ^it  is  obviously  enough,  under 
the  statute,  that  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  is  satisfied  with  the 
status  of  its  graduates  as  persons  who  have  satisfied  the  requirements  of 
its  medical  examiners — ^men  whose  position  in  the  medical  profession, 
and  whose  mature  experience  as  examiners  at  various  other  licensing 
boards,  have  secured  the  confidence  of  the  University.  Accordingly, 
acting  on  the  opinion  and  guided  by  the  advice  of  its  examiners  in 
medicine,  the  University  has  on  several  occasions  restricted  the  number 
of  its  graduates,  notwithstanding  the  excellent  testimonials  by  which  the 
claims  of  these  candidates  were  supported. 

The  examiners  submit  that  while  a  quite  satisfactory  amount  of 
theoretical  knowledge  was  required  from  the  candidates,  the  positive 
assertion  of  the  visitors  that  only  'a  moderate  amount  of  practical 
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*•  knowledge  of  their  profession '  was  reqoired,  is  inaccnrate  and  anjnstifi- 
able.  The  examiners  also  emphatically  repel  the  insinuation  that  the 
^answers  given  were  of  no  high  order,  especiallj  in  surgery  and 
^  anatomy,'  as  one  wholly  at  yarianee  with  the  facts.  They  wonld  simply 
refer  to  the  printed  questions,  which  will  bear  comparison  with  any 
questions  that  proceed  from  any  other  board  in  the  United  Kingdom ; 
whOe  the  written  answers  and  the  thoroughly  testing  oral  examinations 
were  suflScient  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiners  to  justify  the  University 
of  St  Andrews  in  conferring  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  upon  its 
successful  recipients. 

As  to  the  suggestion  of  the  visitors  that  preparations  of  morbid 
anatomy,  microscopic  or  otherwise,  should  be  employed  in  the  course  of 
the  examination,  the  examiners  see  no  objection  to  the  adoption  of  tiie 
suggestion,  and  will  have  much  pleasure  in  making  use  of  such  prepara- 
tions when  provided  for  them ;  at  the  same  time  the  examiner  in  medidne 
is  desirous  of  stating  that,  had  the  visitors  attended  at  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Edinburgh,  on  Saturday,  17th  April,  they  would  have  had  ample  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  the  candidate's  skill  in  histology,  as  well  as  practical 
medicine,  thoroughly  tested. 

The  examiners  have  further  to  observe,  that  the  scheme  for  a  competi- 
tive examination,  suggested  by  the  visitors,  is  in  the  highest  d^ree 
visionary,  and  if  put  in  force  would  practically  result  in  taldng  from  the 
University  of  St  Andrews  the  power  of  granting  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine ;  unless,  indeed,  the  Privy  Council  would  consent  to  open  the 
Doctorate  in  Medicine  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  to  all  over 
twenty-five  years  of  age  who  may  satisfy  the  examiners.  Should  this 
change  be  made,  the  examiners  are  of  opinion  that  various  important 
alterations  in  the  nature  and  method  of  examining  may  be  eanied  out 
with  advantage  both  to  the  profession  and  to  the  University. 

In  regard  to  the  M.B.  examination,  the  solitary  candidate  for  1875  was 
rejected  at  his  final  examination.  As  the  visitors  and  the  examiners  were 
practically  at  one  in  regard  to  the  issue  of  this  examination,  it  appears 
to  the  examiners  that  the  visitors'  remarks  were  quite  uncalled  for.

Note  for  the  Senatus. 

1.  While  your  examiners  have  thus,  in  obedience  to  your  request, 
replied  to  the  direct  censures  and  insinuations  of  the  visitors  upon  what 
they  regard  as  defective  examination  of  candidates  for  your  M.D.  degree, 
your  examiners  beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  degrees 
conferred  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Universily  Act  of 
1858,  and  referred  to  under  section  1,  degree  of  M.D,^  page  45  of  the 
St.  Andrews  Calendar  1875-76,  are  bestowed  under  very  special  and 
stringent  regulations,  and  these  r^ulations  are  fourfold : — 

(a)  Your  degree  can  be  conferred  upon  a  limited  number  only  of  men 
who  must  be  in  possession  already  of  a  registered  qualification. 

{h)  They  must  have  been  for  a  long  period  engi^^ed  in  the  actual 
practice  of  their  profession. 

(c)  They  must  be  men  recognised  in  their  several  spheres  as  prac- 
titioners of  ^  professional  position  and  experience ; '  and 

{d)  They  ^  shall  on  examination  satisfy  the  medical  examiners  of  the 
sufficiency  of  their  professional  knowledge.' 
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The  examination  in  qnestion,  accordingly,  is  conducted  not  with  a 
view  to  the  admission  of  candidates  to  the  practice  of  their  profession, 
but  of  conferring  upon  them,  after  ^sufficient'  examination,  the  highest 
honours  of  that  profession. 

2.  Your  examiners  beg  respectfully  to  submit,  that  in  this  examina- 
tion all  these  requirements  haye  been  incontestably  complied  with. 

3.  Your  examiners,  moreover,  consider  that,  so  long  as  the  regula- 
tions laid  down  by  Act  of  Parliament  are  faithfully  complied  with,  the 
General  Medical  Council  cannot  legitimately  make  this  examination 
— ^which  does  not  admit  a  candidate  to  the  register — ^the  subject  of  their 
visitation.

(3.)  Reply  of  University  of  St.  Andrews  to  Report  of  VisrroRs 
deputed  to  the  Medical  Examination  of  1875. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Medical  Council,  the  Senatus  of 
the  University  of  St.  Andrews  begs  to  submit  the  following  reply  to  the 
report  laid  before  the  Council  by  its  visitors  on  the  medical  examinations 
of  the  University : — 

The  degree  of  M.D.  is  conferred  by  the  University  of  St.  Andrevro  upon 
two  classes  of  candidates  and  under  wholly  different  conditions.  In  the 
one  class,  the  degree  is  given  to  ordinary  candidates,  who  have  passed 
through  the  necessary  curriculum  of  four  years,  under  regulations 
substantially  similar  to  those  in  force  in  the  Universities  of  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow,  and  Aberdeen. 

In  the  other  class,  the  degree  is  given  to  individuals  who  are  over  forty 
years  of  age  and  who  are  already  registered  practitioners  of  medicine ;  and 
the  regulations  under  which  this  is  effected  are  of  a  special  nature.  The 
present  reply  may  be  restricted  entirely  to  the  second  class,  as  it  is  to  that 
only  that  the  report  of  the  visitors  applies. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  laid  down  by  the  Ordinances  of  the 
University  Commissioners  for  the  admission  of  the  second  class  of 
candidates  to  the  d^ree  of  M.D. : — 

^  The  d^ree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  may  be  conferred  by  the  University 
*•  of  St.  Andrews  on  any  registered  medical  practitioner,  above  the  age  of 
^  forty  years,  whose  professional  position  and  experience  are  such  as,  in  the 
*  estimation  of  the  University,  to  entitle  him  to  that  degree,  and  who  shall, 
*•  on  examination,  satisfy  the  medical  examiners  of  the  sufficiency  of  his 
^professional knowledge;  provided  always,  that  degrees  shall  not  be  con- 
^  ferred  under  this  section  on  a  greater  number  than  ten  in  any  one  year.' 

1.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  these  regulations  were  laid  down  by  the 
University  Commissioners  of  1858,  and  that  the  University  has  of  itself 
no  power  to  alter  them. 

2.  The  degree  in  question  is  given  under  special  circumstances,  and 
stands  alone  as  to  the  extent  of  the  privileges  which  it  confers.  It  is 
therefore  to  be  judged  by  special  rules.  This  may  be  more  particularly 
shown  by  the  following  considerations : — 

(a)  The  candidate  for  the  degree  must  be  already  a  registered  medical 
practitioner.  The  d^ree  of  M.D.  obtained  in  this  way  does  not,  there- 
fore, admit  the  candidate  to  the  medical  register,  on  which  he  has  been 
ahready  enrolled.    In  view  of  this  fact,  it  might  with  propriety  be  urged 
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that  the  degree  shoald  be  placed  in  the  same  category  as  the  fellowships 
of  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  which  have  hitherto  been 
exempted  from  visitation.  It  may,  at  any  rate,  be  nrged  that  the  dream- 
stance  is  of  itself  so  far  special  as  to  render  it  only  reasonable  that  the 
degree  shoald  not  be  jadged  in  the  same  manner  as  tiie  MJ).  obtained 
nnder  ordinary  circnmstances. 

(b)  Candidates  for  the  degree  mast  be  over  forty  years  of  age.  This 
r^alation  has  been  fonnd  to  have  the  effect  of  restricting  the  d^ree  to 
candidates  who  ha?e,  on  the  one  hand,  an  extensive  knowledge  of  the  more 
practical  subjects  of  their  profession,  such  as  practice  of  physic,  surg^y, 
midwifery,  etc. ;  whilst,  on  the  other  hand,  Uiey  cannot  be  expected  to 
possess  the  same  knowledge  of  the  minutiae  of  subjects,  such  as  anatomy, 
chemistry,  and  physiology,  which  may  reasonably  be  asked  from  candidates 
just  fresh  from  tbe  schools.  It  would  not  be  fair,  nor  expedient,  that 
candidates  over  forty  years  of  age,  who  have  been  for  many  years  engaged 
in  active  practice,  should  be  tested  by  an  examination  precisely  simQar  to 
one  which  would  be  suitable  and  proper  for  a  candidate  who  has  just 
completed  his  curriculum  of  study.  This  undeniable  fact  was  recognised 
by  the  Commissioners  in  framing  the  regulations  for  the  examination. 

(e)  By  the  regulations  of  the  Commissioners,  candidates  must  not  only 
satisfy  the  examiners  of  their  medical  knowledge,  but,  as  an  essential  pre- 
liminary to  their  admission  to  the  examination,  they  must  produce  satis- 
factory testimonials  as  to  the  professional  position  they  occupy,  and  the 
amount  of  professional  experience  they  possess.  The  effect  of  this 
regulation  has  been  to  confine  the  candidature  for  the  degree  ahnost 
wholly  to  men  who  have  been  for  many  years  actually  engaged  in  medical 
practice. 

8.  The  Senatus  Academicus  has  endeavoured  on  all  occasions  to 
carry  out  faithfully  the  regulations  laid  down  by  the  Commissioners,  due 
regard  being  always  had  to  those  special  circumstances  attending  the 
degree  which  have  been  indicated  above,  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Senatus,  necessitate  an  examination  special  in  its  character. 

The  Senatus  is  in  possession  of  documents  in  which  the  non-professorial 
examiners  in  medicine  have  defended  themselves,  and  controverted  the 
remarks  made  by  the  visitors  upon  the  mode  in  which  the  examination 
was  conducted  in  April  1875.  The  Senatus,  however,  does  not  deem  it 
necessary  at  present  to  lay  these  documents  before  the  CounciL 

4.  The  Senatus  is  of  opinion  that  the  character  of  the  examination 
cannot  be  materially  altered,  so  long  as  the  present  regulations  for  the 
admission  of  candidates  remain  in  force.  In  adopting  this  view,  the 
Senatus  is  supported  by  the  unanimous  opinion  of  its  non-professorial 
examiners  in  medicine.  In  this  connection,  it  may  be  added  that  the  Univer- 
sity Court,  with  whom  this  matter  rests,  has  in  every  instance  appointed 
to  the  post  of  examiners  in  medicine  men  of  the  highest  ability  as  teachers 
and  medical  practitioners,  whose  names  are  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  the 
thoroughness  of  the  examination  conducted  by  them.  The  Senatus  may 
also  be  permitted  to  refer,  with  pride,  to  tiie  many  eminent  medical 
practitioners  who  hold  its  degrees  as  a  proof  that  the  system  at  present 
in  force  has  not  worked  iajuriously  to  the  best  interests  of  the  profession. 
At  the  same  time,  the  Senatus  is  not  prepared  to  assert  that  the  present 
system  of  examination  is  one  perfect  either  in  its  principles  or  results ; 
and  it  would  be  willing  to  consider  any  modifications  of  this  system  which 
might  be  suggested  by  the  Council,  provided  corresponding  modifications 
could  be  secured  in  the  existing  regulations  for  the  admission  of  candidates. 
The  Senatus  is  of  opinion  that  the  recommendation  of  the  visitors  of  the 
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Coancil  as  to  making  the  degree  a  competitiye  one  cannot  be  beneficially 
adopted  so  long  as  the  present  restrictions  as  to  the  number  of  candidates 
remain  in  force.  This  recommendation,  howerer,  would  be  favonrablj 
considered,  and,  if  adopted,  the  examination  conld  be  approximated  to 
that  DOW  in  force  for  the  ordinary  degree  of  M.D.^  provided  the  Conncil 
were  to  assist  the  Unirersity  in  obtaining  the  following  changes : — 

(1)  The  age  of  admission  to  be  reduced  from  over  forty  to  over  twenty- 
six  years,  this  being  the  age  fixed  for  the  admission  of  candidates  to  the 
fellowship  of  the  College  of  Physicians  in  London. 

(2)  The  Uniyersity  to  have  the  power  of  conferring  a  larger  number 
of  degrees  under  the  section  in  each  year  than  ten, — ^the  number  fixed  by 
the  existing  regulations.

(4.)  Repobt  of  the  ComaTrBB  of  the  General  Medical  Council  on 
the  Visitation  of  Examinations  made  in  1873-75,  and  on  the  Remarks 
of  the  Licensing  Bodies  on  the  Reports  of  the  Visitors. 

After  recapitulating  the  leading  points  in  the  report  of  the  visitors, 
the  committee  reports  as  follows : — 

'  The  Senatus  of  St.  Andrews,  while  not  prepared  to  assert  that  the 
present  system  of  examination  is  one  perfect  either  in  its  principles  or 
its  results,  is  of  opinion  that  the  character  of  the  examination  cannot  be 
materially  altered  so  long  as  the  present  regulations  for  the  admission  of 
candidates  remain  in  force.  They  feel  that  it  would  not  be  fair  or 
expedient  that  candidates  over  forty  years  of  age  should  be  tested  by  an 
examination  precisely  simUar  to  one  which  would  be  suitable  for  a  can- 
didate who  has  just  completed  his  curriculum  of  study.  In  this  the 
committee  entirely  agree.  They  suggest,  however,  that  the  test  should 
be  adapted  to  the  age  of  the  candidate,  that  the  degree  should  be  an 
evidence  of  sound  and  superior  knowledge,  if  not  of  talent,  in  those  who 
possess  it,  and  agree  with  the  visitors  that  a  very  beneficial  influence 
might  be  exerted  by  a  judicious  mode  of  exercising  this  privilege.' 

*'  The  committee,  however,  forbears  to  enter  further  upon  the  question, 
forasmuch  as  the  degree,  being  conferred  upon  those  only  who  are  already 
registered,  comes  under  the  category  of  honour  titles  rather  than  of 
qualifications  to  practise.' 


(II.)  Statehent  by  Teachers  of  Anatomy  as  to  the  Minimum  Time 

to  be  devoted  to  the  Study  of  Anatomy. 

We,  the  undersigned  teachers  of  Anatomy  in  the  Universities  and  Medical 
Schools,  having  taken  into  consideration  that  part  of  the  Report  (Pro- 
fessional Education,  1869)  of  the  conunittee  of  the  Oeneral  Medical 
Council  which  especially  b^urs  on  the  teaching  of  Anatomy,  beg  to  sub- 
mit to  the  committee  and  to  the  General  Medical  Councfl  the  following 
observations : —  . 

1.  We  approve  of  that  part  of  the  reffert  which  recommends  that  a 
student  should  attend  the  lectures  on  Anatomy  during  his  first  and  second 
winter  sessions. 

2o 
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2.  We  approve  of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  that  anatomj 
— by  which  we  presume  practical  anatomy  is  intended — should  be  studied 
for  eighteen  montlis ;  but  we  fail  to  see  how  this  can  be  accomplished, 
unless  the  student,  in  addition  to  the  time  recommended  to  be  devoted  to 
this  subject  during  his  first  and  second  winter  sessions  of  six  months 
each,  is  required  to  devote  an  additional  six  months  during  his  third 
winter,  or,  as  is  possible  in  some  schools,  to  dissect  during  his  first  and 
second  summer  sessions.  We  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  the  com- 
mittee should  so  modify  their  report  as  to  make  it  clear  that  they  do 
not  recommend  the  study  of  anatomy  by  dissection  to  cease  before  the 
end  of  the  third  winter,  unless  the  student  has  attended  practical  anatomy 
during  the  first  and  second  summer  sessions. 

3.  We  desire  to  point  out  that  if  the  final  examination  in  anatomy  is 
to  take  place,  as  recommended  in  the  report,  at  the  end  of  the  second 
winter  session,  the  study  of  anatomy  w^  with  the  great  majority,  be 
then  virtually  laid  aside.  Keeping  in  view  the  importance  of  a  practical 
acquaintance  with  the  structure  of  the  human  body  to  the  medical  prac- 
titioner, and  the  fact  that  it  is  but  rarely  he  can  improve  himself  in  this 
branch  of  professional  knowledge  after  he  has  once  entered  on  practice, 
we  think  that  it  would  be  a  grave  error  to  encourage  the  view  that  dis- 
section should  be  discontinued  before  the  end  of  the  third  winter  session. 
In  the  event  of  the  Council  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  an  examination 
in  anatomy  should  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  second  winter  session,  we 
venture  to  suggest  that  a  further  examination  on  the  dissected  body 
should  take  place  before  the  licence  to  practise  is  conferred.  This  could 
be  done  either  at  the  end  of  the  third  winter  session  or  at  the  time  of 
final  examination  for  the  licence,  as  might  be  found  most  convenient.  In 
the  system  of  medical  education  adopted  on  the  Continent,  the  importance 
of  keeping  up  the  study  of  practical  anatomy  during  the  entire  curriculum 
is  thoroughly  recognised.  In  the  appendix  to  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Medical  Education  in  France,  we  find  it  stated  that  the  student  is 
called  upon  to  dissect  during  four  winter  sessions,  and  his  knowledge  of 
practical  anatomy  is  tested  at  the  final  examination  for  the  degree.  In 
Germany  also,  at  the  Stoat's  Examen^  which  is  held  after  the  candidate 
has  obtained  his  medical  degree,  he  has  to  submit  himself  to  a  practical 
examination  in  anatomy.  We  cannot  but  think  that  if  the  examination 
in  anatomy,  one  year  and  a  half  after  the  commencement  of  professional 
study,  should  be  the  only  means  employed  to  test  a  candidate's  knowledge 
of  that  subject,  the  student  will  be  encouraged  to  regard  it  as  a  subject 
of  minor  importance,  as  one  which  may  be  put  aside  as  soon  as  the 
examination  has  been  passed. 

4.  We  venture  to  differ,  in  so  far  as  dissection  is  concerned,  from  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  by  which  ^a  distinct  separation  is 
'  made  between  the  preparatory  and  practical  subjects'  (p.  xiv.),  anatomy 
being  classed  exclusively  with  the  former.  We  believe  that  a  student 
may,  with  great  advantage,  pursue  his  studies  in  practical  anatomy  along 
with  his  hospital  work.  The  extent  and  mann^  in  which  his  knowledge 
of  anatomy  bears  on  the  practice  of  his  profession,  in  the  treatment  of 
disease  and  of  injury,  can  be  best  appreciated  after  the  studoit  has 
acquired  some  experience  in  hospital  practice.  We  are  of  opinion,  there- 
fore, that  the  simultaneous  pursuit  of  hospital  study  and  practical 
anatomy  are  not  incompatible,  and  that  their  association,  during  the 
period  of  study,  would  lead  to  the  acquisition  of  a  sounder  and  more 
enduring  professional  knowledge

in. — Reply  to  Obsebyations  by  the  Aberdeen  UinyBBsrrT  Ooubt  on 
the  Petition  of  the  Senatos  Academicas  of  the  Unirersity  of  Edin- 
burgh to  Her  Majesty  in  Council,  of  date  November  1874,  agiunst 
the  Approval  of  certain  parts  of  the  Alteration,  of  date  29th  September 
1874^  proposed  by  the  Aberdeen  University  Court  to  be  made  on 
the  Ordinance  of  the  Scottish  Universities  Commissioners,  1858,  No. 
16,  Aberdeen  No.  6,  r^ulating  Graduation  in  Medicine  in  the 
University  of  Aberdeen.* 

1.  The  first  point  in  the  observations  of  the  Aberdeen  University  Court 
which  the  Edinburgh  University  Court  desire  to  notice  relates  to  the 
proposal  that  Greek  should  in  future  be  an  optional  subject  for  the  higher 
degree  in  Medicine,  it  being  proposed  that  candidates  for  that  d^ree 
should  be  allowed  to  substitute  for  it  either  French  or  German. 

It  appears  to  the  Edinburgh  Court  that  the  Aberdeen  Court  hsTC  here 
lost  sight  of  the  distinction  which  the  Scottish  Universities  Commissioners 
desired  to  establish  between  the  lower  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine 
and  the  higher  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  The  views  of  the  Com- 
missioners will  be  found  at  p.  xxziii.  of  their  Report.  They  attached  to 
the  lower  degree  alone  all  merely  professional  requirements,  and  all  pre- 
liminary study  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  profession  of  medicine, 
including  French  or  German.  They  thought  that  the  higher  degree  of 
Doctor  should  not  indicate  higher  professional,  but  higher  academic 
attainments ;  and  in  no  way  could  this  be  secured  so  thoroughly  as  by 
requiring  evidence  that  candidates  had  studied  at  school  or  college  such 
a  subject  as  Greek. 

The  Edinburgh  University  Court  desire  to  see  this  kind  of  distinction 
between  the  higher  and  lower  degrees  in  Medicine  maintained.  They 
consider  that,  however  desirable  it  may  be  for  a  physician  to  know  both 
French  and  German,  either  of  those  languages  which  a  graduate  had  not 
brought  up  for  his  preliminary  examination  might,  and  in  very  many  cases 
would,  be  acquired  by  him  after  r-graduation,  to  the  extent  necessary  for 
following  the  progress  of  medical  science  in  France  or  Germany.  Greek, 
they  think,  stands  on  a  completely  different  footing.  A  knowledge  of  it 
is  an  evidence  of  early  culture  such  as  influences  the  whole  mind.  Greek 
is  not  likely  to  be  added  on  as  a  supplement  to  the  professional  acquire- 
ments necessary  for  graduation.  If  acquired  at  this  late  period,  it  would 
lose  half  its  value,  but  it  is  not  likely  to  be  so  acquired.  And  yet  Greek 
would  seem  to  be  useful,  even  from  a  professional  point  of  view,  to  the 
physician.  For  how,  vrithout  knowing  any  Greek,  can  he  intelligently 
employ  the  terms  of  medical  science,  which,  from  first  to  last,  are  almost 
universally  compounded  of  Greek  words  ?  The  argument,  indeed,  of  the 
Aberdeen  University  Court  indicates  a  rather  low  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  Greek  to  be  required  of  candidates  for  the  M.D.  degree.  At  Edin- 
burgh something  more  than  an  *•  elementary  knowledge  of  Greek '  is 
looked  for  from  those  candidates,  of  whom  not  less  than  one  in  every  five 

*  The  obflerrations  by  the  Aberdeen  UniTorsity  Couri  to  which  this  doonment  is  a 
reply  were  not  laid  before  the  Commissioners.  The  subject  is  referred  to  in  the  evidence 
of  Mr.  John  Webster,  of  the  Aberdeen  UniTersity  Court  (Eridenoe,  Part  L  p.  428). 
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has  been  rejected  for  insafficieDt  knowledge  of  Greek  during  the  last 
three  years:  A  difiFerence  of  standard  in  this  respect  between  the  two 
Uniyersities  may  hare  something  to  do  with  the  fact  that  the  proportion 
of  M.D.  degrees  to  those  of  B.M.  conferred  in  1873  and  1874,  was  in  the 
XJnirersity  of  Aberdeen  44^  per  cent,  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
only  29  per  cent. 

In  making  these  remarks,  the  Edinburgh  Court  wish  fully  to  acknow- 
ledge the  high  reputation  for  scholarly  teaching  borne  by  the  Arts  Faculty 
of  the  IJniyersity  of  Aberdeen.  It  could  never  be  supposed  that  Aberdeen 
students  in  Arts  ^  would  find  Greek  a  peculiarly  difficult  subject.'  The 
question,  however,  is  about  candidates  for  medical  degrees,  the  great 
majority  of  whom  in  Aberdeen,  as  in  Edinburgh,  have  neither  been 
graduates  nor  students  in  the  Arts  Faculty  of  their  University,  but  have 
come  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  and  the  colonies,  and  a  large  number 
of  whom,  in  particular,  come  from  the  medical  schools  of  London  and 
elsewhere  to  complete  their  medical  education  and  to  graduate. 

The  example  has  been  quoted  of  the  University  of  London  as  not 
requiring  Greek  from  candidates  for  the  M.P.  degree.  Perhaps,  how- 
ever, this  example  would  never  have  existed  had  other  Universities  had 
an  opportunity  of  objecting  before  an  independent  tribunal. 

In  the  present  case  the  University  Court  of  Edinburgh  think  that  the 
character  of  the  M.D.  degrees  conferred  by  the  University  of  Aberbeen 
wUl  be  lowered  if  Greek  is  no  longer  made  a  qualification  for  them,  and 
the  Court  object  accordingly  to  this  innovation. 

2.  The  proposal  that  candidates  for  the  lower  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Medicine  and  Master  of  Snrgery  should  be  examined  in  clinical  surgery 
at  the  end  of  their  third  instead  of  their  fourth  year  appears  to  the  Edin- 
burgh Court  altogether  wrong  in  principle.  If  a  candidate  should  be 
allowed  to  pass  in  clinical  surgery  at  the  end  of  his  third  year,  no  reason 
can  well  be  given  why  he  should  not  receive  his  surgical  degree  then. 
But  while  a  knowledge  of  surgery  is  necessary  for  a  physician,  a  know- 
ledge of  medicine  is  equally  essential  to  a  surgeon.  No  candidate  could 
form  a  correct  diagnosis  of  a  surgical  case  of  any  intricacy,  unless  he 
were  at  the  same  time  competent  to  form  one  on  a  medical  case ;  for  how 
otherwise  could  he  form  an  opinion  as  to  whether  such  a  case  was 
surgical  or  medical,  or  between  one  purely  surgical  and  one  complicated 
with  medical  complaints,  and  on  that  account  calling  for  different  treat- 
ment ?  The  Edinburgh  University  Court  take  a  view  so  entirely  different 
from  the  Aberdeen  University  Court  on  this  point,  that  several  years  ago 
they  obtained  the  approval  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council  to  an  alteration  of 
one  of  the  Ordinances  regulating  graduation  in  medicine  at  Edinburgh, 
whereby  the  examination  in  systematic  surgery  was  placed,  like  clinical 
surgery,  among  the  final  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 
This  is  the  exact  reverse  of  the  change  proposed  in  Aberdeen.  The 
alteration  was  communicated  to  all  the  other  Scottish  Universities,  and  met 
with  no  objection.   Experience  has  confirmed  the  propriety  of  the  change. 

The  Edinburgh  Court  regret  that  they  cannot  look  upon  the  alteration 
proposed  by  the  University  of  Aberdeen  as  a  matter  of  mere  local  con- 
venience; and  they  must  protest  against  the  University  of  Aberdeen 
being  permitted  to  examine  its  graduates  in  clinical  surgery  before  they 
have  studied,  and  are  prepared  to  pass,  in  medicine,  as  having  a  du'ect 
tendency  to  lower  the  value  of  Scottish  degrees.  The  inconvenience 
which  the  proposed  innovation  is  intended  to  remedy,  arises  no  doubt 
from  the  arrangements  by  which,  at  Aberdeen,  medical  graduation  takes 
place  at  the  same  time  as  graduation  in  Arts,  about  a  month  after  the 
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close  of  the  winter  sessioD,  instead  of,  as  in  Edinburgh,  three  months 
later.  The  Unirersitj  of  Aberdeen  is  not  tied  down  bj  the  Ordinance  to 
a  fixed  day  for  graduation,  and  consequently  has  the  proper  remedy  in 
its  own  hands. 

8.  With  regard  to  the  proposal  that  it  should  be  left  to  the  Aber- 
deen Uni?ersity  to  adjust  its  teaching  of  materia  medica  to  the  proposed 
separation  of  the  examination  on  that  subject  into  two  divisions,  one  on 
therapeutics  and  the  other  on  pharmacy,  the  Edinburgh  Court  most 
point  out  that  the  proposal  inrolres  an  alteration  of  another  section  of 
Ordinance  No.  16.  Section  viL  (1)  of  that  Ordinance  requires  can- 
didates for  graduation  to  show  that  they  have  attended  materia  medica 
and  pharmacy  during  a  course  including  not  less  than  one  hundred 
lectures.  The  other  UniTersities  of  Scotland  have  a  serious  interest  in 
knowing  how  the  Uniyersity  of  Aberdeen  proposes  to  modify  the  course, 
which  cannot  legally  be  accomplished  without  the  sanction  of  Her 
Majesty  in  Council.  In  point  of  fact,  the  XJnlTersity  of  Aberdeen  has 
essentially  altered  that  course  in  a  way  which  the  Edinburgh  University 
Court  think  could  not  be  legally  done  without  such  sanction. 

The  Ordinances  r^ulating  graduation  in  medicine  at  Edinburgh, 
Glasgow,  and  Aberdeen  agree  in  requiring  four  years  of  medical  and 
surgical  study.  One  of  these  years  must  be  taken  in  the  Uniyersity 
which  grants  the  degree,  and  a  second  in  any  University  entitled  to  grant 
medical  degrees.  During  each  year  of  medical  and  suigical  study,  the 
minimum  Medical  Session  (annus  medicus)  is  declared  to  be  constituted 
by  attendance  on  two  courses  of  at  least  one  hundred  lectures  each,  or 
on  one  such  course  and  two  courses  of  fifty  lectures  each.  The  object  of 
this  alternative  was  to  encourage  students  in  the  Universities  to  add  in 
each  year  the  summer  session  of  three  months  to  the  winter  session  of  five 
months  (formerly  six  months),  so  as  not  to  crowd  their  studies  too  much 
into  the  winter  session.  Tlie  Scottish  Universities  Commissioners,  in 
permitting  this  alternative,  merely  continued  the  previous  rule  of  the 
Universities.  Courses  of  one  hundred  lectures  could,  at  the  time  of  the 
passing  of  the  Commissioners'  Ordinances,  be  got  only  in  the  long  winter 
sessions, — then  called  *  six  months'  courses,' — ^the  object  being  to  secure 
University  attendance  every  year  for  the  winter  session  at  least  The 
Commissioners  altered  the  designation  to  ^  courses  of  at  least  one  hundred 
*  lectures,'  in  order  to  exclude  short  courses  of  lectures  delivered  in  other 
schools  twice  or  thrice  a  week  during  the  winter  six  months'  session. 
But  they  never  intended  that  for  the  long  winter  session  a  short  summer 
session  of  three  months  should  be  substituted  to  constitute  an  Anmu 
MkUcut.  Nevertheless,  this  is  what  the  University  of  Aberde^  has  done 
without  the  sanction  of  Her  Majesty  in  Council  The  subject  of  materia 
medica,  instead  of  being  taught  as  formerly  in  the  long  winter  session,  is 
now  taught  in  the  three  summer  months  only,  pharmacy  and  therapeutics 
being  taught  separately  at  different  hours,  so  as  to  make  up  together 
one  hundred  lectures,  the  professor  lecturing  twice  a  day  several  times  a 
week;  and  the  student,  by  attending  at  the  same  time  two  ordinary 
summer  courses  of  three  months  each — say  botany  and  natural  history 
— is  held  by  the  University  of  Aberdeen  to  make  out  in  these  three 
months  an  Annus  Medicus,  and  consequently  a  year  of  medical  study. 
The  next  winter  he  makes  out  another  ^nnu^  Medicus  in  the  r^ular  way ; 
and  thus  in  one  summer  and  one  winter  session,  which  may  be  attended 
within  twelve  months,  he  is  held  entitled  to  reckon  the  two  years  of 
medical  study  at  a  University  required  by  the  Ordinance.  The  Com- 
missioners clearly  intended  candidates  for  graduation  in  medicine  in  the 
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Scottish  XJniTersities  to  have  attended  at  a  University  one-half  of  the 
minimnm  conrse  of  four  years  of  stady ;  bat  the  TJniyersity  of  Aberdeen 
now  accepts  them  with  little  more  than  a  quarter  of  that  conrse  at  a 
University.  Thus  one  of  the  chief  objects  aimed  at  by  the  Scottish 
TJniyersities  Commissioners,  viz.  a  period  of  band  Jide  TJniyersity  stndy 
amounting  to  at  least  two  complete  sessions,  is  frustrated  by  the  action 
of  the  University  of  Aberdeen. 

The  Edinburgh  University  Court  regret  that  the  Universities  (Scot- 
land) Act,  1858,  does  not  provide  any  way  by  which  they  could  bring 
this  matter  directly,  by  complaint  or  otherwise,  under  the  notice  of  Her 
Majesty  in  Council.  Nor  have  they  been  able,  owing  to  the  matter  only 
recently  having  come  under  their  notice,  to  ascertain,  before  preparing 
this  statement,  whether  the  practice  is  approved  of,  or  known  to,  the 
Aberdeen  University  Court.  But  it  has  been  upheld  as  legal  by  the 
Aberdeen  Faculty  of  Medicine  in  correspondence  with  the  Edinburgh 
Faculty  of  Medicine;  and  it  has  been  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Aberdeen  University  Oeneral  Council  Perhaps  if  the  view  taken 
by  the  Edinburgh  University  Court  on  this  matter  is  concurred  in  by 
Her  Majesty's  most  Honourable  Privy  Council,  an  expression  of  opinion 
by  them  might  put  an  end  to  the  irregularity  pointed  out. 

The  Edinburgh  Court  think  that,  looking  to  the  state  of  matters  they 

have  described,  they  are  fully  justified  in  urging  that  the  whole  scheme 

for  the  reorganization  of  the  teaching  of  the  subject  of  materia  medica 

should  be  fully  shown  in  the  proposed  alteration  of  the  Ordinance  No.  16.

III.— DOCUMENTS  RELATING  TO  PROPOSED  CON- 
NECTION  BETWEEN  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
ST.  ANDREWS  AND  DUNDEE. 

I. — Suggestions  for  Lectures  in  Dundee  by  St.  Andrews 

Professors. 

It  has  long  been  felt  by  many  to  be  very  desirable  that  the  educational 
resources  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  should  be  brought  to  bear 
more  closely  on  the  population  of  Dundee.  Of  late  the  need  and  the  de- 
sire of  that  higher  education  which  Universities  alone  adequately  supply 
have  widely  spread,  and  that  desire  is  felt  by  many  persons  who  have 
neither  the  means  nor  the  leisure  necessary  for  taking  a  regular  University 
course. 

Since  such  persons  cannot  go  to  the  University,  the  question  occurs 
whether  the  University  cannot  go  to  them.  In  England  this  feeling  has 
found  expression  in  some  of  the  ablest  of  the  Cambridge  Fellows  going  to 
the  large  towns,  especially  in  the  northern  counties,  and  lecturing  to  the 
mechanics  and  other  working  men,  teaching  them  in  night  classes,  and 
examining  them  ;  and  this  with  satisfactory  results. 

It  has  expressed  itself  still  more  decidedly  in  the  foundation,  by  Durham 
University,  of  a  regular  college  for  the  teaching  of  physical  science  in 
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Newcastle-apon-Tyne.  This  college  has  just  been  opened,  with  a  pro- 
fessorship of  each  of  the  following  branches  of  science : — 1.  Pure  and 
Applied  Mathematics ;  2.  Chemistrj ;  3.  Experimental  Philosophy  ;  4. 
Geology,  Mineralogy,  and  Biology.  Of  these  professorships,  Durham 
University  has  endowed  two  from  its  own  resources.  The  other  two  are 
maintained  by  the  annnal  interest  of  a  snm  of  money  which  has  been 
already  sabscribed  by  the  inhabitants  of  Newcastle. 

The  fonds  at  the  conmiand  of  St  Andrews  University  would  not  enable 
it  to  make  any  such  munificent  contribution  as  Durham  Uniyersity  has 
done.  But  it  has  occurred  to  some,  who  approve  of  such  a  scheme,  that 
if  8t.  Andrews  would  contribute  the  s^vices  of  (say)  two  of  its  professors, 
Dundee  might  perhaps  furnish  the  means  of  in  some  measure  remunerating 
their  services,  and  also  of  founding  one  or  two  professorships  in  addition. 

The  branches  which  would  seem  at  present  to  bear  most  directly  on  the 
peculiar  needs  of  Dundee  might  perhaps  be : — 1.  Chemistry ;  2.  Pure  and 
Applied  Mathematics ;  3.  Engineering;  and  4.  Technology,  or  the  impli- 
cation of  science  to  industrial  and  manufacturing  purposes.  Afterwards, 
and  when  the  benefits  of  knowledge  were  more  fully  experienced  and 
appreciated,  an  enlargement  of  the  course  might  be  made,  and  literary 
and  other  instruction  included  in  it. 

It  would  probably  be  advisable,  at  firsts  that  most  of  the  lectures  should 
be  delivered  in  the  evening.  Besides  lectures,  there  would  be  r^ular 
practical  teaching  on  the  several  subjects,  accompanied  by  r^nlar 
examinations. 

The  course  of  study  would  probably  last  for  two  years.  At  the  end  of 
each  year  there  would  be  examinations,  conducted  mainly  by  examiners 
from  St.  Andrews  or  the  other  Universities;  and  at  the  dose  of  the 
second  year,  those  who  succeeded  in  passing  the  final  examination  might 
receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Associate  of  Science  from  the  University 
of  St.  Andrews. 

It  is  unnecessary  at  present  to  go  into  further  details.  The  above  out- 
line has  been  sketched,  not  to  lay  down  or  fix  what  must  be  subject  of 
future  deliberation,  but  only  to  enable  those  to  whom  the  scheme  is  sub- 
mitted to  form  some  idea  of  what  is  proposed. 

Before  anything  can  be  done,  it  is  desired  to  lay  the  proposal  before 
some  of  the  influential  citizens  of  Dundee  and  its  neighbourhood,  with  a 
view  to  ascertain  how  far  such  a  proposal  would  meet  their  approval,  and 
how  far  they  believe  that  the  inhabitants  of  Dundee  would  join  in  pro- 
moting it. 

Those  who  have  drawn  up  this  scheme  have  done  so  entirely  on  their 
own  responsibility.  As  it  has  never  been  formally  submitted  to  the 
Senatus,  or  any  of  the  governing  bodies,  of  the  University  of  St 
Andrews,  they  are  not  entitled  to  speak  for  these ;  but  they  entertain  no 
doubt  that,  if  the  citizens  of  Dundee  approve  and  practically  promote  the 
proposal,  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  will  give  it  a  hearty  support. 

II. — Pbopobbd  Scheme  for  establishing  a  Gollbob  in  Dundee  in  connec- 
tion with  the  UiavEBsrrr  of  St.  Andbewb. 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Provost^  Magistrates^  and  Town  Council  of  Dundee^  held 

on  M  December  1874, — 

THE  PBOPOSED  COLLEOE  FOR  DUNDEE. 

The  Provost, — I  have  an  important  communication  to  make,  to  which 
I  desire  the  meeting  to  pay  the  greatest  attention.      It  is  from  Dr.  J.  B. 
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Baxter ;  the  letter  which  accompanies  this  documeut  gives  all  the  explana- 
tion which  is  necessary  for  the  Cooncil.  The  proposal  is  a  very  large  one, 
bat  with  many  its  very  greatness  will  be  its  chief  recommendation ;  and 
doabtless  the  Directors  of  the  Albert  Institute  have  weighed  carefully  all 
the  circumstances  in  the  near  or  distant  future.  They  do  not  propose  to 
establish  a  UniFersity  having  the  power  to  grant  degrees  in  Arts  or 
Science.  What  they  have  in  view  is  to  found  a  college,  in  which  a  few 
chairs  shall  be  endowed  at  first,  and  as  years  go  on  other  chairs  will  be 
added,  to  be  occupied  by  eminent  professors ;  and  the  design  is  to  have 
this  college  affiliated  to  a  neighbouring  University  of  ancient  and  vener- 
able repute.  As  the  project  is  one  which  affects  the  community  at  large, 
the  Directors  of  the  Albert  Institute  believe  that  the  best  mode  of  setting 
it  before  the  public  is  to  submit  it  to  the  Town  Council,  in  the  hope  that 
it  will  receive  an  attentive  consideration ;  and  the  suggestion  is  made  that 
possibly  a  public  meeting,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Council,  may  be  called 
at  an  early  date.  I  am  sure  that  every  one  who  desires  to  see  the  material 
prosperity  of  Dundee  accompanied  by  the  growth  of  what  as  far  transcends 
wealth  in  value  as  the  mind  and  spirit  of  man  are  above  the  body,  will  hail 
any  well-devised  measure  for  elevating  the  tone  and  character  of  our 
citizens.  I  trust  that  many  of  us  shall  live  to  see  a  part  if  not  the  whole 
of  this  sketch  filled  up,  and  that  a  fresh  stimulus  will  be  given  to  the 
higher  education  in  Di^ndee.

Oentlemen, — ^The  Directors  of  the  Dundee  Albert  Institute  have  for 
some  time  past  had  under  their  consideration  a  proposal  to  establish  a 
college  in  Dundee,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the  young  men  of  the 
town  the  advantage  of  a  liberal  academic  education,  such  as  should  pre- 

?are  them  for  graduation  in  Arts  and  Sciences ;  and  at  the  last  meeting  of 
directors,  held  two  days  ago,  there  was  submitted  to  them  the  draft  of  a 
proposed  scheme  for  instituting  the  collie,  which  was  carefully  considered 
and  approved. 

The  Directors,  after  deliberation,  were  unanimously  of  opinion  that  a 
measure  so  important  to  the  best  interests  of  the  community  should  pro- 
perly be  introduced  by  the  Magistrates  and  Town  Council  of  the  burgh 
as  the  representatives  of  the  public ;  and  with  that  view,  I  was  instructed 
to  transmit  to  you  for  your  consideration  the  scheme  which  had  been 
prepared,  and  respectfully  to  invite  your  co-operation  in  the  furtherance 
of  the  good  work. 

While  the  Directors  do  not  presume  to  prescribe  to  you — if  you  shall 
approve  of  the  object  in  view — what  ulterior  steps  should  be  taken  so  as 
most  effectually  to  promote  the  scheme  now  submitted,  they  thought  they 
might  take  the  liberty  of  mentioning  that  it  occurred  to  them  that  it  might 
be  proper,  in  the  first  instance,  to  call  a  meeting  of  such  citizens  as  might 
be  supposed  to  take  an  interest  in  the  cause  of  education,  who  might  name 
a  committee  for  revising  the  scheme  which  has  been  prepared,  preparatory 
to  its  being  printed  and  circulated  among  the  public  for  due  considera- 
tion.— ^I  am,  gentlemen,  yours  very  respectfully,

For  a  considerable  time  a  growing  desire  has  been  felt  bj  citizens  of 
Dnndee  that  a  movement  shonld  be  originated  for  the  purpose  of  secnring 
to  yonng  men  the  means  of  studying  within  the  town  the  higher  branches 
of  literature  and  sdence. 

Communications  have  been  had  with  members  of  colleges  and  TJnlrer- 
sities  on  the  desirableness  and  practicability  of  establishing  a  college  in 
Dundee,  in  which  facilities  might  be  given  for  a  University  education,  and 
by  which  in  a  community  so  largely  engrossed  with  commercial  pursuits 
an  elevating  and  most  wholesome  influence  might  be  exercised. 

Concurrently  with  an  expression  of  general  approval  of  such  a  movement, 
there  is  entertained  a  wish  to  see  an  outline  of  the  proposed  scheme,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  carefully  considered,  and  its  merits  and  claims  duly 
weighed. 

At  one  time  little  more  was  contemplated  than  the  opening  of  a  few 
classes  in  Dundee,  to  be  conducted  by  professors  from  a  neighbouring 
University  during  two  or  more  evenings  in  the  week.  On  further  considera- 
tion, however,  it  was  thought  that  the  scheme  should  be  enlarged,  and 
that,  in  order  to  increase  its  usefulness  and  so  to  secure  the  interest  and 
co-operation  of  the  public,  the  institution  should  possess  a  distinctiveness 
and  individuality  of  its  own,  and  exhibit  in  its  constitution  elements  of 
durability  and  comprehensiveness — that,  in  short,  nothing  less  than  the 
establishment  of  a  college  would  supply  the  present  educational  wants  of 
the  town.  With  these  views  the  present  sketch  has  been  drawn  up,  m 
which  it  is  wished  to  present  a  full  and  clear  idea  of  the  nature  of  the 
proposed  institution,  the  studies  which  it  is  intended  to  promote,  the 
government  under  which  it  should  be  placed,  and  the  funds  which  may  be 
required  for  its  establishment  and  maintenance, 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

In  indicating  the  course  of  study  to  be  pursued,  it  is  scarcely  possible 
to  specify  at  present  all  the  subjects  which  may  ultimately  come  to  be 
embraced  in  the  curriculam.  It  may,  however,  be  stated  generally  that 
the  design,  when  fully  carried  out,  is  that  the  college  shall  provide  such 
an  academic  education  as  shall  prepare  students  for  gradoation  in  Arts 
and  Science. 

In  the  meantime,  and  waiting  for  the  growth  and  ultimate  completion 
of  the  entire  scheme  at  a  future  period,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
the  advancement  of  all  great  works  is  gradual,  and  that  time  and  experi- 
ence are  required  for  their  development  and  completion.  It  has  therefore 
been  proposed,  after  much  deliberation,  that  a  beginning  shall  be  made 
with  only  about  half  the  number  of  classes  ultimately  contemplated,  while 
the  building  might  be  erected  so  as  to  afford  accommodation  for  a 
larger  number  at  a  future  period.  At  the  outset  the  following  chairs 
might  be  established,  say  : — 

1.  English  Literature  and  Logic. 

2.  Chemistry. 

3.  Natural  Philosophy. 

4.  Engineering. 

5.  Natural  History,  or  Greek  and  Latin. 

6.  Mathematics. 

Of  course  the  success  of  the  undertaking,  whether  in  its  more  limited  or 
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its  fall  extent,  as  well  as  the  efficiency  of  its  educational  training  (especially 
at  the  oatset),  will  depend  essentially  npon  the  provision  which  is  made 
for  the  endowment  and  support  of  chairs.  It  mast  not  be  overlooked  that 
in  older  and  well-established  colleges  the  want  of  a  liberal  endowment 
may  not  be  attended  with  the  same  prejudicial  influence  as  in  the  case  of 
a  college  newly  established,  inasmuch  as  in  the  former  the  larger  attend- 
ance of  students,  and  the  consequent  larger  amount  of  fees,  will  compensate 
for  the  small  endowment,  whereas  in  a  new  collie  there  will  likely  be  no 
sufficient  compensating  element  In  order,  therefore,  to  secure  teachers 
of  ability  and  repute,  it  will  be  necessary  to  ensure  them  of  remuneration 
corresponding  to  the  high  station  which  they  are  to  be  called  to  fOl.  It 
certainly  would  not  be  expedient,  especially  at  first,  that  the  fees  to  be 
exacted  from  students  should  be  high.  On  the  contrary,  moderate  and 
even  low  fees  should  be  made  inducements  for  numbers  to  attend. 
Probably  an  endowment  of  £500  a  year  for  each  chair  ought  to  be  aimed 
at ;  and  if  that  sum  for  each  of  six  chairs  be  capitalized,  and  there  be 
added  the  cost  of  ground  and  building,  of  furnishing  the  classrooms,  and 
the  expense  of  maintaining  and  repairing  the  premises,  the  keeping  of  the 
grounds,  of  insurance,  and  of  other  necessary  outlays,  a  sum  of  £150,000 
would  require  to  be  raised  at  the  commencement. 

This  to  many  may  no  doubt  appear  a  very  large  sum,  and  may  cause 
them  at  first  to  cherish  distrust  of  the  whole  plan ;  but  when  our  well- 
disposed  citizens  shall  have  carefully  considered  the  magnitude  to  which 
Dundee  has  attained,  its  rapid  increase  in  size,  population,  and  wealth, 
and  the  vast  benefit  which  would  result  to  her  people  from  the  establish- 
ment of  a  college  within  her  own  bounds,  it  is  hoped  that  the  large  sum 
above  indicated  may  not  be  deemed  too  high  a  price  with  which  to 
purchase  the  means  of  placing  alongside  of  our  material  prosperity  an 
enlargement  of  mind  and  an  elevation  of  character,  and  of  ennobling  and 
purifying  the  spirit  of  trade  by  the  influence  of  culture  and  scientific 
knowledge. 

The  carrying  out  of  the  full  design,  so  as  to  complete  the  college  in  its 
ultimate  contemplated  extent,  would  be  the  work  of  years ;  but  were  the 
town  to  continue  to  increase  in  numbers  and  prosperity  as  it  has  done  in 
recent  times,  the  completion  of  the  entire  scheme  might  be  undertaken 
sooner  than  the  most  sanguine  may  now  anticipate.  Besides  the  chairs 
already  specified,  the  college,  when  completed,  might  include  the  follow- 
ing:— 

1.  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy. 

2.  Political  Economy. 

3.  Ancient  and  Modem  History. 

4.  Latin  and  Greek,  or  Natural  History. 

5.  Geography  and  Astronomy. 

6.  Physical  Geography  and  Navigation. 

And  to  endow  these  chairs  an  additional  sum  of  about  £75,000  would 
be  required ;  thus  raising  the  whole  sum  necessary  for  sustaining  the 
college  when  completed  to  about  £225,000.  It  is,  of  course,  to  be  under- 
stood that  the  chairs  which  have  been  named  are  suggested  merely.  It 
would  remain  with  the  contributors  to  the  college  finally  to  arrange 
them. 

In  addition  to  the  f ands  required  for  building,  endowing,  and  equipping 
the  college,  it  is  not  to  be  forgotten  that,  for  the  encouragement  of  learn- 
ing, bursaries  and  scholarships  may  be  required.  It  is  understood  that 
there  are  already  several  bursaries  in  the  gift  of  trustees  connected  with 
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the  town ;  and  there  are  also  funds  locked  np  in  consequence  of  legal 
difficulties  which  stand  in  the  way  of  utilizing  them,  and  if  these  were  set 
free  they  might  prove  beneficiaL  For  further  aid  in  this  matter,  it  is 
thought  that  the  friends  of  the  proposed  college  may  safely  trust  to  the 
zeal  and  generosity  of  the  wealthy  members  of  the  community.  The  insti- 
tution of  a  Medical  Faculty  has  been  carefully  considered.  But  whilst 
the  facilities  for  studying  medicine  and  surgoy  in  a  large  town  like  Dondee 
might  at  first  seem  to  favour  the  introduction  of  medical  and  surgical 
classes  into  the  proposed  college,  very  weighty  reasons  on  the  other  side 
have  presented  themselves,  leading  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  expedient  to 
defer  the  consideration  of  this  very  important  question  untfl  a  future 
period.  In  the  event  of  the  coU^e  prospering  according  to  the  wishes  of 
its  promoters,  the  addition  of  a  Medical  Faculty  to  the  literary  and 
scientific  could  not  fail  to  prove  of  the  utmost  benefit  to  a  community  like 
this ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  at  no  distant  time  the  accomplishment  of  such 
an  object  may  be  fully  attained. 

coMSTrrunoN  and  proposed  connection  with  ExisriNa 

INSTITUTIONS. 

There  are  four  Universities  in  Scotland,  each  of  which  has  the  privilege 
of  granting  academic  degrees.  With  the  exception  of  St.  Andrews,  each 
of  these  Universities  consists  of  one  college.  In  St.  Andrews  Univiersity 
there  are  two  colleges,  each  having  its  distinct  collegiate  authoritiee,  but 
neither  college  by  itself  constituting  a  University.  There  is  no  reason 
why  a  University  should  not  include  several  collies,  distinct  as  to  their 
funds  and  property  and  teaching,  and  at  the  same  time  forming  intend 
portions  of  the  corporation  of  the  University,  whose  peculiar  functions 
is  to  confer  academic  degrees.  A  connection  may  be  formed  between  a 
new  college  and  an  existing  University  by  what  is  termed  affUiaiian^  a 
bond  of  union  which  simply  implies  that  the  teaching  of  the  coII^e  is 
recognised  by  the  University  to  which  it  is  affiliated  as  sufficient  to 
authorize  the  students  in  that  college  to  compete  for  degrees  c<mferred 
by  the  University. 

It  is  hoped  that  no  insurmountable  difficulty  would  be  found  in  forming 
this  connection  between  the  proposed  college  of  Dundee  and  the  neigh- 
bouring University  of  St.  Andrews ;  and  it  is  obvious  that,  apart  from 
other  considerations  of  a  more  utilitarian  kind,  the  new  institution  would 
derive  dignity  and  prestige  from  its  intimate  association  with  that  vener- 
able and  distinguished  seat  of  learning. 

GOVESNMENT  AND  PATB0NA6E. 

If  the  new  college  shall  be  affiliated  to  the  University  of  St.  Andrews, 
it  would  become  as  closely  associated  therewith  as  either  the  United 
College  of  St.  Salvator  and  St.  Leonard  or  the  College  <A  St.  Mary. 
The  matriculated  students  would  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  privil^e  of 
electing  a  Lord  Rector  for  the  University,  and  the  professors  in  the  new 
college  would  be  associated  with  the  professors  in  the  St.  Andrews 
colleges  in  forming  the  Senatus  Academicus  of  the  University,  and 
generally  the  interests  of  the  college  and  University  would  be  substantiaDy 
bound  up  in  one  another. 

By  the  Act  21  and  22  Vict.  cap.  83,  passed  in  1858, '  to  make  Provi- 
^  sion  for  the  Better  Government  and  Discipline  of  the  Universities  of 
*'  Scotland,  and  improving  and  regulating  the  Course  of  Study  therein,'  the 
University  of  St  Andrews,  as  wel>  as  the  others,  is  governed  by  three 
bodies,  viz. : — 
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1.  The  Sonatas  Academicas,  which  consists  of  the  principals  and  all 
the  professors  in  the  Uniyersity.  This  body  is  entrnsted  with  the  super- 
intending and  regulating  the  teaching  and  discipline  of  the  University, 
and  the  administering  its  property  and  revenaes,  subject  to  the  control 
and  reriew  of  the  Uniyersity  Court  after  mentioned. 

2.  The  General  Council,  which  consists  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity (who  is  elected  for  life  by  the  other  members  of  the  Council),  and 
of  the  members  of  the  University  Court,  and  of  the  professors,  and  also 
of  all  Masters  of  Arts  and  all  Doctors  of  Medicine  of  the  University, 
who  shall  have  as  matriculated  students  given  regular  attendance  on 
classes  in  any  of  the  Faculties  in  the  University  during  four  complete 
sessions.  No  person  can  be  a  member  of  Council  until  he  has  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  been  registered  in  the  books  of  the 
University. 

The  functions  of  the  General  Council  are  elective  and  deliberative. 
The  Council  elect  the  Chancellor  and  an  assessor  in  the  University  Court. 
They  also  consider  all  questions  ^  affecting  the  well-being  and  prosperity 
'  of  the  University,'  and  make  representations  from  time  to  time  on  such 
questions  to  the  University  Court  for  theur  consideration.  The  Council 
also  unite  with  the  General  Council  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  in 
sending  a  representative  to  Parliament. 

8.  The  University  Court. — ^This  is  the  chief  governing  body  of  the 
University.    It  consists  of — 

1.  The  Rector,  elected  by  the  matriculated  students. 

2.  The  senior  Principal 

3.  An  assessor,  nominated  by  the  Chancellor. 

4.  An  assessor,  nominated  by  the  Rector. 

5.  An  assessor,  elected  by  the  General  Council. 

6.  An  assessor,  elected  by  the  Senatus  Academicus. 

Four  members  are  a  quorum.  The  Rector  and  the  assessor  nominated 
by  him  remain  in  office  for  three  years,  and  the  other  assessors  remain 
for  four  years.  No  principal  or  professor  is  eligible  to  the  office  of 
Rector  or  assessor,  except  the  one  who  is  elected  to  be  their  representative 
in  the  University  Court  by  the  Senatus  Academicus. 

The  powers  of  the  University  Court  are  to  review  all  decisions  of  the 
Senatus  Academicus,  and  to  be  a  court  of  appeal  from  the  Status ;  to 
effect  improvements  in  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  University  after 
due  communication  with  the  Senatus;  and,  with  the  sanction  of  the 
Chancellor,  to  require  due  attention  by  the  professors  to  regulations 
regarding  the  mode  of  teaching  and  other  duties  imposed  on  them ;  to 
fix  and  r^nlate  the  fees  of  the  several  classes ;  on  sufficient  cause  and 
after  investigation  to  censure,  suspend,  or  deprive  of  his  office  any  prin- 
cipal or  professor ;  and  during  such  suspension  to  make  provision  for  the 
teaching  of  his  class,  provided  always  that  the  sanction  of  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  to  such  acts  be  obtained ;  and  to  inquire  into  and  control  the 
administration  by  the  Senatus  of  the  revenue  and  expenditure  of  the 
University  and  any  coU^e  therein,  including  funds  for  bursaries  and 
other  purposes. 

One  of  the  jnost  important  points  in  connection  with  the  proposed 
collie  is.  In  whom  or  in  what  body  shall  the  patronage  of  the  several 
chairs  be  vested  T  On  the  one  hand,  any  scheme  must  be  avoided  which 
would  place  the  appointment  of  professors  on  too  narrow  a  basis ;  and,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  patronage  must  not  be  entrusted  to  men  who  might 
not  be  l&ely  to  take  and  possess  a  special  interest  and  fitness  in  exercising 
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it.    In  the  meantime  the  following  body  is  saggeeted : — ^The  UniTersity 
Court,  and  along  with  it  the  Lord-Lientenant  of  the  conntj  of  Forfar, 
the  Convener  of  ibe  connty  of  Forfar,  the  Sheriff  and  Sheriflf-Sabstitatefl 
of  the  coonty  of  Forfar,  the  Provost  of  Dondee — all  for  the  time  being, 
and,  if  approved  of,  a  representative  from  the  subscribers  to  the  colkge. 
Such  is  a  general  outline  of  the  institution  whidi  it  is  thought  shodd 
now,  for  the  credit  and  well-being  of  the  town,  be  established  in  Dundee ; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  present  proposal  wfll  meet  with  the  geDerons 
support  of  the  community.    There  is  at  present  no  town  in  Soothmd  of 
the  same  importance  as  ours  which  is  so  destitute  of  the  means  of  im- 
parting knowledge  to  her  youth  in  the  higher  branches  of  leBimng, 
While  the  wealth  of  her  enterprising  people  has  vastly  and  saddenly 
increased,  her  seminaries  of  education  have  remained  at  their  former 
humble  position.     It  now  seems  to  be  time  to  make  a  vigorous  and  united 
effort  to  exalt  the  tone  of  society  by  bring^g  to  bear  upon  the  middle 
and  higher  classes  amongst  us  the  influence  of  a  more  devated  and 
liberal  education,  and  thereby  to  refine,  purify,  and  omoble  the  standard 
of  human  life.    The  Legislature  has  made  the  attempt  to  provide  an 
elementary  education  for  every  child  in  the  land.    Side  by  side  mA  that 
measure  it  should  be  the  endeavour  of  the  well-wishers  of  our  town 
greatly  to  add  to  the  means  of  elevating  the  tone  and  increasing  the 
measure  of  learning^— of  spreading  abroad  a  more  inquiring  and  philo- 
sophical spirit,  and  leading  to  a  grander  conception  of  the  wonders  of 
nature,  and  a  deeper  reverence  for  Him  who  is  marvellous  in  all  His 
works.    Undoubtedly,  as  the  demand  for  the  ordinary  branches  of  know- 
ledge is  increased,  and  the  diffusion  of  elementary  instruction  is  widened, 
the  greater  becomes  the  necessity  of  preserving  the  fountains  of  edncatioD 
full  and  pure,  so  that  the  lower  and  lesser  streams  may  not  stagnate  and 
corrupt.    Let  it  also  not  be  forgotten  that  a  large  increase  of  political 
rights  has  lately  been  granted  to  our  popuhttion,  and  that  such  an 
increase  should  be  attended  with  an  enlargem^t  of  intelligence,  in  order 
that  these  rights  may  be  exercised  with  credit  to  those  entrusted  with 
them  and  with  benefit  to  the  nation.    Our  interests,  our  honour,  and  our 
duty,  therefore,  would  seem  to  unite  in  recommending  the  present  pro- 
posal— that  a  college  in  which  might  be  acquired  the  Ughest  attainments 
in  literature,  science,  and  arts  should  be  established  in  Dundee;  and 
that  her  reproach  arising  from  the  comparatively  low  scale  of  education 
hitherto  existing  among  us  should  at  length  be  removed. 

III. — ^Lbtteb  addressed  to  various  Acadejcic  AuTHOBmss  by  Dcndsx 

committes.

Sib, — At  a  public  meeting  recently  convened  by  the  Provost  and 
Magistrates  of  Dundee  for  the  purpose  of  considering  a  scheme  (a  printed 
copy  of  which  accompanies  this  letter)  for  the  estabHshment  of  a  college 
in  Dundee,  framed  and  laid  before  the  Town  Council  by  the  Directors  of 
the  Albert  Institute,  it  was  unanimously  resolved : — 

1.  ^That  having  respect  to  the  importance  of  the  advancement  of 
*  literature  and  science,  along  with  the  growth  of  the  population  and 
^  wealth  of  Dundee,  it  is  desirable  to  establish  a  college  for  the  promotion 
*•  of  the  higher  branches  of  education  in  the  town  and  district ; '  and  2. 
^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  devise  a  scheme  for  the  establishmeiit 
*'  of  a  college  in  Dundee,  to  confer  with  the  University  of  St  Andrews 
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^  with  a  view  to  the  iDCorporation  of  the  proposed  college,  by  affiliation 
^  or  otherwise,  with  that  Uniyersity,  and  with  power  to  take  all  necessary 
^  steps  to  carry  oat  the  objects  contemplated.' 

On  commencing  their  labours,  the  committee,  which  was  a  large  and 
influential  one,  found  that  some  divergence  of  opinion  existed  among 
them  as  to  what  should  be  the  character  of  the  proposed  college.  Some 
of  the  members  thought  that,  especially  having  regard  to  the  proximity 
of  the  ancient  University  of  St.  Andrews,  Dundee  ought  to  confine  her 
aim  to  the  establishment  of  a  purely  scientific  college,  similar  to  that 
which  has  recently  been  founded  at  Newcastle  in  connection  with  the 
University  of  Durham ;  others,  again,  while  not  objecting  to  the  proposal 
to  include,  as  far  as  possible,  scientific  classes  in  the  curriculum  of  the 
new  college,  were  strongly  averse  to  the  exclusion  of  classes  falling 
within  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  indeed  gave  such  classes  a  decided 
preference,  as  tendh^  more  to  advance  liberal  culture  in  a  trading  com- 
munity like  Dundee ;  while  a  third  section  desired,  before  making  up  their 
minds,  to  have  fuller  information  as  to  the  results  of  the  somewhat  similar 
experiments  recently  made  in  certain  large  towns  in  England,  as  well  as 
an  expression  of  opinion  upon  the  proposed  scheme  from  some  of  those 
who  have  turned  their  attention  to  the  subject,  and  who,  it  was  thought, 
might  not  be  unwilling,  considering  the  importance  of  the  object  con- 
templated, to  give  the  committee  the  benefit  of  their  experience  in  the 
way  of  practical  suggestions  or  otherwise. 

In  these  circumstances,  a  sub-committee  was  appointed,  with  instruc- 
tions inter  aUa  to  obtain  all  necessary  information  bearing  on  the  subject, 
and  it  is  as  convener  of  that  sub-committee  that  I  now  venture  to 
approach  you  with  a  request  that  you  will  favour  me  at  your  convenience 
with  any  information  that  you  may  possess  and  may  deem  useful  for  us 
in  regard  to  similar  undertakings  in  England  or  on  the  Continent,  and 
with  your  opinion  as  to  the  form  in  which  the  proposed  institution 
would  be  most  useful  to  a  mercantile  town  like  Dundee  (the  population 
of  which,  I  may  mention,  is  about  180,000),  and  best  calculated  to  carry 
out  the  objects  of  the  promoters. 

A  subordinate  question  which  the  sub-committee  have  before  them, 
and  on  which,  too,  they  will  be  glad  to  receive  your  advice,  is  whether 
in  founding  the  new  college  provision  should  be  made  for  affording 
instruction  to  women,  and,  if  so,  on  what  terms. 

You  wiU  be  pleased  to  understand  that  the  scheme  drawn  up  by  the 
Directors  of  the  Albert  Institute  is  sent  to  you  merely  as  explsMng  the 
origin  of  the  movement,  as  indicating  the  kind  of  classes  which  in  the 
opinion  of  its  framers  would  be  most  useful  to  the  community  which  it  is 
sought  to  benefit,  and  as  furnishing  a  convenient  basis  for  any  remarks 
or  suggestions  that  you  may  think  fit  to  offer.  The  question  of  affilia- 
tion with  the  University  of  St.  Andrews,  which  forms  part  of  the  original 
proposal,  does  not,  as  it  appears  to  the  sub-conunittee,  strictly  speaking, 
arise  at  this  stage — ^the  first  thing  being  for  the  inhabitants  of  Dundee 
to  make  up  their  minds  clearly  as  to  the  character  of  the  college  they 
are  to  aim  at;  but  the  sub-committee  are  alive  to  the  importance  of 
the  question,  and  will  esteem  it  an  additional  favour  if  you  will  give  them 
your  views  upon  this  part  of  the  proposal  also. 

I  deem  it  right,  in  order  that  you  may  have  all  the  facts  necessary  for 
forming  a  judgment  before  you,  to  supplement  what  appears  in  the 
accompanying  print  by  ani^exing  a  list  of  the  existing  chairs  (omitting 
those  in  the  Theological  Faculty)  in  the  University  of  St.  Andrews,  and 
by  stating  that  St.  Andrews  is  locally  situated  within  eleven  or  twelve 
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miles  o!  Dundee.  The  means  of  commnnieation  between  the  two  places 
are,  however,  I  should  add,  extremely  bad,  and,  even  were  those  means 
improved,  it  is  obvious  that  a  college  at  St.  Andrews  cannot  meet  the 
wants  of  those  yonng  men,  inhabitants  of  Dundee,  who,  though  nnable 
from  poverty  or  otherwise  to  go  to  a  distance  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
an  academic  education,  might  be  willing  to  avail  themselves  of  a  college 
at  their  own  doors,  or  of  that  class  who  are  obliged  to  enter  into  offices 
at  an  early  age,  but  who,  it  is  hoped  and  desired,  might  devote  a  portion 
of  their  afternoons  and  evenings  to  the  ^orts  necessary  for  acquiring 
some  degree  of  liberal  culture,  were  the  means  of  obtaining  such  placed 
within  their  reach. 

Trusting  that  the  importance  of  the  subject  will  excuse  the  liberty 
which  the  sub-committee  take  in  thus  addressing  you, — I  am,  your

lY. — ^Reports  by  Principals  and  Professors  who  had  lectured  in 

Dundee. 

Principal  Shairp  begs  to  report  to  the  Senatns  that,  in  connection 
with  the  University  lectures  delivered  in  Dundee  during  the  past  winter. 
Principal  Tulloch  and  he  had  each  delivered  on  separate  Saturdays  four 
lectures.  Principal  Shairp's  lectures  were  on  the  ^  Poetic  Interpretation 
*  of  Nature.'  It  was  the  wish  of  the  Dundee  committee  that  the  two  short 
courses  of  lectures  delivered  by  Principals  Tulloch  and  Shairp  should 
have  a  character  and  object  somewhat  different  from  those  of  the  three 
larger  courses  delivered  by  the  three  professors  respectively.  They  were 
to  be  not  so  much  systematic  courses  of  instruction  as  intended  to  stimu- 
late a  general  interest  in  the  movement  among  the  dtiz^is  of  Dundee,  and 
were  therefore  delivered  on  a  different  day  and  at  a  different  hour  from 
the  other  lectures.  As  his  lectures  were  delivered  in  the  afternoon,  the 
audience  who  attended  them  was  composed,  he  has  reason  to  believe,  in  a 
large  measure  of  persons  who  were  not  present  at  the  evening  courses  of 
lectures.  They  formed  a  very  large  audience, — ^filling,  or  nearly  so,  the 
large  room  in  the  Albert  Institute, — and  they  seemed  to  him  to  be  a  more 
than  usually  attentive  audience.  When  the  lectures  were  finished,  an 
examination  was  held  according  to  an  announcement  made  at  the  first 
lecture,  in  which  a  series  of  questions  were  given,  such  as  might  be  given 
to  a  University  class  of  English  literature.  To  these  questions  answers 
from  only  eleven  persons  were  received,  and  of  these  eleven  at  least  seven 
proved,  on  the  opening  of  the  envelope,  to  be  from  ladies.  The  two  best 
papers,  both  from  ladies,  received,  the  one  88  and  the  other  80  marks 
out  of  100.  The  next  two,  a  gentleman  and  a  lady,  equal,  received  each 
70  marks  per  cent ;  and  the  rest  of  the  answers  were  all,  though  in  vary- 
ing degrees,  very  creditable.    The  first  four  papers  would  have  stood 
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high  in  any  examination  of  UniTersity  students.  On  the  whole,  Principal 
Shairp  wonld  desire  to  express  to  the  Senatns  his  belief  that,  as  far  as 
he  has  been  able  to  observe  or  to  hear,  whatever  exertions  the  several 
members  of  the  Senatns  may  have  made  to  meet  the  inteliectnal  need  of 
Dundee  have  been  well  rewarded  by  the  sympathetic  and  intelligent  re- 
sponse accorded  to  them  by  those  persons  who  have  attended  the  several 
courses  of  lectures. 

CLASS  OF  PHYBIOLOGT. 

Professor  Pettigrew  begs  to  report  to  the  Senatns  Academicns  that  he 
has  delivered  during  the  present  session  (1875-76)  a  course  of  twenty 
lectures  on  '  Human  and  Comparative  Physiology '  to  the  inhabitants  of 
Dundee  and  neighbourhood.  These  lectures  were  delivered  in  the  High 
School,  Dundee,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The  audience  as  a  rule 
numbered  over  300,  and  Professor  Pettigrew  feels  it  incumbent  upon 
him  to  state  that  he  never  lectured  to  a  more  attentive  or  appreciative 
audience.  The  lectures  were  strictly  scientific  in  their  character — such, 
in  fact,  as  Professor  Pettigrew  is  in  the  habit  of  delivering  to  medical 
students  and  others  who  attend  to  graduate.  They  embraced  a  con- 
sideration of  the  circulation,  respiration,  digestion,  and  innervation  in 
plants,  the  lower  animals,  and  in  man,  and  were  illustrated  by  an  exten- 
sive series  of  diagrams,  by  six  microscopes,  a  large  assortment  of  micro- 
scopic specimens,  and  by  numerous  experiments  specially  devised  for  the 
course.  The  microscopes  were  in  requisition  nightly,  and  on  some 
occasions  as  many  as  eight  were  employed.  While  the  lectures  were 
delivered  at  eight  o'clock,  the  audience  during  the  greater  part  of  tlie 
course  was  admitted  at  seven  o'clock ;  and  such  was  the  enthusiasm 
displayed  for  the  experiments  and  microscopes,  that  not  unfrequently 
portions  of  the  audience  remained  till  ten  o'clock.  The  hours  before  and 
after  lectnre  were  found  necessary  to  enable  the  students  to  copy  the 
diagrams  and  black-boards,  to  repeat  the  class  experiments,  and  to 
examine  the  microscopic  specimens.  The  audience  with  few  exceptions 
took  copious  notes,  and  it  is  a  praiseworthy  fact  that  it  embraced  all  classes 
and  conditions.  It  is  Professor  Pettigrew's  conviction  that  the  University 
of  St.  Andrews  Dundee  lectures  have  been  a  marked  success,  not  only 
as  regards  attendance  and  attention,  but  also  as  regards  actual  work 
done.  It  is  impossible  not  to  recognise  the  fact  that  in  Dundee  there  is  a 
numerous  class  of  well-educated  individuals  of  both  sexes  who  not  only 
desire  University  lectures  and  higher  instruction,  but  who  are  prepared  to 
purchase  this  instruction  at  very  considerable  sacrifice.  This  seems 
proved  by  the  fact  that  they  attended  with  wonderful  regularity  and  at 
considerable  personal  discomfort  (not  to  say  risk)  a  course  of  University 
lectures  delivered  late  in  the  evening  and  during  the  winter.  It  seems  also 
proved  by  the  exceptionally  high-class  papers  given  in  at  the  examinations. 
Professor  Pettigrew  held  two  examinations  during  the  course.  At  each 
examination  six  searching  questions  were  set.  These  questions  were  quite 
as  difficult  as  those  usually  set  to  medical  students.  Notwithstanding  the 
grave  disadvantages  arising  from  want  of  preliminary  scientific  training, 
the  Dundee  students  acquitted  themselves  so  well  that,  for  the  first  time 
in  his  life.  Professor  Pettigrew  awarded  two  students  full  marks —the  one 
at  the  first,  the  other  at  the  second  examination.  It  is  but  fair  to  the 
Dundee  students  to  state  that  their  answers  were  remarkably  perfect,  both 
as  regards  the  information  conveyed  and  their  mode  of  conveying  it.  It  is 
seldom  indeed  that  such  perspicacity  and  clearness  are  observed  at  written 
examinations.    At  the  first  examination  forty-nine  students  competed ;

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at  tb'e  second,  forty-six.  Of  these  the  majority  obtained  over  50  per  cent. ; 
twenty  over  70  per  cent. ;  and  ten  over  80  per  cent. — two  of  the  latter 
having  obtained  the  remarkable  total  of  97^  per  cent.  These  results  were 
wholly  nnlooked  for,  and  can  only  be  explained  on  the  ground  that 
the  Dundee  students  who  competed  at  the  examinations  devoted  their 
spare  time  almost  exclusively  to  one  or  two  subjects ;  whereas  ordinary 
students  are  compelled  to  deal  with  many  subjects  at  the  same  tima  Look- 
ing at  the  whole  circumstances  of  the  case,  it  seems  desirable  that  the 
University  lectures  should  be  continued  at  least  for  another  year,  m  order 
to  test  more  fully  the  educational  wants  of  Dundee.  If  with  their  present 
limited  experience  the  Senatus  Academicus  see  fit  to  adopt  this  course,  I 
for  one  shall  have  much  pleasure  in  delivering  a  second  course  io  the 
session  1876-77.

class  of  physical  qkoqrapht  and  geologt. 

Professor  Nicholson  begs  to  report  to  the  Senatus  Academicus  that 
he  delivered  a  course  of  twenty  lectures  on  ^  Physical  Geography  and 
Geology '  in  Dundee  during  the  session  1875-76.  The  lectures  were 
delivered  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  in  the  High  School  Thenomber 
attending  the  class  was  about  SCO,  and  the  attendance  was  extremdj 
regular  and  sustained  to  the  end.  Two  examinations  were  held  doiiog 
the  course,  one  on  physical  geography,  the  other  on  geology.  One 
hundred  candidates  presented  themselves  for  the  first  examination,' and 
between  eighty  and  ninety  for  the  second.  The  questions  were  quite 
equal  in  difficulty  to  those  which  would  have  been  given  to  an  ordinAiy 
class  of  students  after  the  delivery  of  the  same  number  of  lectures,  and 
the  examination  and  marking  of  the  papers  were  conducted  on  precisely 
the  same  principles  as  those  generally  adopted  in  the  case  of  regular 
students.  Professor  Nicholson  has  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  results  of 
the  examination  were  extremly  satisfactory.  The  papers  on  the  average 
were  fully  equal  to  those  of  University  students  in  merit,  over  fifty,  or  one- 
half  of  the  total  number  of  candidates,  obtaining  50  per  cent,  or  more, 
of  the  attainable  marks,  and  thus  becoming  enrolled  in  the  first  and  second 
classes  of  honours.  Eigiit  candidates  succeeded  in  obtaining  over  75  per 
cent,  of  the  attainable  marks,  and  thus  obtained  first-class  honours.  AH 
the  papers  belonging  to  this  class  were  exceedingly  good,  both  as  regards 
matter  and  style,  and  the  first  four  or  five  papers  attained  to  the  highest 
order  of  merit.  Since  the  close  of  the  course,  a  single  geological  excur- 
sion, which  was  largely  attended,  has  been  held;  and  it  is  proposed  to 
hold  some  additional  excursions  during  the  summer.  The  lectures  giv^ 
during  the  course  were  thoroughly  systematic  and  scientific  in  their 
character  and  scope.  Whilst  an  endeavour  was  made  always  to  treat 
the  subject  in  such  a  manner  that  even  those  who  had  no  previous  know- 
ledge of  science  might  be  enabled  to  derive  benefit  from  the  course,  no 
attempt  was  made  to  disguise  or  evade  the  difficulties  of  the  subject. 
The  lectures  were,  therefore,  rigidly  educational  in  their  nature  and 
tendency,  and  in  no  way  ^  popular  lectures '  in  the  sense  in  which  this  is 
ordinarily  understood.  The  results  of  the  examination  may  be  considered 
as  unquestionably  proving  that  a  real  and  satisfactory  knowledge  of  the 
subject  was  attained,  at  any  rate  by  those  who  chose  to  have  the  test 
applied  to  their  acquirements.     Upon  the  whole,  the  results  of  this  year's 
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experience  have  been  of  snch  a  natare  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that  the 
delivery  of  a  similar  coarse  of  lectures  in  Dundee  next  winter  will  be  even 
more  beneficial  and  more  highly  appreciated  than  in  the  case  of  the  course 
just  completed.  It  would  appear  desirable,  however,  if  possible,  to 
arrange  for  the  delivery  of  an  additional  course  of  lectures  more  technical 
in  their  character,  and  extending  over  a  longer  period  of  time,  than  the 
general  course  just  alluded  to.  Such  a  course  would  be  adapted  for  a 
more  special  and  more  limited  audience,  and  students  attending  it  would 
therefore  be  required  to  pay  a  higher  fee.  Professor  Nicholson  is  of 
opinion  that  a  course  of  natural  history  in  Dundee  on  some  such  basis 
as  above  suggested  would  be  attended  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  suc- 
cess; and  he  would  therefore  be  willing  to  undertake  the  delivery  of 
such  a  course  of  lectures  in  Dundee  in  the  session  1876-77,  if  this  iihould 
meet  the  approval  of  the  Senatus.

V. — MmuTE  of  Dundee  Committee  of  Management  of  University 

Lectubes  in  Dundee. 

At  Dundee  the  thirteenth  day  of  April  1876. 

At  a  meeting  of  Committee  of  Management  of  University  Lectures  in 
Dundee.  Present:  The  Rev.  W.  Knight,  Messrs  H.  Oourlay,  Harry 
Walker,  William  G.  Thomson,  and  John  Leng — Mr.  Knight  presiding. 
Minute  of  meeting  of  guarantors  9th  March  was  read  and  approved. 

It  was  reported  that  the  University  Court  of  St  Andrews  had  con* 
firmed  the  vote  of  £100  by  the  Senatus  towards  the  expenses  incurred  by 
the  University  lectures  in  Dundee.  The  committee  records  its  satisfac- 
tion at  the  high  values  obtained  by  many  of  the  students  who  had  gone 
up  for  examination  in  the  several  classes.  It  being  felt  desirable — ^with  a 
view  to  the  extension  of  the  work  of  the  past  winter — ^that,  in  addition  to 
the  general  lectures  which  have  been  so  successful,  classes  for  matriculated 
students  should  be  opened  in  Dundee,  the  committee  resolved  to  represent 
their  views  on  this  subject  to  the  Senatus.  Being  convinced  that  it  would 
tend  greatly  to  the  .consolidation  of  the  work  already  begun,  and  to  its 
development  in  the  right  direction,  were  additional  classes  to  be  opened  of 
a  more  strictly  academic  character,  and  in  which  the  students  were  enrolled 
as  alumni  of  the  University  of  St.  Andrews,  though  taught  by  the  pro- 
fessors in  Dundee,  the  committee  ventures  to  suggest  that  an  experiment 
be  made  in  this  direction  during  next  winter,  if  it  is  found  practicable  by 
the  University,  and  the  professors  are  willing  to  undertake  the  additional 
labour.  After  paying  the  professors  in  terms  of  minute  of  last  meeting, 
and  defraying  all  the  expenses  of  the  past  year,  the  committee  see  their 
way  with  the  funds  on  hand  to  meet  the  working  expenses  of  next  session 
(provided  they  do  not  exceed  £150) ;  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  classes 
for  matriculated  students  might  be  carried  on  at  almost  no  additional 
expense,  if  the  professors  who  lectured  at  eight  o'clock  were  to  meet  these 
classes  on  the  same  evenings,  say  two  hours  earlier.  [At  this  stage  of  the 
proceedings  Mr.  Thornton  and  Bailie  Robertson  joined  the  meeting.]  If 
this  can  be  carried  out,  the  lectures  for  next  winter  would  be  of  two 
kinds — (1)  general  lectures;  (2)  lectures  to  matriculated  students.  As  to 
the  former,  since  the  courses  in  geology  and  physiology  have  been  very 
successful  this  year,  and  the  committee  understand  that  both  professors 
are  willing  to  lecture  next  session,  they  suggest  to  the  Senatus  the  continn- 
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ance  of  these  courses  daring  next  winter.  As  to  the  chemistry  class, 
while  the  attendance  has  been  remarkably  good  and  the  interest  awakened 
very  great,  the  committee  being  informed  that  the  Professor  of  Chemistij 
does  not  see  his  way  at  present  to  undergo  the  labours  of  another  session 
in  Dundee  while  his  classes  at  St.  Andrews  are  going  on,  and  as  seTeral 
members  of  committee  are  strongly  impressed  with  the  desirableness  of  a 
course  of  lectures  on  natural  philosophy,  it  is  suggested  that  an  arrange- 
ment be  entered  into  by  which  the  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy  at  St 
Andrews,  or  (if  he  be  unable  to  do  so)  some  other  competent  teacher  of 
the  science,  should  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  in  Dundee  next  winter.  As 
to  the  matriculated  classes,  the  committee  must  leave  it  to  the  Senatos  to 
say  what  subjects  should  be  taught.  Regarding  fees  the  comndttee  also 
desire  to  obtain  theopinionof  the  Senatus.  But  they  suggest  that  as  the  half- 
guinea  fee  has  been  so  successful  during  the  past  session,  it  be  retained  for 
the  general  lectures  next  winter,  and  each  professor  receiye  his  own  fees. 
In  the  matriculated  classes,  the  committee  suggest  that  the  fee  additionid 
to  the  matriculation  fee  might  be  two  guineas,  or  as  low  as  the  IJniTersity 
can  with  propriety  fix  it.  As  of  the  common  ticket  nearly  400  were  sold  last 
year,  it  is  for  the  Senatus  to  say  whether  it  should  be  adopted  in  some  way 
next  session,  the  Dundee  committee  being  divided  in  opinion  on  this  point. 
The  apparatus  required  for  the  natural  philosophy  course  would  require 
to  be  separately  provided  for,  and  Mr.  H.  Gourlay  undertook  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  experimental  part  of  that  course.  The  committee 
desire  to  record  their  thanks  to  the  High  School  Directors  for  the  use  of 
their  classroom  during  the  past  session.  Mr.  Knight  and  Messrs.  Henry 
Qourlay  and  Orchar  were  appomted  a  sub-conunittee  (with  powers)  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  natural  philosophy 
lectures  of  next  winter,  should  such  a  class  be  practicable,  acting,  of 
course,  along  with  the  professor  or  any  committee  the  Senatas  may 
appoint.  During  Mr.  Cunningham's  absence  it  was  not  deemed  necessary 
to  appoint  an  interim  secretary,  as  Mr.  Knight  undertook  the  duties.

IV.— PROPOSED  CHANGES  IN  THE  CHAIR  OF 
MATERIA  MEDICA  IN  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
EDINBURGH. 

Memoramduh  by  Sir  Robert  Ohristison  as  to  Proposed  Changes 
regarding  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica  in  the  IlNiTERsmr  of 
Edinburgh. 

First.  The  present  unmeaning  name  ^  Materia  Medica,'  to  be  changed 
to  that  of  the  professorship  of  '  Then^iology  and  Pharmacy.'  Therapi- 
ology:  the  action  and  uses  of  remedies  proper,  diet,  and  regimen. 
Pharmacy:  the  sources  and  recognition  of  remedies  proper,  and  their 
due  purity,  with  the  practice  of  dispensing. 

Second.  Therapiology  to  be  a  fire  months'  winter  course.  Pharmacy 
to  be  a  three  months'  summer  course,  with  an  equivalent  winter  course 
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taaght  three  days  a  week  if  the  professor  chooses,  to  be  conducted  by 
the  professor  with  the  aid  of  a  first-clliss  assistant  and  a  practical 
dispenser.  Very  few  lectures  necessary  on  pharmacy  generally,  the 
great  majority  of  the  meetings  being  for  practical  study.  The  present 
requisition  of  attendance  on  practical  pharmacy,  by  section  5  (3)  of 
Ordinance  No.  5,  to  be  sunk  in  the  above  proposed  course  of  pharmacy. 

ITiird.  To  carry  out  this  alteration,  the  professor  will  require 
extensive  and  properly  provided  apartments,  such  as  I  have  indicated 
for  the  chair  in  the  plan  of  the  new  College  Buildings.  But  it  is  of 
great  consequence,  if  possible,  to  commence  at  once  with  the  help  of 
apartments  near  the  College. 

I  presume  that  these  changes,  if  approved  of,  could  be  carried  through 
by  alteration  of  Ordinance  No.  5,  under  the  present  powers  of  the 
University.  But  would  it  not  be  right  that  the  Commission  should 
know  what  is  contemplated,  so  that  provision  might  be  made  for  a  first- 
class  assistant,  a  sub-assistant  and  dispenser,  and  a  man-of-all-work  t

V. -DOCUMENTS  RELATING  TO  THE  LENGTH 

OF  UNIVERSITY  SESSIONS. 

I. — ^NoTES  by  the  Glasgow  Uniybrsitt  Court  on  Memorials  of  the 
Lord  Provost,  Magistrates,  and  Council,  and  of  Merchants,  etc.  of 
the  City  of  Glasgow,  20th  October  1863. 

The  complaint  made  in  these  memorials,  of  which  copies  are  annexed, 
is,  that  in  consequence,  at  least  in  part,  of  the  winter  session  haying 
been  shortened  in  this  University,  or  rather  of  the  summer  vacation 
having  been  lengthened,  since  the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  the 
number  of  students  in  Arts  who  attend  this  University,  belonging  to 
families  resident  in  the  city  of  Glasgow,  has  been  injuriously  affected. 
It  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  the  statement  of  figures  by  which  the  statis- 
tical fact  thus  averred  is  alleged  to  be  proved,  or  to  recapitulate  the  reason- 
ing by  which  the  evil  is  traced  to  the  alteration  on  the  length  of  the 
vacation,  and  by  which  a  return  to  the  former  practice  is  supported. 
The  Court  is  disposed,  on  the  personal  knowledge  and  experience  of 
several  of  its  own  members,  to  admit,  although  with  much  regret,  that 
the  number  of  students  contribnted  by  the  city  of  Glasgow  is  not  only 
greatly  below  what  it  ought  to  be,  but  does  not  keep  pace  with  the 
increasing  population  and  wealth  of  the  city.  How  far  this  falling  off 
is  due,  in  any  great  degree,  to  the  alteration  in  the  length  of  the  sessional 
attendance  at  the  University,  is  more  difficult  of  proof.  But  the  Court 
have,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  placed  their  opinion  on  record,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  general  interests  of  the  University,  that  the  present  length  of 
the  summer  vacation  is  an  evil  of  considerable  magnitude.  Looking, 
therefore,  to  the  welfare  not  only  of  the  University,  but  of  the  city  of 
Glasgow,  the  Court  are  desirous  to  provide  a  remedy. 

But  the  Court  cannot  view  the  subject  solely  in  its  bearing  on  the 
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iDteret^ts  of  the  stndents  who  may  resort  to  the  UniTersitj  from  this  citj 
and  ItB  vicinity.  E  ven  were  the  number  of  sach  students  greatly  increased, 
they  would  still,  in  all  probability,  form  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
number  sent  to  the  Unifersity  from  other  parts  of  Great  Britain,  and 
from  abroad.  The  Uniyersity  of  Glasgow  belongs  to  the  national  system 
of  education,  and  every  change  proposed  must  be  anxiously  consido^ 
as  affecting  various  classes  of  the  community,  whose  diversity  of  positjon, 
habits,  and  pecuniary  resources  have  given  rise  to  antagonistic  interests, 
which  require,  as  far  as  possible,  to  be  reconciled.  Regarded  in  this 
light,  the  question  is  one  affecting,  although  it  may  be  in  different  degrees, 
all  the  Scottish  Universities. 

Having  made  this  preliminary  explanation,  the  Court  will  proceed  to 
the  consideration  of  the  subject  submitted  to  them  by  the  highly  influ- 
ential parties  from  whom  these  memorials  proceed. 

llie  prayer  of  the  memorial  of  the  Magistrates  is,  that,  failing  the 
adoption  of  some  scheme  for  a  separate  summer  session  in  the  Arts  classes, 
the  University  should  ^  return  to  the  custom  prevalent  at  the  commence- 
^  ment  of  the  century,  of  making  the  winter  session  to  commence  on  the 
^  10th  of  October,  and  to  be  carried  on  continuously  to  at  least  the  first 
*  day  of  the  following  June.' 

Although  the  Court  have  already  pronounced  a  strong  opinion  on  the 
desirableness  of  same  alteration,  whereby  a  part  of  the  summer  vaca- 
tion may  be  filled  up  with  study,  yet,  for  the  purpose  of  arriving  at  a 
sounder  conclusion  as  to  the  best  means  of  carrying  out  this  view,  it  may 
be  useful  shortly  to  recapitulate  the  grounds  on  which  such  an  alteration 
has  been  supported  on  the  one  hand,  and  objected  to  on  the  other. 

(1.)  It  is  urged  in  favour  of  some  alteration,  that  the  great  length  of 
the  vacation  deprives  the  very  young  students  who  generally  attend  the 
Arts  classes  of  a  Scotch  University,  for  six  months  of  the  year,  of  that 
guidance  and  superintendence  of  their  studies  which,  in  the  great 
majority  of  cases,  is  found  essential  to  success.  There  is  no  oi^anized 
system  of  reading  under  collegiate  tutors, — ^no  compulsitor  to  implica- 
tion. No  doubt  a  few  voluntary  prize  essays  are  prescribed  by  the  pro- 
fessors, to  be  written  during  the  vacation;  but  these  are  not  taken  into 
account  in  qualifying  for  a  degree,  and  are  not  of  practical  use  to  any 
large  number  of  students.  The  period,  although  most  beneficially 
employed  by  some  in  private  study  and  mental  culture,  is  alleged  to  be 
too  often  spent  by  others  in  uninterrupted  relaxation,  if  not  idleness. 
The  result  in  such  cases  is  not  confined  to  the  mere  waste  of  time,  but 
interferes  with  the  acquisition  of  those  habits  of  application  which  form 
the  most  valuable  reward  of  continuous  academical  training.  It  is  stated, 
as  a  consequence  of  this,  that  in  many  instances  parents  who  are  able  to 
afford  the  expense  are  inclined  to  look  elsewhere  for  the  education  of 
their  sons  at  that  particular  age ;  while  those  who  cannot  afford  it  are 
tempted,  perhaps  after  having  had  their  sons  for  a  session  or  two  at 
college,  to  forego  the  advantage  of  further  attendance,  and  to  place  them 
at  once  in  a  course  of  training  for  business.  At  all  events,  there  seems 
no  reason  to  doubt  that,  from  Ghisgow  at  least,  a  constantly-increasing 
number  of  the  sons  of  the  wealthier  classes  has  been  sent  to  proprietary 
and  collegiate  schools  in  England,  where  tuition  is  extended  over  nine 
months  of  the  year. 

(2.)  Against  any  alteration  it  is  maintained  that,  as  regards  both 
professors  and  students,  the  powers  of  attention  are  suflBciently  strained 
by  a  six  months'  course,  that  towards  the  end  of  such  a  course 
symptoms  of  exhaustion  very  generally  show  themselves,  and  that  no 
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gain  would  result  from  prolonging  the  session.  It  is  alleged  that  the 
length  of  the  summer  vacation  is  an  inducement  to  men  of  much  learning 
and  eminence  to  seek  the  chairs  of  the  Scottish  Universities,  whereby  a 
higher  class  of  candidates  is  secured  on  any  vacancy;  that,  besides, 
whatever  may  be  the  effect  on  some  students,  the  suspension  of  active 
teaching  for  six  months  continuously  enables  the  professor  to  keep 
up  better  with  the  progress  of  his  subject,  and  to  enrich  his  lectures 
as  well  as  improve  his  system  of  instruction, — nay,  more,  that  every 
student  who  is  at  all  desirous  of  improving  himself  can  employ  his 
summer  vacation  more  beneficially  in  private  reading,  in  connection  with 
the  lectures  he  hears  during  the  winter  session,  than  he  could  do  by 
attending  a  prolonged  course  of  lectures ;  and  that  the  independence  of 
mind  and  enlarged  habits  of  thinking  which  characterize  the  Scottish 
student  are  greatly  to  be  attributed  to  this  self-instruction. 

The  General  Council  of  this  University  some  time  ago,  after  considera- 
tion of  these  various  conflicting  views,  made  a  representation  to  this  Court, 
in  which  they  suggested  a  remedy,  not  merely  for  the  objectionable 
length  of  the  summer  vacation,  but  for  what  they  regarded  as  another 
evil  in  connection  with  the  curriculum  of  Arts, — ^the  necessity  of  four 
years'  study  to  qualify  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  They  proposed 
to  institute  two  sessions  in  the  year,  of  five  and  three  months  respectively, 
the  attendance  on  each  of  which  should  count  as  qualifying  the  student 
for  graduation,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  go  up  for  his  degree  at  the  end  of 
three  years.  This  very  important  suggestion  was  forwarded  by  this 
Court  to  the  Scottish  Universities  Commissioners,  who  were  then  about 
to  close  their  labours ;  and  the  friends  of  University  reform  have  lately 
been  afforded  an  opportunity  of  learning,  from  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
missioners, printed  for  the  use  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  the  opinion 
entertained  by  them  as  to  the  inexpediency  of  adopting  the  proposal  in 
the  present  state  of  the  Scottish  Universities.  As  this  Report  contains 
many  valuable  observations  on  the  subject  now  under  consideration,  and 
may  not  have  been  seen  by  all  the  members  of  Council,  an  extract  from  it 
is  given  in  the  Appendix  (No.  II.). 

The  Court,  before  expressing  their  opinion  on  the  proposal  for  an 
extension  of  the  winter  session,  will  explain  their  views  on  the  alteration 
suggested  by  the  General  Council,  which,  if  adopted,  would  entirely 
supersede  the  necessity  of  considering  the  other. 

In  the  first  place,  the  Court  have  grave  doubts  as  to  their  power,  under 
the  Universities  (Scotland)  Act,  1858,  to  make  so  sweeping  a  change, 
not  on  the  length  of  the  existing  session,  or  on  the  period  of  attendance 
of  students  on  the  classes,  but  on  the  number  of  sessions  in  each  year, 
and  the  curriculum  which  is  required  for  graduation.  By  such  a  change, 
the  interests  both  of  professors  and  students  might  be  seriously  affected, 
and  the  capacitating  powers,  given  to  the  Court  by  the  statute,  would  be 
jealously  scanned.  It  would  be  a  very  different  matter  from  a  mere 
return  to  the  length  of  winter  session  which  formerly  prevailed  in  this 
and  some  of  the  other  Scottish  Universities. 

But,  in  the  next  place,  it  appears  to  the  Court,  to  say  the  least,  ques- 
tionable whether  it  would  promote  a  thorough  college  education  to 
allow  the  period  of  instruction  in  classics,  philosophy,  and  science, 
required  for  graduation  in  Arts,  to  be  condensed,  at  the  will  of  the 
student,  irrespective  of  any  entrance  examination,  into  three  in  place  of 
four  years.  The  mind  of  a  youth  from  14  to  17  or  18  years  of  age  is 
only  maturing,  and  it  would  be,  at  least  in  many  cases,  inexpedient  to 
attempt  to  crowd  so  much  into  so  short  a  period. 
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Lastlv,  it  appears  to  the  Court  to  be  also  questionable,  whether,  if  so 
much  as  ei^ht  months  in  the  year  is  to  be  spent  at  the  Uniyersilj,  that 
period  should  be  broken  up  into  two  sessions  of  fi?e  months  and  three 
months,  with  an  interval  between  them  of  one  month.  Admitting  that 
there  are  strong  arguments  in  favour  of  short  sessions,  it  would  certainly 
inconvenience  a  large  number  of  students,  now  in  the  habit  of  attending 
the  UniTersitj,  to  spread  the  period  of  public  tuition  ovot  so  many  as 
nine  months  in  the  year. 

With  feference  now  to  the  merits  of  the  proposal  contained  in  the 
memorial  of  the  Lord  Provost,  Magistrates,  and  Town  Council  of 
Glasgow,  the  Court  have  endeavoured,  as  far  as  in  their  power,  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  various  interests  which  its  adoption  would 
affect,  and  have  given  much  consideration  to  its  practicability  and  work- 
ing. While  they  feel  disposed  to  view  it  favourably,  they  are  not  of 
opinion  that  it  is  the  only,  or  even,  perhaps,  the  best,  remedy  within 
their  reach,  and  they  are  glad,  therefore,  that  the  amended  constitution  of 
the  Scottish  Universities  renders  it  necessary  that  all  such  matters  should 
be  discussed  with  the  Senatus  Academicus,  and  submitted  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  General  Council,  and  that  any  resolution  come  to 
should  have  the  sanction  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  University.  It  is  with 
the  view,  then,  of  communicating  with  the  Senatus,  and  of  eliciting  the 
opinion  of  the  Council  on  the  merits  of  the  different  plans  which  might 
be  adopted,  that  these  notes  have  been  prepared. 

The  views  of  the  Court  may  be  shortly  explained. 

1.  The  proposed  lengthening  of  the  winter  session. 

The  Court  recognise  the  advantages  which  an  extension  of  the  length 
of  the  winter  session  possesses  over  every  other  plan,  as  being  a  return  to 
the  former  practice  of  the  University.  They  are  likewise  of  opinion  that 
such  an  extension  would  be  found  to  encroach  less  on  the  occupations 
and  resources  of  the  poorer  students  who  come  to  Glasgow  from  a  dis- 
tance, than  the  adoption  of  a  short  curriculum  session  in  summer.  The 
exact  proportion  in  numbers  which  these  bear  to  the  students  who  are 
permanently  resident  in  the  city,  or  to  those  to  whom  the  expense  of  the 
session  is  a  subordinate  consideration,  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain.  But  the 
Court  consider  they  are  so  numerous  as  to  require  to  have  their  interests 
carefully  i)rotected. 

But,  should  any  increase  be  made  to  the  length  of  the  session,  the 
Court  are  of  opinion  that  it  should  be  such  as  to  enable  the  continuous 
attendance  of  the  students,  in  each  class,  to  be  enforced  during  at  least 
seven-eighths  of  its  endurance.  Nothing  is  more  hurtful  to  the  successful 
teaching  of  a  class  than  the  absence  of  any  large  number  of  the  students, 
either  at  the  beginning  or  end  of  a  session.  Unless  the  Court  have  been 
misinformed,  it  was  in  consequence  of  such  irregularity  of  attendance 
that,  about  forty  years  ago,  it  was  resolved,  by  the  authorities  of  the 
University,  to  curtail  the  session.  It  is  believed  that  many  members  of 
the  Council  may  be  old  enough  to  recollect  the  unprofitable  character  of 
the  studies  which  thisn  preceded,  or  succeeded,  the  commencement  and 
termination  of  the  real  business  of  the  class.  The  whole  work  of  the 
session  ought  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  ensure  not  merely  that  the  subject 
of  instruction  shall  be  regularly  and  fully  treated  by  the  professor,  but 
that  the  progress  of  the  students  shall  be,  as  nearly  as  possible,  aUke. 

In  order,  however,  to  secure  such  attendance,  as  well  as  to  promote,  in 
other  ways,  the  success  of  the  proposed  alteration,  it  would  be  highly 
desirable,  if  not  essential,  to  obtain  the  co-operation  not  only  of  the  other 
Oniversities  of  Scotland,  but  of  the  church  courts  of  all  denominations, 
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and  of  the  legal  and  medical  corporations,  by  whom  the  edacation  of 
intrants  to  the  learned  professions  is  regulated. 

If  eight  months  were  fixed  by  the  four  Universities  as  the  stated  length 
of  the  winter  session,  with  breaks  of  eight  or  ten  days  at  Christmas,  and 
of  a  portion  of  a  week  at  each  of  the  aatamn  and  spring  sacraments,  it 
might  be  expedient  that  the  University  Conrt  shoald  also  enact  that  a 
certificate,  by  the  professor,  of  att^dance  by  the  stadent  for  not  less 
than  twenty-eight  weeks  of  that  time  shoald  be  necessary  to  entitle  him 
to  count  it  as  a  qualification  for  his  degree,  or  for  other  academical  pro> 
motion. 

It  may  be  that  the  other  Universities  of  Scotland  are,  in  some  respects, 
differently  situated  from  Glasgow.  In  particular,  the  same  time  for  com- 
mencing and  ending  the  winter  session  might  not  suit  at  all.  In  Glasgow 
the  most  convenient  session  would  probably  be  found  to  be  from  the  1st 
October  to  the  1st  June.  But  there  seems  to  be  no  objection  to  different 
periods  of  commencement  being  fixed  by  differ^t  Universities,  provided 
they  all  agree  that  the  length  of  the  session  and  the  rules  of  attendance 
in  each  shall  be  the  same. 

This  uniformity  of  practice  is  obviously  desirable,  otherwise  the 
students  might  be  influenced,  in  choosing  their  place  of  study,  by  con- 
siderations of  a  character  that  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  prevail. 

In  reference  to  this  part  of  the  subject,  it  is  material  to  keep  in  view 
that,  in  case  the  Conrt  were  to  call  upon  the  professors  belonging  to  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  to  lengthen  their  session  from  six  to  eight  months  (being 
one-third),  such  of  them  as  were  appointed  since  the  curtailment  of  the 
session  might  consider  themselves  entitled  to  higher  fees.  This  is  a  point 
on  which  the  Court  do  not  wish  prematurely,  and  without  hearing  the 
professors,  to  express  an  opinion,  but  it  would  ultimately  belong  to  the 
Court,  in  terms  of  the  Act,  to  decide  it. 

One  very  important  point  in  connection  with  the  prolongation  of  the 
session  remains  for  consideration.  What  would  be  the  best  means  of 
securing  the  benefits  that  ought  to  result  from  enlarging  the  period  of 
study  in  the  different  Arts  classes  ?  The  Court  do  not  mean,  in  noticing 
this  part  of  the  subject,  to  enter  into  detail.  It  would  necessarily  be 
left  to  each  professor  to  adopt  the  means  he  might  think  best  for  utiliz- 
ing the  additional  time  which  he  would  thus  be  enabled  to  devote  to  the 
instruction  of  his  class.  But  the  Court  think  it  right,  in  order  that  the 
expediency  of  the  proposed  change  may  be  fairly  judged  of,  to  notice 
one  consideration  which  ought  to  be  allowed  weight  in  deciding  the 
question. 

The  regular  public  examination  by  the  professor,  either  daily  or  at 
short  interrals,  of  the  students  attending  the  classes  in  classics,  philosophy, 
and  science,  on  the  subjects  lectured  on  or  taught,  is  one  of  the  distin- 
guishing and  most  valuable  features  of  our  Scottish  University  system. 
The  Court  incline  to  think  that  the  additional  time  proposed  to  be  pro- 
vided mighty  in  many  cases,  be  advantageously  devoted  to  an  extension 
of  this  practice,  and  to  its  application  not  to  the  bare  subject  of  the 
professors*  lectures,  but  to  the  contents  of  the  standard  works  referred  to 
in  the  course  of  these  lectures. 

By  such  means,  or  by  others  which  would  suggest  themselves  to  the 
professors,  the  monotony  of  a  long  session  might  be  relieved,  and  the 
languor  which  often  prevails  towards  the  end  of  it  be  prevented. 
Encouragement  should  also  be  given  to  the  student  not  to  confine  his 
attention  to  the  lectures  of  his  professor,  which,  however  valuable,  can 
convey  only  a  general  view  of  the  subject,  but  to  search  for  himself  those 
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rich  miD6S  of  information  and  thought  which  are  contained  in  the  standard 
literature  of  our  own  and  of  other  countries  and  times.  Such  an  addition 
to  our  present  means  of  tuition,  it  appears  to  the  Court,  would  harmonize 
with  and  be  likelj  to  promote  the  efficiencj  of  our  existing  Scottish 
UniTersitj  system. 

The  Cronrt  have  thus  endeavoured  to  point  out  the  adrantages  of  extend- 
ing the  length  of  the  winter  session,  and  to  laj  down  the  conditions  with- 
out which,  it  appears  to  them,  it  would  not  be  practicable  or  advisable  to 
do  so.  But  they  hare  now  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Senatns  and  the 
Council  to  another  mode  of  meeting  the  wishes  of  the  present  memo- 
rialists, which  not  only  possesses  the  recommendation  of  being  more  easily 
attainable,  but  aims  at  working  out,  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  be 
able  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  a  more  varied  system  of  University  tuition. 

2.  Tutorial  classes. 

The  Court  are  desirous,  at  the  outset,  to  guard  against  its  b^g  sup- 
posed that  they  mean  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  tutorial  system 
as  it  now  exists  in  the  Ei^lish  UniversitieB.  Without  saying  a  word 
either  as  to  the  merits  or  the  abuses  of  that  system,  as  practised  in  the 
sister  kingdom,  the  Court  will  shortly  explain  what  they  contemplate,  as 
not  unsnited  to  advance  the  knowledge  and  improve  the  mental  training  of 
the  Scottish  student 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  not  proposed  to  interfere  with  the  benefits  con- 
ferred by  the  present  system  of  lecturing  to  large  classes,  or  with  the 
frequent  oral  examinations  of  the  students,  during  the  winter  session,  as 
matured  and  practised  in  this  University.  On  the  contrary,  the  sch^ne 
is  meant  to  be  subordinated  to,  and  used  only  as  an  auxiliary  of,  the  exist- 
ing mode  of  University  instruction  in  Scotland. 

The  object  of  the  memorialists  is  to  fill  up,  by  means  of  authorized 
private  instruction  and  stated  hours  of  study  in  the  University,  some 
part  of  the  summer  vacation  between  May  and  November.  The  parties 
who  have  now  expressed  themselves  anxious  for  some  such  change  can  wdl 
afford  to  contribute  towards  the  extra  expense  it  may  occasion.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  thought  that  any  plan  to  be  adopted  for  these  ends  might 
be  so  contrived  as  not  to  affect  injuriously  the  interests  of  those  who  by 
reason  of  its  costliness  might  find  themselves  excluded  from  its  benefits. 

The  necessity  for  increasing  the  staff  of  University  instructors  in 
connection  with  many  of  the  chairs  of  our  Scottish  Universities,  was  ably 
argued  in  the  report  on  the  tutorial  system  submitted  to  the  General 
Council  of  this  University^on  the  30th  October  1861.  But  the  question 
was  then  viewed  chiefly  in  relation  to  the  greater  teaching  power  required 
during  the  winter  session  in  aid  of  the  professor.  With  that  object  the 
Boyal  Commissioners  have  since  made  provision  for  the  appointment  of 
assistants  by  several  of  the  professors,  and  this  now  forms  an  important 
feature  in  our  improved  University  system. 

But  the  applicability  and  value  of  tutorial  instruction  to  be  given  in 
the  University  during  a  part  of  the  long  summer  vacation,  as  an  auxi- 
liary to  the  instruction  of  the  winter  session,  has  not  yet  received  the 
att^tion  which  it  appears  to  the  Court  to  deserve. 

The  Court,  therefore,  are  anxious  to  give  this  plan  the  fullest  considera- 
tion, and,  with  the  view  of  doing  so,  they  invite  the  Senatus  Academicus 
and  the  General  Council  to  express  their  opinion  upon  it. 

The  general  features  of  the  plan  may  be  thus  shortly  indicated.  It 
would,  at  least  for  the  present,  apply  only  to  students  in  Arts.  It  would 
be  optional  with  every  such  student  either  to  prosecute  his  studies  at 
home,  as  at  present,  or  to  enrol  himself  in  one  or  more  of  the  classes  to 
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be  formed,  for  reading  and  private  instmctioD,  and  for  promoting 
chamber  stady,  under  tutors  appointed  by  this  Conrt,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Senatus  Academicus,  or  of  the  indiyidual  professors,  after 
such  competitive  or  other  examination  as  might  hereafter  be  resolved 
on.  The  classes  might  each  meet  for  two  hours  daily,  during  three 
months  of  the  summer  vacation,  and  the  number  of  students  attending 
each  class  might  be  limited  to  eight  or  ten.  The  subjects  to  be  taught 
by  each  tutor  in  his  classes,  and  the  mode  of  instruction,  would  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  professor  occupying  the  chair  to  which  each  such  tutor- 
ship was  attached.  The  subject  would  be  either  that  which  had  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  students  during  the  preceding  winter  session,  or  that 
which  was  to  occupy  their  time  during  the  succeeding  session.  The 
mode  of  instruction  would  be  generally  by  reading  and  essay  writing, 
both  in  the  class  and  at  home,  and  by  catechetical  examination  in  the 
class,  conducted  either  viva  voce  or  in  writing. 

The  advantages  that  might  be  expected  to  result  from  such  a  system, 
if  fairly  worked  out,  are  very  obvious.  The  close  contact  into  which 
the  mind  of  each  student  would  be  continuously  brought  with  that  of  his 
instructor,  the  constant  opportunities  that  would  be  afforded  to  the 
student  for  asking  explanation  and  seeking  the  solution  of  difficulties, 
and  the  facilities  which  would  be  given  to  the  instructor,  in  an  informal 
way,  to  elucidate  the  matter  and  criticise  the  manner  of  his  author, 
would  all,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  contribute  to  render  such  an 
adjunct  to  the  regular  lectures  of  the  professors  of  the  greatest  possible 
value. 

The  Court  are  prepared  to  find  that  various  practical  difficulties  lie 
in  the  way  of  such  a  plan,  and  in  particular  that  there  is  an  important 
fiuancial  difficulty.  But  all  these,  it  is  believed,  might  ere  long  be  over- 
come. The  Court  are  of  opinion  that  the  class  fees  payable  to  the 
tutors  might,  without  undue  pressure,  be  fixed  so  high  as,  along  with 
the  endowments  to  be  expected  from  wealthy  individuals  in  and  around 
this  great  city,  to  afford  an  adequate  remuneration  to  the  tutors. 
Already  some  such  endowments  have  been  conferred  on  this  University, 
and  others  are  talked  of ;  while  the  professors'  assistants  would  probably 
not  feel  disinclined  to  co-operate  in  the  good  work,  thereby  securing  an 
immediate  staff  for  the  purposes  contemplated. 

The  whole  details  of  the  plan,  and  its  execution,  should  be  strictly 
academical,  and  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Senatus  Academicns 
and  of  this  Court. 

At  the  end  of  last  winter  session  an  attempt  was  made  to  originate  a 
plan  of  instruction  during  a  part  of  the  summer  vacation,  but  its  object 
was  not  made  known  to  the  public  in  such  time  as  to  enable  students  to 
make  the  necessary  arrangements  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  and  its  details 
were  also  perhaps  not  sufficiently  matured. 

In  conclusion,  the  Court  will  be  happy  to  receive  from  the  Senatus 
Academicns,  and  the  General  Council,  such  observations  on  the  alternative 
plans  now  explained  as  they  see  fit  to  address  the  Court. 

Appendix  No.  I. 

MBMOBIALS  TO  THE  GLASGOW  UNIYBBSITT  COURT. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Lord  Provost,  Magistrates,  and  Council  of  the 

City  of  Glasgow ; 
Skeweth^ — ^That    your    memorialists  regard  the  establishment   of  a 
University  in  Glasgow  as  a  circumstance  which  in  remote  ages  materially 
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contributed  to  enhance  the  importance  of  the  citj,  and  in  later  times 
has  exercised  an  elevating  influence  not  only  on  its  native  population, 
but  also  on  that  of  the  whole  of  the  West  of  Scotland. 

That  thej,  therefore,  hold  the  institution  in  the  highest  estimation,  and 
as  deserving  of  the  respect  and  support  as  well  of  the  inhabitants  at  large 
as  of  those  elected  to  exercise  the  municipal  authoritj  and  watch  over  the 
general  welfare  of  the  community. 

That  the  number  of  young  men,  natives  of  Glasgow,  who  received  their 
education  in  this  University  was  in  former  times  very  considerable  in 
proportion  to  tl^e  population,  and  in  particular,  from  the  commencement 
of  the  century  to  the  year  1813,  the  number  of  students  in  the  gown 
classes  had  increased  threefdd ;  but  since  that  period  the  numbers  have 
diminished,  and  have  never  even  equalled  those  of  1813,  notwithstanding 
the  rapid  increase  of  the  population,  especially  of  this  city. 

That  your  memorialists  are  of  opinion  that  the  arrangement  of  the 
periods  of  teaching,  by  which  a  long  summer  vacation  is  given,  has  been 
one  great  cause  of  the  change  which  they  lament. 

That,  to  go  no  farther  back  than  the  beginning  of  this  century,  the 
summer  vacation  has  been  in  the  interim  ext^ded  by  one-half, — ^begin- 
ing  as  it  then  did  on  the  1st  or  even  10th  of  June,  and  terminating  on 
the  10th  October;  while  now  it  commences  on  the  1st  May,  and  ends 
on  1st  November, — ^the  consequence  being  that  a  continued  cessation  from 
study  takes  place  for  at  least  six  months  each  year,  besides  shorter  periods 
of  holidays  during  winter. 

That  one  consequence  of  this  arrangement  is,  that  students  of  Latin, 
Greek,  logic,  etc.,  many  of  whom  are  rerj  young  in  years,  and  not 
always  disposed,  of  their  own  accord,  to  pursue  in  private,  during 
summer,  the  instructions  received  during  the  winter  session,  are  left 
without  the  inducement  to  perseverance  which  a  more  continuous  course 
of  tuition  would  a£ford ;  often  spending  in  absolute  idleness  the  whole 
summer  vacation;  not  advancing,  but  retrograding  from  the  point  at 
which  they  had  arrived  at  its  commencement ;  and  thus  not  only  losing 
their  time,  but  losing  what  is  even  more  precious,  the  habit  of  industry 
and  application. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  danger  of  such  a  result  forms  one  great 
cause  why  many  of  our  wealthier  citizens,  with  whom  a  desire  to  see  their 
sons  well  educated  must  hold  a  prominent  place,  prefer  to  sacrifice  this 
wish  rather  than  expose  them  to  the  influences  of  the  present  system ;  or 
perhaps,  by  way  of  avoiding  these,  seek  at  a  distance  that  education 
which  should  be  attainable  at  home. 

That  your  memorialists  would  deeply  regret  the  continuance  of  any 
impediment  to  the  citizens  of  Glasgow  and  the  people  of  the  West 
of  Scotland  generally  availing  themselves  of  a  University  education.  They 
feel  persuaded  that  it  would  tend  greatly  to  intellectual  elevation,  and  tl^ 
advancement  of  true  social  enjoyment  in  the  community,  were  an  increas- 
ing number  of  the  sons  of  our  citizens  to  devote  their  earlier  years  to  the 
systematic  course  of  study  pursued  in  the  University.  That  thereby 
would  be  avoided  the  too  frequent  error  of  introdadng  youths  to  the 
pursuits  of  business  with  a  meagre  and  superficial  education,  while 
scarcely  advanced  beyond  boyhood,  and  when  the  value  of  their  services 
must  be  inconsiderable,  as  compared  with  the  sacrifices  of  the  golden 
opportunity  which  youth  affords  of  enlarging  their  acquirements  in 
science  and  literature. 

That  your  memorialists  are  aware  that  the  subject  of  extending  the 
annual  period  of  tuition  has  already  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
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Coart  by  the  Oeneral  Council  of  the  University,  and  also  through  a 
memorial  signed  by  many  most  respectable  inhabitants,  which  was  placed 
before  the  Court  some  months  ago.  They  are  also  aware  that,  during  the 
summer  of  the  present  year,  the  opportunity  of  tuition  by  the  assistants 
of  certain  of  the  professors  has  been  afforded;  and  your  memorialists 
cannot  but  commend  this  arrangement,  as  evincing  a  desire  on  the  part 
of  the  professors  to  meet  the  wishes  and  necessities  of  the  pubhc.  They 
believe,  however,  that  advantage  has  not  been  very  extensively  taken  of 
these  classes ;  and  it  is  probable  this  may  continue  to  be  the  case  so  long 
as  such  summer  classes  form  no  part  of  the  regular  University  course. 

That,  as  your  memorialists  cannot  but  look  on  the  present  arrangements 
as  insufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  public,  and  as  diminishing  the 
usefulness  of  the  University,  they  earnestly  recommend  to  your  honour- 
able Court,  to  whom  the  regulation  of  the  system  and  periods  of  study 
has  been  committed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  to  take  the  matter  into  early 
consideration,  and,  in  default  of  some  wider  scheme  involving  a  separate 
summer  session,  as  suggested  by  the  General  Council,  to  make  such  pro- 
vision for  extending  the  period  of  tuition,  particularly  in  the  Arts  classes, 
as  would  include  at  least  eight  months  in  each  year,  exclusive  of  all 
holidays,  thus  leaving  still  four  months  for  relaxation  to  professors  and 
students.  In  the  meantime,  and  failing  the  adoption  of  what  may  appear 
to  be  preferable,  your  memorialists  would  respectfully  urge  the  propriety 
of  returning  to  the  custom,  prevalent  at  the  commencement  of  the  century, 
of  making  the  winter  session  to  commence  on  the  10th  of  October  and  be 
carried  on  continuously  till  at  least  the  first  day  of  the  following  June. 

The  Memorial  of  the  undersigned  Merchants  and  Inhabitants  of  the 
City  of  Glasgow,  to  the  Members  of  the  University  Court ; 

Shewtth^ — ^That  the  mnnorialists  deeply  regret  that  the  existing 
arrangements  in  the  popular  classes  of  humanity,  Greek,  logic,  mathe- 
matics, etc.,  of  the  ancient  University  of  Glasgow  do  not  admit  of  the 
sons  of  our  citizens  being  educated  in  a  suitable  and  satisfactory  manner, 
and  that,  in  consequence,  it  has  for  many  years  past  been  usual  to  send 
youths  from  home  at  a  tender  age  to  obtain,  in  England  or  elsewhere, 
that  liberal  education  which,  under  better  arrangements,  might  have  been 
obtained  for  them  in  their  native  city. 

That  the  present  long  vacation  of  six  or  seven  consecutive  months  is 
a  great  disadvantage  to  the  University  students,  who  during  this  large 
portion  of  the  year  are  deprived  of  the  instruction  so  essential  at  their 
age. 

That  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago  the  University  course  extended  over 
seven  or  eight  months  of  the  year ;  and  at  that  period  the  attendance  at 
the  classes  increased  from  year  to  year,  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
the  wealth  and  population  of  the  city. 

That  in  thirteen  years,  from  1800  to  1813,  the  number  of  students  in 
the  gown  classes  was  tripled.  That  since  the  year  1813,  although  the 
population  of  Glasgow  has  increased  fourfold,  and  the  wealth  of  the  city 
in  a  much  greater  ratio,  the  numbers  attending  the  gown  classes  have 
scarcely  been  maintained,  while  a  very  much  smaller  proportion  of  the 
students  than  formerly  are  natives  of  the  city. 

That  for  these  reasons  the  memorialists  beg  leave  earnestly  to  entreat 
the  University  Court  to  restore  the  ancient  practice,  approved  by  former 
experience,  of  not  less  than  eight  months'  annual  instruction  by  the 
professors,  aided  by  competent,  assistants,  such  period  being  divided  into 
two  sessions,  with  a  short  and  k)ng  vacation,  affording  ample  relaxation 
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to  the  professors  as  well  as  to  the  stndents.  That  the  memorialists 
cannot  doabt  that  snch  an  alteration  wonld  be  speedily  followed  by  a  great 
increase  of  stadents,  more  especially  in  all  the  popular  classes. 

Appendix  No.  II. 

Extract  from  Gkneral  Bipart  of  the  ScoUuk    Universities  Commissioners^ 

dated  Uth  May  1863. 

LENGTH  OF  THE  SESSION  IN  THE  FACULTY  OF  ABTS. 

In  connection  with  degrees  in  Arts,  it  may  be  right  for  ns  to  advert  to 
a  question  which  has  lately  been  much  discossed  in  some  of  the  Univer- 
sities, as  to  the  expediency  of  institating  summer  sessions  for  stnd^ts  in 
the  Faculty  of  Arts.  At  present,  the  classes  included  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  study  in  that  Faculty  assemble  during  the  winter  session  onlj, 
which,  in  each  University,  extends  over  a  period  of  from  twenty-three  to 
twenty-five  weeks — from  the  end  of  October,  or  beg^inning  of  November,  to 
the  beginning  or  end  of  April.  There  is  thus  a  continuous  vacation  in 
each  University  of  fully  six  months.  It  was  represented  to  us  that  evils 
arise  from  the  suspension  of  the  studies  of  young  men  at  the  Universitj 
for  BO  long  a  period ;  and  many  persons,  who  are  persuaded  of  the  ex- 
istence of  such  evils,  advocate  strongly  the  introduction  of  a  different 
arrangement,  by  which  instruction  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  may  be 
extended  over  a  portion  of  the  summer. 

This  subject,  from  its  importance,  engaged  our  attention'  at  an  early 
stage  of  our  proceedings,  and  we  made  careful  inquiries  regarding  it.  In 
answer  to  these  inquiries,  the  most  opposite  views  were  expressed  to  ns, 
and  we  found  that,  even  admitting  it  to  be  desirable  that  opportunities  of 
instruction  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  should  be  afforded  to  students  during 
the  summer  months,  any  arrangement  prolonging  the  necessary  attend- 
ance of  the  students  of  the  University  over  a  much  larger  portion  of  the 
year  than  is  now  required  was  surrounded  with  very  serious  difficulties. 
The  objection  with  which  we  were  most  strongly  impressed  lay  in  the 
difficulty  which,  it  was  said,  a  departure  from  the  present  system  would 
throw  in  the  way  of  poor  students  in  completing  then:  studies  at  the 
University.  It  is  undoubted  that  a  very  large  number  of  the  stnd«ita 
in  the  Scotch  Universities  are  in  exceedingly  poor  circumstances.  Many 
of  them  engage  during  the  summer  in  teaching  and  other  employments, 
in  order  to  get  the  means  of  supporting  themselves  at  the  Universitj 
during  the  winter; — and,  even  with  the  winter  session  at  its  present 
length,  the  professors  receive,  in  the  last  few  weeks  of  its  course,  frequent 
applications  from  students  to  dispense  with  their  longer  attendance  for 
the  session,  on  account  of  their  scanty  funds  being  already  exhausted. 
We  were  told  by  many  persons,  having  the  best  opportunities  of  forming 
an  opinion,  that  the  institution  of  a  compulsory  summer  session  wonld 
have  the  effect  of  depriving  many  deserving  young  men  altogether  of  the 
advantages  of  a  University  education. 

The  subject  was  again  brought  under  our  notice,  shortly  before  the 
expiration  of  our  powers,  by  a  minute  of  the  University  Court  of  the 
University  of  Glasgow  of  5th  November  1862,  transmitting  to  us,  along 
with  certain  resolutions  of  the  Court,  a  carefully-considered  and  elaborate 
report  prepared  by  a  committee  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Univer- 
sity. This  report  recommended  the  shortening  of  the  winter  session  to 
five  months,  beginning  with  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  and  the 
institution  of  a  smnmer  session  of  three  months,  beginning  with  the 
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second  Tuesday  of  April ;  aad  it  embodied  a  scheme  for  the  completion 
of  a  coarse  of  study  for  a  degree  in  three  winter  and  three  summer 
sessions.  It  contained  also  much  valuable  information,  and  many  im- 
portant suggestions  worthy  of  serious  and  careful  consideration. 

At  the  same  time,  after  giving  to  the  report  the  attention  which  it  well 
deserved,  we  were  not  induced  to  alter  the  opinion  at  which  we  had  pre- 
viously arrived,  that  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  require  of  all  candidates 
for  a  degree  attendance  daring  a  much  longer  period  of  the  year  than  at 
present.  Allowing  the  system  pursued  in  the  English  Universities — 
under  which,  mainly  by  the  occurrence  of  more  frequent  vacations,  the 
period  of  study  at  the  University  is  made  to  extend  over  a  larger  portion 
of  the  year — ^to  be  preferable  in  theory  to  the  usage  of  the  Scotch  Uni- 
versities, it  must  yet  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  English  system  is 
comparatively  an  expensive  one,  and  is  suited  for  persons  of  more  liberal 
means  than  many  of  those  who  receive  their  education  in  the  Scotch 
Universities  possess. 

But  further,  we  think  that  the  present  arrangement,  even  with  a  view 
to  the  benefit  of  the  studenti  is  not  without  advantage,  and  that  it  is 
possible  to  attach  too  exclusive  importance  to  mere  attendance  on  lectures 
at  the  University.  The  object  and  advantages  of  a  University  education 
are  not  confined  to  the  instruction  received  within  the  classroom.  Besides 
imparting  information,  the  lectures  of  the  professors  are  intended  in  a 
great  measure  to  guide  and  to  stimulate  private  study,  and  for  this  the 
long  vacation  affords  the  best  opportunity.  The  student  is  then  enabled 
to  revise,  by  himself  and  at  leisure,  the  subjects  of  his  University  studies, 
and  to  consider  more  fully  and  carry  out  to  their  legitimate  conclusions 
the  principles  which  he  has  heard  enunciated  by  his  professors.  The 
encouragement  thus  given  to  independent  thought  has  an  importance  not 
lightly  to  be  disregarded. 

It  must  be  also  borne  in  mind,  that  under  existing  regulations  oppor- 
tunities of  instruction  in  the  various  branches  of  natural  science  are 
afforded  during  the  summer  months,  from  May  to  August,  and  that  it  is 
unnecessary,  therefore,  that  the  studies  of  young  men  at  the  Universities 
should  be  suspended  during  the  whole  of  the  long  vacation.  It  is  true 
that  at  present  no  attendance  on  these  branches  is  required  for  a  degree 
in  Arts,  except  in  the  University  of  Aberdeen  ;  but  still  the  opportunity  of 
attending  them  is  presented,  if  students,  or  those  who  have  the  guidance 
of  their  education,  think  it  desirable  that  they  should  avail  themselves  of 
it.  It  is  further  open  to  any  of  the  Universities,  by  the  institution  of 
summer  courses  of  lectures  on  the  branches  embraced  in  the  ordinary 
curriculum,  to  enable  students,  if  they  please,  to  prosecute  their  studies 
at  the  University  in  these  branches  during  a  portion  of  the  present  long 
vacation.  Such  a  course,  we  understand,  is  about  to  be  adopted  in  the 
University  of  Glasgow,  and  is  free  from  the  objections  which  would  apply 
to  an  arrangement  making  it  imperative  on  all  students  to  prolong  the 
period  of  their  attendance  at  the  University  much  beyond  what  is  now 
required. 

For  the  present,  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  has  satisfied  us 
that  the  sudden  introduction,  as  a  measure  compulsory  on  the  students, 
of  any  great  change  from  long  established  usage  in  regard  to  the  Uni- 
versity session,  would  be  attended  with  serious  danger. 

The  expediency  of  forming,  by  Ordinance,  a  winter  session  of  uniform 
length  for  all  the  Universities,  was  also  pressed  on  our  attention  by  various 
persons.  But,  in  consequence  mainly  of  the  half-yearly  sacramental  fast- 
days  occurrmg,  under  existing  arrangements,  at  different  periods  relatively 
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to  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  session  at  the  different  Unirersitj  seats, 
it  would  be  difficnlt,  without  making  the  session  materially  longer  or 
materially  shorter  than  at  present,  to  establish  complete  uniformity  in 
regard  to  it  Practically,  howerer,  there  is  now  little  real  difference  a«  to 
the  length  of  the  session  in  the  different  Universities ;  for  although  in 
one  the  session  may  be  nominally  a  week  or  a  fortnight  longer  than  in 
another,  the  nominally  longer  session  will  be  found  to  be  interrupted  by 
a  larger  number  of  holidays.  Thus,  in  Glasgow,  where  the  session  is 
nominally  longest,  there  is  a  considerable  number  of  holidays,  including 
a  week  at  Christmas,  and  a  period  of  nearly  a  week  at  the  time  of  the 
sacratnental  fast  in  the  beginning  of  April ;  while  in  Aberdeen,  where  the 
session  is  apparently  shortest,  the  only  holidays  throughout  its  course 
are  Christmas  day  and  New  Year's  day.  and  occasionally  two  additional 
days  when  those  usual  holidays  occur  towards  the  end  of  a  week. 

II. — Remarks  by  the  Senatus  op  Glasgow  XJNivBRsnT  on  the 
Notes  communicated  by  the  University  Court.  Approved  by 
Minute  of  25th  April  1864. 

The  Senate  of  the  University  of  Glasgow,  while  thanking  the  University 
Court  for  the  attention  it  has  bestowed  on  the  subject  of  the  notes 
communicated  to  the  members  of  Senate  in  November  last,  and  agreeing 
with  the  main  tenour  of  the  views  held  by  the  Court,  desires  to  make 
a  few  remarks  on  some  of  the  points  suggested  by  these  notes. 

The  first  subject  to  which  these  direct  attention  is  ^  the  complaint 
^made  in  these  memorials  that,  in  consequence  of  the  winter  session 
^  having  been  shortened,  or  rather  of  the  summer  vacation  haying  been 
^  lengthened,'  since  the  beginning  of  this  century,  the  number  of  students 
in  Arts  has  not  increased  in  proportion  to  the  population  of  Glasgow,  as 
the  memorialists  think  it  did  in  the  first  thirteen  years  of  this  century ; 
which  complaint  is  accompanied  by  a  proposal  that  the  ^  ancient  practice' 
should  be  restored,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  University  to  become 
a  substitute  for  the  English  and  other  boarding-schools,  to  which  it  is 
alleged  many  Glasgow  boys  are  at  present  sent. 

There  are  several  considerations  suggested  by  the  terms  of  the 
memorial.  It  is  to  be  observed,  in  the  first  place,  that  our  Scottish 
University  system — as,  indeed,  the  memorialists  must  be  aware — is  quite 
unsnited  to  undertake  the  whole  responsibility  of  educating  the  youth  of 
the  country  from  their  boyhood.  The  University  has  no  machinery  for 
this  task,  and  it  might  do  much  social  mischief  for  it  to  seem  to  accept 
such  a  charge. 

Secondly,  we  would  call  attention  to  the  distinction  drawn  between 
lengthening  the  vacation  and  shortening  the  session.  This  distinction 
suggests  that  the  words  vacation  and  session  are  not  used  correlatively, 
that  what  is  added  to  *•  vacation '  is  not  necessarily  taken  from  '  session,* 
which  is  indeed  the  case  if  the  latter  phrase  be  taken  to  mean  the 
working  sessian^ — ^that  is,  the  portion  of  the  year  during  which  the  students 
regularly  attend  their  classes  (to  which  period  the  studenfa  vacation  is 
complementary), — and  the  word  vacation  to  mean  the  part  of  the  year 
during  which  there  are  no  professorial  lectures.  In  this  sense,  if  the 
professors  lectured  for  eight  months,  there  would  be  only  a  four  months 
vacation;  and  yet  if  no  student  attended  more  than  five  months,  the 
working  session  would  be  no  longer  than  now. 

The  student's  session  may  be  practically  considered  to  be  the  period 
during  which  a  student  must  attend  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  attendance, 
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for  this  is  really  the  period  of  actual  attendance  of  the  majority  of 
students.  This  period,  which  is  fixed  by  the  practice  of  the  church 
courts  and  other  external  public  bodies  requiring  certificates,  has  not, 
so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  ever  been  longer  than  it  is  at  present.  Being 
beyond  University  control,  it  is  the  same  for  all  the  Uniyersities.  If  the 
presbyteries,  etc.,  instead  of  accepting  mere  certificates  of  attendance 
on  classes,  required  the  degree  in  Arts,  the  four  Univeisities  acting  in 
concert  could,  if  it  were  desirable,  alter  the  length  of  the  compulsory 
session;  but  as  matters  now  stand,  this  is  obriously  impracticable. 
The  nominal  session  (or  period  during  which  the  professors  lecture) 
need  not,  under  existing  arrangements,  coincide  with  the  other ;  but  it  is 
plain  that,  especially  in  the  scientific  and  philosophical  classes,  the 
business  of  a  class  will  be  conducted  more  efficiently,  and  with  less  waste 
of  power,  and  a  subject  wiU  be  treated  more  systematically  and  advan- 
tageously, vfhm  the  two  periods  nearly  coincide.  For  instance,  if  the 
student's  session  be  five  months,  and  the  professor's  eight,  there  will  bo 
two  periods  of  three  months  at  the  beginning  and  end,  during  which  the 
class  will  be  fluctuating  and  disorganized,  and  only  two  months  in 
the  middle  of  efficient  work.  It  is  clear  that  the  students  who  attend  the 
first  or  last  five  months  of  an  eight  months'  course  will  receive  but  a 
fragment  of  the  instruction  given ;  while  if  the  nominal  session  be  only 
moderately  longer  than  the  real,  there  is  a  strong  inducement  for  students 
to  make  an  effort  to  attend  the  short  period  by  which  the  one  exceeds 
the  other,  in  order  to  have  the  benefit  of  a  complete  course.  On  this 
head  it  is  needless  to  add  to  the  excellent  remarks  at  page  8  of  the 
Court's  notes,  further  than  to  observe  that,  in  the  other  Scottish  Uni- 
versities, the  nominal  session  is  hardly  longer  than  the  five  months  of  the 
student's  session ;  that  the  present  session  at  Glasgow  is  one-fifth  longer, 
while  the  Court  is  of  opinion  that  it  ought  not  to  be  more  than  one- 
seventh  longer. 

But  it  is  natural  to  ask,  what  was  the  nature  of  the  ^  ancient  practice ' 
commended  in  the  memorials?  In  the  Report  of  the  Royal' Commission 
of  1830  it  is  said :  ^  It  appears  from  some  part  of  the  evidence,  and  also 
^  from  the  statistical  account  (p.  34) '  [attributed  to  Dr.  Thomas  Reid, 
and  therefore  dating  before  1794],  Hhat,  about  the  end  of  last  century, 
*•  the  session,  which  began  on  the  10th  of  October,  continued  in  some 
*'  classes  to  the  middle  of  May,  and  in  others  to  the  10th  of  June.'  In  a 
return  to  the  Commissioners,  the  Senate  (in  1826)  say  that,  ^during  the 
'  18th  century,'  the  Gown  classes  commenced  on  the  10th  October  and 
continued  tiU  10th  June  annually ;  but  that  the  professors,  having  for 
many  years  past  found  that  few  or  no  students  attended  so  soon, 
and  that  the  students  generally  left  college  by  the  beginning  of  May, 
had  ceased  to  commence  lectures  before  the  end  of  October,  or  to  con- 
tinue after  1st  May. 

That  in  1794  the  session  terminated  on  1st  May,  appears  from  the 
earliest  copy,  of  the  Okugaw  Herald  in  the  library.  There,  under  date 
2d  May  1794,  will  be  found  an  account  of  the  distribution  of  prizes  on 
the  previous  day,  which  might  easily  be  mistaken  for  that  of  1st  May  1864.* 
One  or  two  of  the  professors,  however^  seem  to  have  tried  to  carry  on 
their  classes  longer.  The  following  evidence,  for  instance,  was  given  on 
4th  January  1827,  before  the  Commissioners,  by  a  member  of  the  present 
University  Court,  who  has  seen  more  of  the  working  of  the  University 

*  See  alao  a  poetical  descriptioii  of  the  *  Distribution  of  Prizes  in  the  Common  Hall  of 
the  University  of  Qlssguw,  on  the  Ist  of  May  1798,*  by  Thomas  OampbeU,  then  a 
student  of  fourteen.

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t'lan  anj  man  livinf^ : — *•  When  I  was  a  stndent  at  college  *  (in  1802), 
^  Mr.  Jardine  and  Mr.  Richardson  occasionally  tanght  their  classes  for 
^  a  fortnight  after  Ist  May.  I  attended  Mr.  Jardine's  class  on  one  sach 
*'  occasion.  The  students  were  very  anxious  to  get  away,  and  little  good 
^  was  done.'  Similar  cTidence  has  appeared  in  the  newspapers,  and  all 
who  remember  that  state  of  things  seem  to  agree  in  the  above  statement 

It  is  not  clear  when  or  how  the  date  of  10th  October  came  to  be 
adopted  for  the  nominal  commencement  of  the  session.  The  Parlia- 
mentary visitation  of  all  the  Scottish  Universities,  immediately  after  the 
Revolution,  forbade  the  commracement  before  the  1st  November  of  the 
session  in  any  of  the  classes  in  any  of  the  Universities;  the  Royal 
Commissioners,  who  in  1727  visited  Glasgow  alone,  fixed  the  20Ui  of 
October  for  the  commencement  of  the  gown  classes,  and  the  1st  of 
November  for  the  others  (viz.  divinity,  law,  medicme,  orioital 
languages,  mathematics,  and  history);  so  that  the  practice  of  com- 
mencing on  10th  October  must  have  been  introduced  at  some  period 
between  1727  and  about  1765,  when,  according  to  the  foUowing  evid^ice, 
it  was  going  out. 

The  Rev.  Sir  Henry  Moncrieff,  being  examined  before  the  Commifl- 
sioners  on  18th  November  1826,  said,  in  reply  to  a  question  as  to  the 
length  of  the  session,  ^  there  were  some  innovations  during  the  time  I 
'  studied  there '  [at  Ghisgow] ;  ^  but  it  must  be  recollected  that  I  am  re- 
^  f erring  to  a  period  of  upwards  of  sixty  years  ago '  [say  1765].    ^  The 

*  old  rule  was,  that  upon  the  10th  of  June  the  session  rose ;    but  the 

*  greater  part  of  the  young  men  were  commonly  away  by  the  20th  of  May, 

*  and  regular  attendance  was  not  much  given  after  the  1st  of  May.  The 
^  session  commenced  on  the  10th  of  October,  but  the  classes  were  never 
*'  filled  up  till  the  beginning  of  November :  many  of  them  did  not  begin 
^  the  proper  business  of  the  class  till  then.' 

It  appears  from  this  evidence  that  though  the  professor's  vacation  was 
at  one  time  shorter,  the  student's  session  was  probably  no  longer  than 
now ;  whil6  the  natural  consequence  of  the  nominal  considerably  exceed- 
ing the  real  session  was  felt  in  the  long  interval,  ^  which,'  the  Ck)urt 
remarks,  *  then  preceded  or  succeeded  the  commencement  antf  termination 
^  of  the  real  business  of  the  class : '  an  interval  which  was  necessarily 
followed  up  with  desultory  work,*  disheartening  to  the  professor,  and 
producing  listlessness  and  inattention  in  the  students,  so  as  injuriously 
to  affect  their  discipline  and  mental  habits  through  the  whole  session. 

The  contemporaries  and  imtnediate  successors  of  Adam  Smith 
probably  acted  wisely  in  getting  rid  of  this  source  of  evil,  by  adapting 
the  commencement  and  length  of  the  session  to  what  experience  had 
showed  to  be  the  wants  of  those  who  really  support  the  University ;  and 
we  agree  with  the  Court  in  thinking  that  it  would  not  be  wise  to  repro- 
duce irregularity  by  reviving  this  '  ancient  practice,'  which,  if  ever,  was 
in  force  only  during  the  period  between  the  Royal  visitation  of  1727 
and  the  year  1794  (or  1765  T).  This  leads  us  to  consider  what  may 
have  been  the  connection  between  the  length  of  the  session  and  the  numb^ 
of  students. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  1830,  p.  263,  statistics  are 
given,  showing  that  the  number  of  'Togati'  was

*  For  inatanoOf  Professor  Jftrdine  used  to  preloot  on  *  LoDginua  de  SablimiUte '  before 
begiuning  his  regular  course. 
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On  which  the  CommissioDers  observe:  'It  is  remarkable  that  in  six 
''  years,  from  1800  to  1806,  the  number  of  students  at  the  gown  classes 
^  was  rather  more  than  doubled,  and  in  seven  years  more  it  was  tripled ; 
'  but  for  several  years  after  1813-14  it  declined,  and  has  never  recovered 
'*•  the  amount  of  the  session  last  specified.  In  1828-29  there  were  222 
^  fewer  than  in  1813-14.  How  far  the  decrease  of  numbers  may  have 
^  beoi  occasioned  by  the  augmentation  of  fees  in  1818,  does  not  appear 
'  from  any  evidence ;  but  it  is  fair  to  state  that,  notwithstanding  the 
*'  augmentation  of  fees  which  had  been  previously  introduced  in  1800,  the 
^  numbers,  though  stationary  for  a  few  years,  soon  began  to  increase. 
^  Circumstancea  which  have  affected  the  prosperity  of  the  country  may  account 
^  in  great  measure  for  the  present  diminution  of  numbers* 

To  the  statistics  given  in  this  extract  we  may  add  the  following 
quotation  from  M'Ure's  History  of  Glasgow^  published  in  1736 :  ^  This 
^  University,'  says  he,  ^  one  year  with  another,  educates  between  200  and 
^300  students,  besides  the  students  of  tlieology,  law,  physic,  and 
^  other  libera]  sciences.'  Comparing  this  with  the  Report  of  1830,  it 
would  appear  that  the  number  of  togati  did  not  materially  increase 
between  1736  and  1800,  when  the  ^  ancient  practice  was  in  force,'  but 
increased  rapidly  after  1800,  when  the  practice  was  finally  abandoned. 

Jt  is  impossible  to  attribute  the  sudden  increase  after  1800  to  an 
expiring  practice.  But  neither  do  statistics  bear  out  the  theory  that 
the  increased  population  of  Glasgow  had  much  to  do  with  it ;  for 
Glasgow  increased  160  per  cent,  between  1745  and  1800,  when  the 
number  of  students  seems  to  have  been  stationary ;  increased  only  about 
16  per  cent  between  1800  and  1806,  when  the  number  of  togati  doubled; 
and  increased  only  about  50  per  cent,  between  1800  and  1813,  while  the 
number  of  togati  increased  200  per  cent. ;  so  that  there  does  not  seem 
any  proportion  between  the  increase  of  the  population  of  Glasgow  and 
that  of  the  number  of  ^  togati.' 

Statistics  apart,  it  is  not  obvious  that  commercial  prosperity  has  any 
tendency  to  increase  the  popular  appreciation  of  learning;  while  the 
abundance  of  employments  open  to  young  men,  in  which  success  is  not 
directly  promoted  by  science  or  scholarship,  and  the  haste  of  young  men 
of  another  rank  (not  without  their  elders'  approbation)  to  enter  business 
at  a  time  of  life  when,  in  less  prosperous  times,  they  might  have  been 
considered  only  half  educated,  have  certainly  an  opposite  tendency — ^in 
so  much  that  it  has  been  stated  on  good  authority  that  the  numbers  at 
the  University  generally  increase  during  stagnation  of  trade.  It  is 
therefore  difficult  to  give  an  adequate  explanation  of  the  curious  fact  of 
the  sudden  increase  of  numbers  of  togati  between  1800  and  1813,  but 
the  cause,  whatever  it  was,  seems  to  have  produced  a  similar  effect  in 
Edinburgh;  for  it  appears  by  the  Commissioners'  Report  of  1830,  that 
in  Edinburgh  University  (where  this  year  there  are  but  612  Arts 
students  as  against  788  in  Glasgow)  the  number  increased  538  between 
1800  and  1813,  while  the  increase  in  Glasgow  was  547  in  the  same 
period. 

Unaccountable,  however,  as  this  rapid  growth  may  be,  it  is  not 
singular  that  the  increase  did  not  continue  in  the  same  ratio.  It  is 
simply  impossible  that  it  should,  as  will  appear  by  a  simple  calculation 
of  what  the  number  would  have  now  been  if  it  had  continued  to  double 
every  six  years,  as  between  1800  and  1806,  or  to  triple  every  thirteen 
years,  as  between  1800  and  1813 ;  and  there  are  several  reasons  why  the 
number  should  have  diminished. 

In  1813  the  number  of  medical  students  was  (probably  on  account  of 
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the  war)  much  greater  than  now.  In  that  year  the  namber  (352)  in  the 
anatomy  class  alone  exceeded  the  ayerage  number  of  medical  stndents 
at  present  by  50  per  cent. ;  and  it  is  belkred  that  at  that  date  most  of 
the  medical  students  attended  also  some  of  the  gown  classes,  which 
few  or  none  can  do  now  that  the  nnmber  of  compnlsory  medical  classes 
is  so  mnch  increased  This  alone  woold  account  for  a  considerable 
decrease.  Then  in  1818-14  the  number  of  Irish  was  considerable, 
compared  with  the  number  of  British  students.  In  that  year,  of  46 
Masters  of  Arts,  30  were  Irish ;  in  1814-15,  of  31  Masters  of  Arts,  17 
were  Irish  ;  m  1815-16,  of  31  Masters  of  Arts,  19  were  Irish.  So  that 
in  1813-14,  of  108  who  were  then  attending  the  gown  classes  with  the 
purpose  of  graduating  in  Arts,  66  were  Irish,  and  only  42  British  or 
fordgn.  It  is  not,  of  course,  to  be  supposed  that  the  proportion 
of  Irish  to  British  students  was  the  same  as  that  of  Irish  to  British 
graduates ;  yet  since  of  late  there  has  scarcely  been  an  ayerage  of  two 
Irish  in  700  or  800  students  in  Arts,  and  out  of  75  Masters  of  Arts  in 
the  last  three  years  there  have  been  but  two  Irish,  the  absence  of  Irish 
must  have  considerably  affected  the  numbers.  Probably  if  the  numbers 
of  medical  students  and  of  Irish  attoading  the  Arts  classes  were  de- 
ducted in  1813-14  and  in  1863-64,  the  number  of  Arts  students  would 
be  found  to  have  increased  quite  as  much  as  could  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected, notwithstanding  the  competition  of  ^e  office  and  the  counttng- 
house,  and  the  local  and  atmospheric  disadyantages  which  the  rapid 
growth  of  Glasgow  has  produced  in  the  site  of  the  buildings.  This  view 
is  confirmed  by  a  comparison  of  the  numbers  attending  the  only  two 
chisses  of  which  a  record  extending  into  last  century  has  been  pre- 
served, yis.  the  logic  class  and  the  mathematical  class. 

It  appears  that  the  average  numbers  attending  these  classes  in  the  ten 
years  ending

And  in  1863-64  they  are  210 

This  statement  shows  that  these  classes  have  not  been  very  injuriously 
affected  by  anything  that  has  occurred  in  the  last  sixty  years,  sedng 
that  they  have  increased  steadily,  and  nearly  tripled,  while  the  population 
of  Scotland  has  hardly  doubled ;  and,  therefore,  if  the  argument  from  a 
comparison  of  numbers  is  of  any  weight,  it  may  safely  be  concluded  that 
the  present  arrangements  are  not  less  suited  to  the  wants  of  the  com» 
mnnity  than  those  at  any  former  period. 

But  though  an  exammation  of  the  statistics  on  which  the  memorialists 
found  their  recommendations  does  not  confirm  their  theory  as  to  the  past, 
still  the  question  remains  whether  an  increase  of  the  length  of  the  (com- 
pnlsory) session  might  not  increase  the  attendance  on  the  Arts  classes. 
Now,  waiving,  for  the  sake  of  argument,  the  question  of  how  far  the 
University  would  be  entitled  to  legislate  for  such  a  purpose,  it  may  be 
asked  where  the  students  are  to  come  from  who  are  to  be  attracted  by  a 
longer  session  f  It  is  generally  acknowledged  that  an  increase  in  the 
length  of  the  session  would  Under  country  studa[its;  it  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  an  addition  to  the  time  spent  in  the  University  would  be 
an  inducement  to  young  men  already  too  much  employed  in  commercial 
pursuits ;  it  is  hardly  desirable  to  dinunish  the  attendance  on  schools  in

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Glasgow,  or  to  bring  prematurely  to  the  Uniyersity  boys  at  present 
taaght  privately  by  the  gradoates  and  advanced  students  of  the  Uni« 
yersity.  The  only  remaining  method  is,  as  suggested  by  the  memo- 
rialists, ^  to  retain  in  Glasgow  those  youths  at  present  sent  from  home 
^  at  a  tender  age  to  obtain  in  England  and  elsewhere  that  liberal  education 

*  which,  under  better  arrangements,  might  have  been  obtained  for  them  in 
^  their  native  city/  How  many  sons  of  Glasgow  residents  go  to  schools 
in  England  and  elsewhere,  it  is  difficult  to  guess.  The  number  is  pro* 
bably  not  very  large,  and  if  greater  than  it  was  fifty  years  ago,  it  is 
cwtainly  not  more  than  might  be  expected  from  the  greater  facility  and 
economy  of  travelling  at  the  present  time.  Of  these,  too,  it  is  to  be 
hoped  a  considerable  proportion  go  to  school  as  a  preparation  for  the 
University,  and  not  as  a  substitute  for  it.  All,  it  may  safely  be  asserted, 
are  the  sons  of  rich  parents,  whose  motives  are  probably  very  various. 
Some,  no  doubt,  think  that  abs^ce  from  home  is  in  itself  an  education ; 
to  many,  social  considerations  are  an  inducement ;  and  probably  by  most 
the  discipline  and  personal  superintendence  supposed  to  be  given  at 
English  boarding-schools  are  thought  an  advantage. 

It  is  quite  out  of  the  power  of  the  University — ^if  practicable,  it  might 
not  be  prudent— to  make  arrangements  to  meet  these  different  views ; 
though,  possibly,  if  the  Univenity  buildings  were  more  favourably 
situated,  the  establishment  of  a  resident  college  or  hall  in  connection 
with  the  Faculty  of  Arts — ^in  itself  desirable  for  the  sons  of  country 
residents — ^might  lead  in  that  direction.  But  if  there  be  a  considerable 
number  of  Glasgow  boys  sent  to  English  boarding-schools  for  pure  lack 
of  a  suitable  school  in  Glasgow,  surely  the  proper  solution  is  not  the 
degradation  of  the  University  into  a  poor  substitute  for  <me,  but  rather 
the  establishment  of  a  suitable  school,  which  might,  if  thought  proper, 
bear  some  such  relation  {mtUalis  mutandis)  to  this  University,  as  the  great 
English  schools  bear  to  the  English  Universities;  or  a  better  scheme 
still  might  be  to  elevate,  by  '  better  arrangements,'  the  unjustly  neglected 
ancient  Grammar  School  of  Glasgow  into  its  proper  position. 

Any  weU-considered  plan  for  raising  the  standard  of  preliminary  educa- 
tion in  Scotland,  the  University  would  by  all  means  encourage,  while  it  is 
convinced  that  the  opposite  course  of  lowering  the  University  standard 
cannot  be  too  carefully  guarded  against. 

We  may  now  turn  to  the  alternative  plans  proposed  for  consideration 
by  the  Court.    The  first  of  these  is  the  ^  proposed  lengthening  of  the 

*  winter  session.'  The  Court  has  already  pointed  out  that  if  the  length  of 
the  (nominal)  session  were  increased,  the  compulsory  session  should  be 
made  not  less  than  seven-eighths  of  the  nominal  session ;  that  for  this  pur- 
pose it  would  be  essential  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  other 
Universities,  of  the  church  courts  of  all  denominations,  of  the  legal  and 
medical  corporations;  that  if  the  nominal  session  were,  for  instance, 
thirty-two  weeks  for  all  the  Universities,  no  ticket  or  certificate  ought  to 
be  signed  for  less  than  twenty-eight  weeks  of  attendance ;  that  uniformity 
of  practice  in  the  four  Universities  would  be  absolutely  necessary. 
We  agree  with  the  Court  in  holding  that  these  conditions  would  be 
indispensable. 

The  Court  indicates  a  wish  to  hear  the  opinion  of  the  professors  as  to 
whether,  if  the  session  were  lengthened  by  one-third,  the  professors  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  might  not  *'  consider  themselves  entitled  to  higher  fees,' as 
a  compensation  for  increased  labour  and  risk  to  health,  and  diminished 
leisure  for  scientific  or  literary  worL  It  is  right  to  observe  that  ^  higher 
^  fees/  especially  if  coupled  with  a  longer  session,  might  probably  fail  to 
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prodace  increased  emolament ;  and  eren  If  the  yerj  considerablj  increased 
expense  of  a  lengthened  session  conld  be  met  in  this  way,  oaght  the 
Conrt  not  to  consider  how  far  it  woald  be  jnst  to  make  the  whole  bodj 
of  students  pay  for  what  is  demanded  by  only  a  few  of  *  the  wealthier 
*'  citizenB  of  Glasgow '  f  Bat  the  question  whether  the  present  professors 
would  expect  increased  emolnments  for  increaised  labour,  is 
one  which  can  be  answered  only  by  each  professor  for  himself.  To 
one  who  thonght  a  longer  session  would  be  an  advantage  to 
the  students,  would  promote  sound  education,  would  adrance 
teaming  and  science  throughout  the  country,  the  feeling  that  he  was 
serving  these  objects  might  in  itself  lead  him  to  acquiesce  in  the  new 
arrangement.  One  who,  on  the  other  hand,  believed  the  students  to  be 
over-lectured  already,  and  held  that  the  innovation  would  be  injurious  to 
University  education,  or  otherwise  mischievous,  might  decline  to  lend  him- 
self to  the  scheme  for  any  increase  of  income.  It  is  hardly  worth  while, 
however,  to  inquire  what  shade  of  opinion  each  of  the  present  incumbents 
holds,  because  this  is  of  temporary  and  trifling  interest  compared  with  the 
effect  a  shortening  of  the  vacation  might  have  on  the  character  of  the 
candidates  for  future  vacancies,  even  if  the  emoluments  of  the  chairs  were 
increased  in  proportion  to  the  additional  class- work  imposed.  This  is  a 
subject  of  vital  interest,  to  which  it  is  impossible  to  do  justice  in  the  com- 
pass of  these  remarks ;  but  if  the  other  objections  to  the  shortening  of  the 
vacation  were  removed,  the  Conrt,  whose  most  responsible  functions  would 
be  affected  by  it,  ought  carefully  to  consider  what  price,  in  this  way,  the 
University  might  have  to  pay  for  the  expected  advantage.  It  is  obvious 
that  men  attracted  by  a  larger  income,  coupled  with  less  time  for  study 
and  research,  are  likely  to  belong  to  a  different  class  from  those  who  for 
the  sake  of  literary  or  scientific  leisure  are  content  with  smaller  emolu- 
ments ;  and  the  Court  will  have  to  decide  which  class  is  likely  to  afford 
the  better  material  for  professors. 
Two  facts  bearing  on  this  point  may  be  mentioned  :— 
A  professor  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  was  recently  offered  an  appointment 
with  considerable  increase  of  income.  He  declined,  because  he  would  have 
less  leisure  for  study  and  writing.  A  highly-qualified  gentleman,  who  had 
proposed  to  be  a  candidate  for  a  chair  vacant  not  long  ago,  was  deterred, 
he  said,  from  coming  forward  (and  contented  himself  with  two-thirds  of 
the  emoluments  elsewhere)  in  consequence  of  the  vote  of  the  General 
Council,  which  seemed  to  ask  the  (>>urt  to  attempt  to  pledge  future 
professors  !o  a  particular  view  of  this  subject.  These  facts  may  help  the 
Court  to  form  an  opinion  of  the  restrictions  which  might  be  imposed  on 
their  choice  of  professors  by  any  arrangement  making  the  office  one  less 
desirable  to  studious  men. 

On  the  main  question  of  the  balance  of  advantages  and  disadvantages 

to  the  studonts  of  lengthening  the  period  of  attendance,  and  shortening 

that  of  independent  study  and  revisal,  there  is  not  much  to  add  to  the 

opinions  formed  by  the  Commissioners  of  1830  and  1860. 

The  Commissioners  of  1880  say  (General  Report,  p.  84) : — 

*  We  are  of  opinion  that  the  session  in  all  the  Universities   should 

*  commence  on  the  1st  November  and  terminate  on  the  1st  May,  with  the 

*  exception  of  the  first  language  classes,  which  we  propose  should  meet  on 

*  the  second  Wednesday  of  October.  This  will  make  no  material  differ- 
I  ence  in  the  duration  of  the  session  in  the  classes  in  general  in  some 
I  of  the  Universities.  Even  a  greater  extension  might  on  some  ground 
I  appear  to  be  advantageous.    But  the  evidence  taken  by  us  proves  that 

to  prolong  the  session  beyond  what  we  have  proposed  would  press  with 
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^  severity  upon  a  considerable  proportion  o!  stadents,  and  that  a  certain 
'  nomber,  even  as  matters  are  now  regulated,  leave  college  several  weeks 
^  previously  to  the  conclusion  of  the  sessiou.' 

And  at  p.  162  they  remark : — 

^ There  are  also  many  students  in  straitened  circumstances;  and  the 
'  evidence  as  to  Edinburgh  agrees  with  that  afforded  at  all  the  other 
^  Universities,  that  owing  to  a  failure  of  means,  a  proportion  of  the  students 
^  are  stated  by  the  professors  to  be  obliged  to  leave  the  college  a  consider- 
^  able  time  before  the  end  of  the  session ;  and  that  this  is  so  irremediable, 
^  that  certificates  are  granted  (at  Edinburgh)  on  the  1st  of  April,  as  if  the 
^attendance  had  been  regular  and  complete.  With  respect  to  this  whole 
^  class,  it  is  apparent  that  to  lengthen  the  session,  and  thus  defer  to  a  later 
^  period  much  of  what  at  present  is  given  in  the  earlier  months,  would  be 
^  to  render  literature  and  philosophy  less  accessible  to  them,  and  to  cut  them 
*'  off  from  University  education  altogether.    It  would  be  a  strong  measure 

*  to  adopt  any  regulation  which  would  suddenly  produce  such  effects  as 
'these.' 

And  at  page  192  they  say : — 

^  It  does  not  seem  expedient,  under  all  circumstances,  that  the  winter 
^  session  should  be  extended  beyond  six  months,  except  with  regard  to  the 
'  first  language  classes,  and  this  consideration  is  applicable  both  to  the 
^  students  and  to  the  professors.  The  circumstances  of  the  former,  as  has 
'  been  stated,  are  often  such  that  they  could  not  continue  for  a  longer 
^  period  at  the  University ;  and  it  should  be  taken  into  view  what  is  men- 

*  tioned  by  Professor  Leslie,  and  what  is  unquestionably  true,  that  when 
^  the  mind  is  continued  too  long  on  the  stretch,  ardour  of  pursuit  is 
^  diminished,  study  becomes  a  matter  of  routine  more  than  of  inclination^ 

*  and  less  progress  would  be  made  were  there  to  be  nine  months  of  unin- 
^  terrupted  attendance  than  is  made  at  present.' 

In  explanation  of  this  apparently  paradoxical  remark,  it  may  be 
observed,  that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  namber  of  lectures  which  the  mind  of 
even  the  best  of  students  can,  so  to  speak,  assimilate  in  a  year ;  and  that  when 
that  limit  is  passed,  there  is  a  danger  thatjeven  what  has  been  previously 
received  may  be  rejected ;  and,  further,  wnat  no  one  who  has  studied  to 
much  purpose  can  doubt,  that  more  is  learned  by  spending  a  part  of  the 
year  in  attendance  on  lectures,  and  another  part  in  repetition  or  revisal 
(with  or  without  assistance),  digestion  and  application  of  the  principles 
explained  in  the  lectures,  or  even  in  permitting  them  spontaneously  to 
arrange  themselves  in  the  mind,  than  by  spending  the  whole  time  in  hear- 
ing lectures.  The  only  question  on  which  there  can  be  two  opinions  is 
the  allotment  of  the  time  between  these  two ;  and  this  can  only  be 
ascertained  by  experience.  One  professor  who  has  three  times  made  the 
experiment  of  extending  his  course  of  lectures,  twice  to  seven  months  and 
once  to  eight  months,  states,  as  the  result  of  his  experience,  that  no  ad- 
vantage is  found  by  such  extension  ;  that  he  considers  100  or  120  lectures 
in  the  year  is  the  utmost,  upon  a  given  branch  of  knowledge,  that  can  be 
attended  with  advantage  to  the  student ;  and  that  any  extension  of  the 
number  of  lectures  is  a  waste  of  time,  and  unfavourable  to  the  acquirement 
of  sound  knowledge  by  the  student.  This  accords  with  the  experience  of 
other  professors,  who  feel  (and  any  one  used  to  lecture  will  know  how 
sensitive  a  lecturer  is  to  this)  that  when  the  number  of  lectures  reaches  a 
certain  point  (say  two-thirds  of  the  limit  above  given),  the  capacity  of  the 
class  to  receive  new  matter  seems  to  diminish  day  by  day.  It  may  be 
remarked  that  100  lectures  is  the  usual  extent  of  all  medical  courses 
throughout  Britain ;  and  the  same  number  or  a  smaller  one  is  pointed  to, 
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not  only  by  the  experience  of  this  University  (which,  as  above  shown,  has 
led  to  the  present  arrangements),  but  by  the  practice  of  all  other  Univer- 
sities in  Britain.  The  other  Scottish  Universities  have  all  shorts  sessions 
than  Glasgow.  At  the  English  Universities,  not  only  is  the  number  of 
weeks  in  ^  term  time '  (when  alone  there  are  lectures)  less  than  in  the  sessioD 
here,  but  a  professor's  course  of  lectures  scarcely  ever  exceeds  forty  hours  in 
the  year.* 

The  Report  then  proceeds : — 

^  With  respect  to  the  professors  also,  or  to  the  great  majority  of  than, 
^  under  the  systems  of  education  which  have  been  recently  introduced,  the 
^  labour  of  a  protracted  session  would  be  most  exhausting.  They  do  not 
'  now  confine  themselves  to  the  mere  hours  which  they  spend  in  the  ciass- 
*'  room,  but  they  have  to  examine  numberless  exercises,  which  occupies  a 
*•  vast  deal  of  time,  so  much  that  during  the  winter  there  is  little  Idsure 
*•  and  little  inclination  for  the  prosecution  of  scientific  pursuit ;  yet  it  is 
'most  desirable  that  such  pursuit  should  not  be  remitted,  that  they  should 
^  attend  to  every  discovery  which  is  made,  and  to  every  variation  of  opinion 
'  which  is  published,  and  that  they  should  not  by  incessant  toil  be 
^  precluded  from  raising  the  character  of  the  Universities,  by  their  own 
^  literary  exertions  and  by  the  production  of  works  through  which  they 
'  may  take  a  place  among  the  distinguished  writers  of  the  age  in  which 

*  they  live.' 

The  recent  Commissioners  also  say  in  their  Report : — 
^  But,  further,  we  think  that  the  present  arrangement,  even  with  a  view 
^  to  the  benefit  of  the  student,  is  not  without  advantage,  and  that  it  is 
^  possible  to  attach  too  exclusive  importance  to  mere  attendance  on  lectures 
^  at  the  University.  The  object  and  advantages  of  a  University  ednca- 
'  tion  are  not  confined  to  the  instruction  received  within  the  classroom. 
^  Besides  imparting  information,  the  lectures  of  the  professors  are  intended, 
^  in  a  great  measure,  to  guide  and  to  stimulate  private  study — ^and  for 
Hhis  the  long  vacation  affords  the  best  opportunity.  The  student  is  th^ 
^  enabled  to  revise,  by  himself  and  at  leisure,  the  subjects  of  his  University 
^  studies,  and  to  consider  more  fully,  and  carry  out  to  their  legitimate  con- 
*"  elusions,  tlie  principles  which  he  has  heard  enunciated  by  his  professors. 
^  The  encouragement  thus  given  to  independent  thought  has  an  importance 
^  not  lightly  to  be  disregarded.' 

'  For  the  present,  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  has  satisfied  us 
'  that  the  sudden  introduction,  as  a  measure  compulsory  on  the  students, 

*  of  any  great  change  from  long-established  usage,  in  regard  to  the  Uni- 
^  versity  session,  would  be  attended  with  serious  danger.' 

These  extracts  show  that  both  bodies  of  highly-qualified  Commissioners, 
who  had  the  best  possible  opportunities  of  taking  a  general  view  of  the 
question,  formed  a  decided  opinion  that  the  disadyantages  of  extending 
the  period  of  professorial  lectures  counterbalanced  any  advantages  in  such 
a  course ;  and,  on  a  review  of  the  whole  question,  it  seems  to  deserve 
attention,  that  none  of  those  who  would  be  most  materially  affected  by 
the  proposed  change — none  of  those  who  are  best  quaUfied  to  judge  of  its 
probable  effect — ^have  expressed  themselves  favourably  regarding  it.  The 
best  students  of  this  University,  and  the  best  students  of  the  English 
Universities,  very  commonly  look  back  to  the  long  vacations  of  their 
University  career,  when  they  first  learned  to  study  idone,  as  among  the 
most  valuable  parts  of  their  education,  and  always  recognise  a  marked 

*  The  time  of  attendance  required  by  the  UniYersiiies  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  is 
only  18  weeks  in  the  year ;  the  authorities  of  the  separate  colleges  demand  an  attencunce 
on  the  average  of  24  weeks. 
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distinction  between  the  school,  where,  as  boys,  they  were  tanght  the 
elements  of  knowledge  under  a  system  of  ahnost  constant  saperintendence, 
and  the  UniTersity,  where,  as  yonng  men,  they  were  stimulated  to  original 
thought,  and  left  time  to  exercise  it  It  cannot  but  be  thought  that,  were 
proposals  which  tend  to  do  away  with  this  distinction  to  assume  a  more 
definite  form,  those  students  whom  it  has  been  one  of  the  main  vocations 
of  the  University  to  foster  would  be  among  the  foremost  in  protesting 
against  the  innovation.  The  supposed  advantages  of  the  change,  so  far 
as  they  have  been  suggested,  seem  to  be  two. 

First,  it  is  suggested  that  the  time  of  those  students  who  do  not  work 
by  themselves  might  be  more  completely  occupied  by  attending  lectures, 
if  these  were  continued  for  a  longer  period.  But  it  is  a  question  how  far 
the  time  of  such  students  is  profitably  occupied  during  much  of  the  pre- 
sent session ;  and  it  is  certain  that  they  would  be  much  better  employed 
in  attending  such  tutorial  classes  as  the  Court  has  suggested  for  revisal 
of  the  subjects  of  the  lectures  of  the  winter  session. 

Secondly,  it  is  allied  that  if  the  session  were  extended,  a  smaller 
number  of  sessions  might  serve  for  the  curriculum  for  a  degree.  Against 
this  view  the  professors  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  wish  to  protest  most 
emphatically,  as  a  proposal  for  lowering  the  standard  of  education  for  a 
degree.  It  seems  to  them  a  most  mistaken  notion  to  assign  the  same 
value  to  three  sessions  of  eight  months  included  within  three  years;  as  to 
four  sessions  of  six  months  extended  over  three  years  and  a  half  (which 
is  really  a  very  short  maximum  period  of  academical  study  for  a  degree, 
to  require  from  those  who  come  to  the  University  very  indifferently 
prepared);  while  a  very  moderate  previous  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek  will  enable  a  student  to  obtain  the  degree  of  M.A.  after  three 
sessions,  comprised  within  tujo  years  and  a  hay"^ — a  rapidity  unheard  of 
out  of  Scotland.*  It  would  also  be  very  unwise,  by  bringing  the  ordinary 
curriculum  within  three  years,  to  diminish  the  premium  on  previous  pre- 
paration, and  so  discourage  good  schools — ^the  advantage  offered  to 
which  by  the  Commissioners'  Ordinance  is  one  of  the  best  parts  of  their 
scheme.  Their  carefully-weighed  decision  on  this  point  must  unquestion- 
ably be  regarded  as  final  for  the  present ;  and,  to  use  the  words  of  the 
Report  of  the  Committee  of  General  Council,  on  28th  October  1868, 
^  the  only  course  the  University  Court  can  pursue  is  faithfully  to  carry 
«out  the  Ordinance  of  the  Universities  Commissioners  regulating  degrees 
*  in  Arts.'     ' 

These  remarks  apply  with  equal  force  to  the  scheme,  advocated  with 
the  same  object  of  lowering  the  standard  of  education  required  for  a 
degree,  of  instituting  a  five  months'  winter  and  a  three  months'  summer 
session.  On  this,  since  it  has  already  been  condemned  by  both  Com- 
missioners and  Court,  it  is  needless  to  dwell ;  but  what  does  not  seem  to 
have  occurred  to  its  proposers,  ought,  perhaps,  to  be  stated  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Court,  that,  practically,  nothing  could  be  easier  than  to 
reduce  the  winter  session  to  five  months ;  but  f^w  things  would  be  more 
difficult  than  to  collect  students  for  a  summer  session  of  three ;  and  if 
the  attempt  were  to  be  incautiously  made,  the  result  might  possibly  be  a 
reduction  of  the  winter  session  to  five  months,  without  the  realization  of 
a  summer  session  to  compensate.  The  reason  of  this  is  obvious.  As  the 
Court  has  remarked,  the  arrangement  is  not  suitable  to  country  students, 

*  The  ayenge  length  of  a  oonrae  ^eparatory  to  graduation  in  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
is  three  and  a  half  years;  and  this  does  not  necessarily  include  any  attendance  on 
classes  where  natural  science  in  any  of  its  branches  is  taught  The  degree  of  MaaUr 
of  Arts  is  given  at  Bcven  years  after  entrance. 
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who  constitate  about  75  per  cent.  *  of  the  stadeots  in  Arts.  Of  the 
remaioiag  25  per  cent.,  a  good  proportion  are  in  bnsiness,  and  with 
difficnltj  afford  time  for  a  somewhat  irregular  attendance  during  the 
present  session.  Of  the  rest,  most,  no  donbt,  have  their  summer  homes 
oat  of  Glasgow. 

These  considerations  (as  well  as  experiment  so  far  as  it  has  berai  made) 
render  as  not  very  sanguine  as  to  the  financial  success  of  totendawed 
^  tutorial  classes  *  during  summer ;  though,  if  the  financial  difficalties  were 
removed,  such  classes,  whether  in  Glasgow  or  in  country  districts,  where 
a  few  students  could  be  gathered  together,  would  meet  with  the  cordial 
approval  of  the  Senate,  and  of  all  the  professors  individually,  who  have 
done  all  in  their  power  already  to  establish  them,  without  much  success. 
Such  tutorial  classes  present  all  the  advantages  without  the  drawbacks 
of  a  longer  session.    They  would  assist  such  students  as  required  assist- 
ance to  employ  the  vacation  in  revising  and  applying  the  more  abstract 
knowledge  imparted  in  the  professorial  lectures  during  the  regular  sessioD, 
without  occupying  the  time  of  those  who  could  study  more  profitably 
alone,  and  without  competing  on  unfair  terms  with  private  educational 
enterprise,  which  ought  not  to  be  discouraged.    The  whole  scheme,  as 
sketched  by  the  Court,  seems  to  the  Senate  to  be  excellent ;  and  both  the 
Senate  and  the  professors  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  will  readily  give  the 
Court  the  benefit  of  their  experience,  in  arranging  details  and  in  recom- 
mending tutors,  as  suggested  by  the  Court,  if  the  main  difficulty  of 
endowment  were  once  removed.    But  it  must  be  owned  that  the  finandal 
difficulty,  though  trifling  compared  with  that  of  lengthening  the  sessioD, 
is  very  considerable.    It  is  not  easily  seen  whence  are  to  come  emoln- 
ments  sufficient  to  induce  men  of  ability  to  accept  the  duties  of  University 
tutors.    It  would  manifestly  be  improper  to  apply  funds  contributed  by 
the  whole  matriculated  students,  or  endowments  intended  for  the  benefit 
of  all,  to  the  payment  of  tutors  for  a  small  percentage  of  the  richer  class; 
and  yet,  without  a  fund  for  this  special  purpose,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the 
scheme  will  not  succeed.    The  Senate  can  but  repeat  the  hope  expressed 
by  the  Court,  that  those  who  see  the  merits  of  the  plan,  and  desire  its 
accomplishment,  will  supply  the  University  with  the  means  to  carry  it 
out. 

Since  the  above  remarks  were  written,  the  following  pertinrat  answers 
to  the  University  Commissioners,  by  a  distinguished  recent  colleague, 
whose  opinions  must  be  felt  to* be  of  great  weight,  have  become  knowo 
to  the  Senate,  and  coincide  so  remarkably  with  what  has  been  sud^  that 
they  are  here  reproduced. 

Extract  from  the  Answers  of  Professor  William  Uamaay  to  the 

Queries  of  the  Commissioners, 

In  reply  to  this  question,  I  would  refer  to  the  General  Report  of  the 
Commissioners  of  1826,  page  34,  and  the  Appendix  to  the  General  Report, 
page  192.  I  fully  adopt,  with  one  exception  which  I  shall  notice  below, 
the  conclusions  expressed  in  the  above  passages. 

To  prolong  the  session  beyond  six  months  would,  in  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  country,  be  impossible,  in  so  far  as  a  large  body  of  the 
students  is  concerned,  and  would,  in  the  present  distribution  of  dnUes, 
be  most  injurious  to  the  interests  of  learning  and  science,  in  so  far  as  the 
professors  are  cuncemed. 

A  great  many  of  the  country  students  are  so  poor  that  they  cannot 

*  In  one  considerftble  class  it  has  been  ascertainod  that  only  25  per  cent,  consider  their 
winter  home  to  be  in  Glasgow. 
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support  themselves  id  Glasgow  for  more  than  six  moDth&— many  not 
even  so  long.  They  are  obliged,  by  teaching  or  other  employments 
daring  the  summer,  to  provide  funds  for  their  winter  course. 

According  to  the  existing  arrangements,  the  Professors  of  Latin  and 
Greek  in  Glasgow  are  engaged  in  the  instruction  of  large  classes,  the 
former  for  twenty-two  hours  every  week,  the  latter  for  twenty-one  hours, 
besides  the  time  consumed  in  preparation,  in  correcting  exercises,  and  in 
duties  connected  with  the  general  business  and  government  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Now,  I  speak  advisedly  when  I  say  that  no  man  of  average 
constitution  is  capable  of  discharging  these  duties,  with  full  efficiency 
and  energy,  except  during  the  prime  of  life,  and  even  then  only  by  the 
aid  of  the  repose  afforded  by  the  long  vacation.  Any  attempt  to  pro- 
long the  period  of  tuition,  in  so  far  as  the  professors  are  concerned, 
would  either  produce  the  lassitude  of  exhaustion,  or  would  kill  them  off 
in  rapid  succession. 

This  leads  me  to  point  out  the  mistake  made  by  the  Commissioners 
of  1826,  when  they  recommended  that  the  elementary  language  classes 
should  begin  some  weeks  earlier  than  the  other  clas^^es  in  the  University. 
Setting  aside  the  consideration  of  the  additional  labour,  I  would  call 
attention  to  the  circumstance  that  this  practice  actually  prevailed  in 
Glasgow  thirty  years  ago,  and  was  discontinued  from  a  conviction  that 
it  was  hurtful  to  all  parties.  It  must  be  remembered  that  most  of  the 
religious  and  other  bodies  which  require  attendance  at  the  Universities 
do  not  demand  more  than  a  certificate  for  five  months  of  continuous 
attendance.  Ck)nsequently,  when  some  of  the  classes  opened  early  in 
October,  the  stream  of  students  began  to  flow  in  forthwith,  and  did  not 
stop  until  the  beginning  of  December,  and  in  like  manner  it  b^an  to  flow 
out  early  in  March.  Hence  the  whole  class  was  not  kept  together  for 
more  than  four  months ;  and  my  books  show  that,  invariably,  about  one- 
half  of  my  students  had  left  the  college  before  the  general  distribution  of 
,  prizes  on  1st  May.  At  present,  when  we  all  commence  on  the  1st  of 
November,  nine-tenths  of  the  class  assemble  within  the  first  eight  days, 
and  the  number  of  those  who  depart  before  the  close  is  comparatively 
very  small — so  that  nearly  all  have  the  benefit  of  fully  five  and  a  half 
months  of  continuous  instruction ;  and  this  period  might  be  legitimately 
increased  if  the  Glasgow  sacramental  fast  were  fixed  for  the  first  week 
of  May  instead  of  the  first  or  second  week  of  April. 

Tdo  not  think  that  any  one  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  the 
great  mass  of  our  students,  and  with  the  habits  of  our  population,  both 
in  town  and  country,  could  ever  seriously  advocate  the  scheme  of  dividing 
the  session  into  two  halves,  or  into  three  terms,  as  in  the  English  Uni- 
versities ;  and  therefore  I  shall  not  enter  upon  the  discussion  of  such  a 
project.  It  seems  clear  that  all  the  objections  which  can  be  urged 
against  lengthening  the  session  by  an  addition  at  the  present  commence- 
ment, or  at  the  termination,  would  apply  with  double  force  to  splitting 
up  the  session  into  parts ;  and  I  believe  that  if  the  attempt  were  made, 
it  would  not  only  cause  immense  confusion,  but  would,  of  necessity,  be 
speedily  abandoned. 

I  am  aware  that  complaints  are  sometimes  made  by  residents  in 
Glasgow  of  the  shortness  of  the  session ;  and  although  the  complainers 
are  rather  noisy  than  numerous,*  their  grievance  might  be  redressed  if 
the  Commissioners  should  introduce  the  system  of  assistants. 

*  The  habits  of  the  population  of  Glasgow  are  peculiar,  and  have  a  direct  bearing 
upon  this  subject.  The  more  wealthy  members  of  the  community  have  marine  villaH, 
where  their  families  pass  from  five  to  six  months  erery  year,    l^rly  all  who  possebs 
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The  aasisUnts,  whose  ordinary  work  would  at  all  ttmeB  be  very  light 
in  comparison  with  that  of  professors,  might  be  fairly  employed  fur  six 
we^s  or  two  months  before  the  opening  of  the  regular  sessiooi  in  pre- 
paring students,  and  in  refreshing  their  elementary  knowledge.  Attend- 
ance upon  such  instruction  would,  of  course,  be  purely  voluntary,  and 
would  not  count  as  part  of  a  session ;  but  I  hare  no  doubt  that  a  con- 
siderable number  of  young  men  would  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
thus  offered,  and  the  fees  paid  by  them  would  go  a  certain  \&igth  in 
providing  remuneration  for  the  assistant. 

Moreover,  should  the  Commissioners  eventually  decide  upon  the 
institution  of  an  entrance  examination,  or  of  an  examination  corresponding 
gena>ally  to  the  Blackstone  examination  at  Glasgow,  such  examination 
should  be  conducted  dther  by  assistant  professors,  or  by  special  examiners 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  before  the  comm^cement  of  the  r^ular 
session,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  ordinary  business. 

Lastly,  I  would  most  respectfully  urge  the  Commissioners  carefufly 
to  avoid  making  any  r^ulation  which  could  have  the  effect  of  rendering 
the  office  of  a  professor  in  our  Scottish  Universities  less  attractive  than 
it  is  at  present  The  income  attached  to  the  best  chairs  is  only  moderate, 
while  that  derived  from  the  great  majority  is  small  But,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  work,  except  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  classes,  is  also  moderate, 
while  the  comforts  and  respectability  of  the  situation,  and,  above  aD,  the 
leisure  afforded  by  the  six  months'  vacation,  are  so  greatly  prised  that 
persons  of  the  highest  abilities  are  ever  ready  to  present  themselves  as 
candidates  when  a  vacancy  occurs.  But  should  any  steps  be  taken 
which  would  tend  to  lower  the  social  position  of  the  {M'ofessors,  to  render 
their  labours  more  irksome,  or  to  abridge  that  period  of  leisure  which 
the  best  men  will  always  turn  to  the  best  account,  I  cannot  doubt  that 
these  oflBces  will  soon  cease  to  be  objects  of  ambition  to  literary  persons 
of  high  standing,  and  that  our  Universities  will  rapidly  sink  to  the  levd 
of  inferior  schools,  taught  by  second-rate  schoolmasters. 


VI.— NOTE   AS   TO  THE   MODE  OF  APPOINTING 
PROFESSORS  IN  THE  SCOTCH  UNIVERSITIES. 

By  Profbssor  HmrrsR  and  Pbofbssor  Croom  Rorertson,  of 

Universty  Collie,  London. 

1.  At  present  there  is  considerable  diversity  in  the  bodies  that  elect 

Erofessors  in  the  Scottish  Universities.  The  Crown  has  in  its  gift  the 
trgest  number  of  chairs — 18 ;  the  University  Courts  have  17 ;  in  Edin- 
burgh a  specially-constituted  body  of  curators  is  entrusted ,  with  the 
selection  to  24  chairs;  in  St.  Andrews  three  appointments  are  in  the  hands 
of  private  patrons. 

2.  The  usefulness  of  a  Scottish  University,  from  its  constitution, 
depends  more  upon  the  selection  of  professors  than  upon  all  other  cir- 

tnerely  a  eompetenoo,  including  mott  of  the  more  respeeUble  shopkeepen,  spend  Uiree 
months  of  each  year  at  the  coast,  some  having  houses  for  the  arst  *  half-season '  (».& 
May,  June,  July),  and  abont  an  eanal  number  for  the  second  half-season  ^August,  Sep- 
tember, October).  Hence  It  wonla  be  impossible  to  lengthen  the  session  m  any  way  so 
ss  to  suit  the  whole,  or  eren  the  greater  number,  of  the  Glasgow  students ;  while,  as  I 
have  already  pointed  out,  any  considerable  attendance  of  the  country  students  is  quite 
out  of  the  question. 
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cnmstances  combined.  Except  in  a  few  instances,  each  professor  has  a 
monopoly  of  teaching  in  his  own  special  subject,  and  he  is  appointed  for 
life.  If  the  most  eminent  men  in  the  yarions  departments  of  literature 
and  science  are  secured,  all  will  go  well ;  but  if  success  is  not  attained 
in  that  cardinal  point,  no  other  merits  in  the  system  can  atone  for  the 
defect. 

3.  Men  of  undoubted  eminence  are  to  be  found  in  each  of  the  Scottish 
Unirersities ;  but  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  mediocrity  and  even 
ineflBdency  are  too  largely  represented.  It  cannot  be  too  stedfastly  kept 
in  Tiew  that  the  appointment  of  an  inferior  man  to  a  Scottish  chair  involyes 
the  ruin  of  the  teaching  of  his  subject  for  a  whole  generation.  It  is 
believed  that  the  present  system  of  appointing  professors  falls  short  of  the 
necessities  of  the  case  and  of  the  just  expectations  of  the  public. 

4.  A  body  entrusted  with  such  important  appointments  ought  to  possess 
two  qualifications — vnsuspecUd  impartiaUty  and  specicU  knowledge.  The 
present  electing  bodies  do  not  possess  either  of  those  qualifications  in  any 
conspicuous  degree.  The  Crown  might  be  expected  to  be  impartial,  not- 
withstanding that  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown  are  exposed  to  the  pressure 
of  political  friends ;  but  it  is  not  obvious  that  an  overworked  official  in 
London  can  possess  the  necessary  knowledge,  or  can  always  obtain  the 
advice  of  fair  and  competent  experts.  The  University  Courts  are  hardly 
constituted  with  a  view  to  the  performance  of  so  difficult  and  delicate  a 
task.  The  same  observation  applies,  though  perhaps  with  less  force,  to 
the  curators. 

5.  The  object  of  this  memorandum  is  to  call  attention  to  the  experience 
of  University  College,  London,  as  suggesting  a  way  by  which  the  special 
weaknesses  of  the  present  electing  bodies  might  be  obviated.  The  essential 
feature  of  the  plan  followed  at  University  College  is  a  separation  between 
the  acts  of  selection  and  of  election.  The  Senate,  consisting  of  the  pro- 
fessors of  the  college,  and  therefore  containing  men  specially  qualified 
to  advise  upon  the  merits  of  candidates  in  every  subject,  sifts  and 
analyzes  the  claims  of  candidates  for  professorships;  while  the  final 
decision  rests  with  the  Council  of  the  college. 

6.  The  principal  points  in  the  mode  of  election  at  University  College 
are  as  follows : — 

(1.)  *The  sole  and  entire  management  and  superintendence  of  the 
^  College,  as  well  relating  to  the  income  and  funds  thereof,  as  to  the  teach- 
^  ing  of  the  various  branches  of  literature,  science,  and  art  therein,  and 
*'  the  appointment,  suspension,  and  dismissal  of  professors,'  etc.,  are  vested 
by  section  22  of  the  University  College  Act  (1869)  in  the  Council  of  the 
College. 

The  Council  is  elected  by  the  members  of  the  College,  consisting  of 
Governors  (who  represent  the  shareholders,  by  whose  money  the  Collegd 
was  built).  Fellows,  and  Life  Governors. 

(2.)  Under  a  bye-law  enacted  at  a  meeting  of  the  members,  and  having 
while  it  remains  in  force  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  it  is  pro- 
vided as  follows  (xii.  1): — 'Whenever  a  professorship,  lectureship,  or 
*•  teachership  is  vacant,  the  Council,  before  they  fill  up  the  same,  shall 

*  advertise  the  vacancy,  and  allow  a  reasonable  time  for  candidates  to 
^  come  forward.  .  .  .  The  Council  shall  communicate  to  the  Senate  the 

*  names  of  all  the  candidates,  with  theur  testunonials.  .  .  .  The  Senate 
*•  shall  report  their  opinion  thereon  to  the  Council.  ...  No  appointment 
^  shall  be  made  until  the  report  shall  have  been  made  to  the  Council.' 

(3.)  In  practice,  the  Senate  appoints  a  small  sub-committee,  generally 
of  five  or  seven.    On  this  committee  are  put  the  professors  whose  subjects

are  akin  to  the  chair  that  is  to  be  filled  op,  aod  two  or  three  men  r^re- 
seoting  the  other  d^MtftmeDts  of  the  College.  This  sob-committee  makas 
a  report  of  an  exhaostire  character,  stating  and  minutely  criticisii^  the 
testimonials  and  qualifications  of  each  candidate  separately,  and  giving 
full  reasons  for  any  preference  they  may  indicate.  This  report  along  with 
the  testimonials  is  submitted  to  the  Senate,  which  may  adopt,  modify,  or 
repudiate  the  suggestions  of  the  sub-committee.  Finally,  the  report  is  sent 
to  the  GoundL  The  Council  does  not  surrender  its  right  to  an  indq>end^it 
opinion,  but  it  very  rarely  acts  in  opposition  to  the  report  of  the  Senate. 

7.  The  plan  adopted  at  University  College  has  been  very  successful ;  it 
is  r^arded  both  by  candidates  and  friends  of  the  College  as  securing  fair 
play,  and  offering  the  greatest  promise  of  success  to  the  best  man. 

8.  University  Collie  has  few  endowed  chairs,  and  the  professors  are 
not  irremoveable ;  but  in  other  respects  it  was  constituted  after  the 
Scottish  Universities,  and  it  aims  at  the  same  kind  of  academic  results, 
its  experience  may  justly  be  viewed  as  ta  pari  materia  with  the  Scottish 
Universities. 

9.  With  certain  modifications,  the  University  College  system  might  be 
adopted  as  a  model  for  the  Scottish  Universities.  The  leading  features 
of  the  proposed  system  would  be  as  follows : — 

(1.)  To  give  the  Senate  in  each  Scottish  University  the  same  powers  as 
are  enjoyed  by  the  Senate  of  University  College.  The  Senate  should 
Ije  an  advising  board,  contributing,  from  its  special  knowledge,  the 
means  of  estimating  the  qualifications  of  candidates.  To  this  function 
it  should  be  rigorously  confined.  Its  report  should  be  full  and  critical, 
laying  before  the  electing  bodies  all  the  elements  necessary  to  form  a 
sound  judgment.  Every  member  of  the  Senate  should  have  the  power  to 
write  his  reasons  of  dissent,  and  to  criticise  the  report  of  the  Senate. 

(2.)  The  report  of  the  Senate,  with  dissents,  if  any,  and  the  testimonials 
of  all  the  candidates  should  be  submitted  to  the  University  Court  The 
University  Court  should  have  the  same  powers  as  the  Senate,  to  be 
exercised  in  the  same  way.  It  should  prepare  a  report  either  endorsing 
or  varying  the  report  of  the  Senate.  Each  member  of  the  Court  should 
have  the  right  to  make  a  dissentient  report 

(3.)  These  reports  and  dissents,  together  with  the  testimonials,  should 
be  sent  to  the  Minister  of  the  Crown,  with  whom  at  present  rests  the 
appointment  of  Scottish  professors.  The  Minister  of  the  Crown  should 
have  the  right  of  election. 

10.  Many  advantages  would  be  gained  by  the  schemes  proposed,  of 
which  the  principal  are  as  follows : — 

(1.)  The  Senate  may  be  regarded  as  a  jury  of  experts.  It  possesses 
the  special  knowledge  so  essential  to  the  proper  selection  of  professors. 
Inasmuch  as  the  report  of  the  Senate  would  not  bind  either  the  University 
Court  or  the  Crown,  it  would  be  the  interest  of  the  Senate  to  do  its  work 
fairly  and  well,  in  order  that  its  recomm^dations  might  deserve  to  be 
adopted.  By  giving  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  the  right  to  make  a 
dissentient  report,  the  danger  of  partiality  and  favouritism  would  be 
reduced  to  the  smallest  possible  dimensions. 

(2.)  The  University  Court  represents  a  wider  circle  of  interests  than  the 
Senate.    It  would  act  as  a  valuable  check  upon  the  Senate. 

(3.)  The  Minister  of  the  Crown  would  be  supplied  with  the  best 
material  for  forming  a  judgment  It  may  be  assumed  that  he  is  always 
anxious  to  discharge  his  duty  faithfully ;  and  he  would  be  able  to  shelter 
himself  behind  the  official  reports  of  the  Senate  and  University  Court  from 
the  solicitations  of  his  political  supporters.    It  is  best  that  the  ultimate 
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decision  shoald  rest,  not  with  any  local  body  of  ever-varying  composition, 
bat  with  a  Minister  responsible  to  Parliament  for  the  discharge  of  an 
important  public  daty.  By  the  plan  snggested,  the  Minister  wonid  be 
Rbielded  from  the  infinences  that  nnder  the  present  system  continnally 
interfere  with  an  impartial  and  discriminating  selection. 

11.  The  plan  proposed  might  be  at  once  applied  to  the  chairs  that  are 
in  the  gift  of  the  Grown,  the  University  Courts,  and  the  curators.  It  is 
one  that  least  disturbs  existing  arrangements.  The  number  of  chairs  in 
the  exclusive  patronage  of  the  Grown  is  slightly,  and  only  slightly,  greater 
than  the  number  in  the  exclusive  patronage  of  the  University  Gourts 
and  curators.  The  surrender  by  the  Grown  and  by  those  local  bodies 
respectively  of  their  exclusive  patronage  of  one-half  the  professorships 
would  be  not  unfairly  compensated  by  their  joint  share  in  the  whole. 

12.  It  may  be  made  an  objection  that  this  plan  throws  too  much  power 
into  the  hands  of  the  Grown.  But  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
Ministers  of  the  Grown  are  responsible  to  Parliament,  and  that  there  is 
no  reason  to  anticipate  that  a  Minister  would  act  in  opposition  to  the 
reports  of  a  Senate  and  University  Gourt  without  reasons  that  could  be 
stated  and  supported  in  the  Houses  of  Parliament ;  while  the  power  of 
the  Minister  to  disr^ard  those  reports  is  the  best  guarantee  for  the 
efficient  discharge  by  the  local  bodies  of  the  duty  entrusted  to  them. 

13.  This  memorandum  is  made  by  the  undersigned,  who,  both  as 
graduates  of  Aberdeen  University  and  as  having  filled  the  office  of 
Examiners  in  Arts  in  Scottish  Universities,  are  in  a  position  to  compare 
the  modes  of  electing  professors  in  the  Scottish  Universities  with  the  plan 
hitherto  followed  with  great  success  in  University  Gollege,  London.

VII.— DOCUMENTS  RELATING  TO  BURSARIES. 

I. — Statembkt  and  Proposal  by  the  Senatus  Academicus  of  the 
UNiVERsrrr  of  Edinburgh  concerning  Bursaries  in  connection  with 
the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

The  Senatus  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  find  that  there  are  now  no 
fewer  than  ninety-six  bursaries  in  connection  with  the  Faculty  of  Arts  in 
the  University,  founded  at  various  times  during  the  last  270  years,  and 
amounting,  in  aggregate  value,  to  £2121,  2s.  Id.  per  annum.  These 
bursaries  may  be  classified  (with  a  near  approach  to  correctness)  as 
follows  : — 

I.  Barsariefi  in  trust  of  the  University, 
II.  Barsaries  founded  by  County  Associa- 

tioDS,  and  administered  by  them, 
III.  Bursaries   administered  by    the    Town 

Council  of  Edinburgh, 
lY.  Bursaries     administered     by     Private

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It  has  occnrred  to  the  Senatas  that,  by  a  plan  of  co-operation  among 
the  diflferent  bodies  and  persons  concerned  in  so  important  a  trust  as  the 
administration  of  these  bursaries  of  the  UniTeisity,  and  withont  anj 
disturbance  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  bursaries  were  seTerally 
founded,  the  administration  might  be  so  conducted  as  to  make  the  united 
bursary  funds  a  far  more  powerful  and  conspicuous  agency  than  at  pre- 
sent for  the  reward  and  encouragement  of  youthful  ability,  and  for  the 
promotion  of  learning  and  good  education  in  Scotland. 

The  Senatus  assume  the  now  undeniable  principle  that,  wherevi^  it  is 
legally  possible,  a  bursary  or  any  such  endowment  ought  to  be  bestowed, 
with  the  most  anxious  care,  on  the  candidate  of  the  greatest  merit  and 
promise.    They  further  assume  that  the  best  known  means  of  ascertaining 
merit  and  promise,  of  the  kinds  to  be  taken  into  account  in  disposing  of 
bursaries,  is  the  public  competition  of  candidates  according   to    some 
well-arranged  scheme  of  subjects  for  examination.     Where  a  bnrsary  is 
not  restricted  by  the  terms  of  its  foundation  to  any  particular  class  of 
candidates,  there  should  be  the  utmost  possible  publicity  to  the  fact  that 
such  a  bursary  exists,  so  that  as  many  candidates  as  possible  may   come 
forward ;  and  the  bursary  ought  to  be  bestowed  on  the  best  of  these. 
But,  eren  where  the  foundation  may  have  imposed  restrictions,  competition 
within  the  limits  of  these  restrictions  ought  still  to  be  the  rule.     Tfans, 
where  a  bursary  is  open  only  to  the  natives  of  a  particular  county  or 
district,  or  where  it  is  intended  only  for  candidates  of  a  particular  surname, 
there  ought  still  to  be,  in  the  first  place,  wide  adyertisement  of  the 
bursary  beforehand,  and,  in  the  second  place,  the  most  careful  choice  of 
the  most  deserving  out  of  the  candidates  who  may  present  themselves 
with    the    necessary  preliminary  qualification.    Every  bestowal   of  a 
bursary  at  random,  or  hastily  on  private  solicitation,  or  out  of  mere 
favour,  is,  the  Senatus  submit,  a  real  misfortune,  inasmuch  as,  even  should 
that  bursary  go  to  a  proper  person,  full  advantage  will  not  have  been 
taken  of  the  virtue  that  lay  in  it  as  an  instrumentality  for  stimulating 
youthful  exertion,  and  finding  out  and  encouraging  merit.    How  powerfully 
an  annual  public  competition  for  a  number  of  bursaries  in  connection 
with  a  University  may  tell  on  the  Parochial  and  Burgh  Schools  all  round 
that  University,  is  proved  by  the  well-known  instance  of  the  working  of 
the  bursary  system  in  Aberdeen. 

These  being  the  principles,  the  Senatus  have  had  to  look  at  the  facts. 
They  are  these : — 

I.  The  Bubsaries  in  Trust  op  the  Untversitt. — Of  these  eighteen 
bursaries,  three  (viz.  two  Horsliehill-Scott  and  one  Harrison)  are 
awarded  by  competition  in  certain  subjects  fixed  by  deed,  but  without 
further  restriction  than  that  the  candidates  must  be  r^nlar  students  of 
the  University,  in  the  third  year  of  their  Arts  curriculum;  one 
(Macpherson)  is  awarded  to  fourth  year's  students  by  competition,  in  which 
knowledge  of  Gaelic  is  a  fixed  item ;  three  (l^dall  Bruce)  are  awarded 
to  second  year's  students  by  competition  in  subjects  not  fixed,  and  which 
the  Senatus  may  determine ;  one  (Blair)  to  first  year's  students  by  com- 
petition in  subjects  which  the  principal  and  five  of  the  Arts  professors 
may  determine;  one  (Jardine)  by  competition  in  subjects  which  the 
Senatus  may  determine,  but  open  only  to  natives  of  Scotland ;  and  the  re- 
™^°^K  nine  (viz.  one  Jamieson,  one  M'Diarmid,  two  Patrick,  two  Gray, 
and  three  Stewart — which  last  three,  however,  are  now  in  abeyance)  by 
competition  or  examination,  either  open  only  to  natives  of  certain 
locaHties,  or  with  a  preference  to  candidates  from  certain  localities  or  with 
certam  surnames.    With  respect  to  the  first  three,  it  is  not  believed  that 
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any  improyement  can  be  effected ;  bat  in  the  administration  of  the  others, 
or  seyeral  of  them,  some  improvement  may  be  possible,  either  by  greater 
publicity,  or  by  re-arrangement  of  the  subjects  of  the  examination,  or  by 
more  strmgent  examination  in  the  present  subjects.  For  example,  by 
raising  the  standard  of  the  Qaelic  examination  for  candidates  for  the 
valaable  Macpherson  bursary,  that  bursary  may  be  made  to  conduce 
somewhat  to  real  Celtic  scholarship  in  Scotland.  It  will  be  the  part  of 
the  Senatus  to  consider  in  detail  the  possibility  of  such  improvements, 
and  the  means  to  them. 

II.  The  Bubsaribs  of  Goumtt  Associations. — This  is  an  interesting 
J'^ass  of  bursaries,  giving  expression  in  the  most  excellent  possible  way 
to  the  natural  sentiment  of  attachment  felt  by  most  persons  to  the 
districts  where  they  have  been  themselves  born  and  bred,  or  with  which 
they  have  associations  of  family  and  tradition.  The  Senatus  can  hardly 
conceive  a  more  proper  and  useful  manifestation  of  district  patriotism,  or 
enthusiasm  for  county,  than  the  institution  of  such  bursaries ;  and  they 
hope  to  welcome  additions  to  the  number  of  such  already  established  in 
connection  with  the  University  of  Edinburgh.  But  while  the  bursaries 
retain  their  characteristic  peculiarity,  their  agency  will  be  more  beneficial 
in  proportion  as,  within  the  limits  of  that  peculiarity,  the  principles  of 
publicity  and  the  selection  of  the  worthiest  by  competition  are  attended 
to.  The  Senatus  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  county  associations  that 
have  already  established  bursaries  are  fully  alive  to  this,  and  have,  in  fact, 
taken  all  pains,  by  examinations  and  otherwise,  to  see  their  bursaries 
rightly  bestowed.  All  that  is  wanted  is  that  the  associations  should  link 
themselves  more  openly  with  the  University  itself  in  the  matter  of  these 
bursaries,  by  avaiUng  themselves  of  the  machinery  of  examination  which 
the  Senatus  can  supply,  and  so  making  the  competition  for  county 
association  bursaries  a  recognised  portion  of  a  periodical  University 
ceremonial.  The  Senatus  will  do  their  best  to  prepare  such  a  scheme  of 
examination  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  county  associations ;  and  they 
will  gladly,  in  any  case  where  it  may  be  desired,  conjoin  an  examiner  or 
examiners  nominated  by  the  associations  with  examiners  from  their  own 
body. 

III.  Thb  Town  Council  Bubsaries. — ^The  Senatus  have  to  acknow- 
ledge, in  the  strongest  terms,  the  admirable  management  of  these  bursaries 
by  the  present  and  preceding  Town  Councils.  They  have  ample  evidence 
of  the  business-like  care  with  which  the  records  of  the  management  are 
kept ;  and  they  find  that  the  students  holding  Town  Council  bursaries  are 
almost  invariably  superior  or  meritorious  students,  who  must  have  been 
well  selected  from  among  the  applicants.  They  believe  that  this  is  because 
the  Town  Council,  through  their  Education  Committee,  have  taken  the 
greatest  pains,  by  examination  of  testimonials  and  other  evidence,  to  find 
oat  the  applicants  most  deserving.  In  those  cases,  also,  where  former 
High  School  pupils  are  the  recipients  of  Town  Council  bursaries,  it  may 
be  assumed  that  the  Town  Council  have  had  the  results  of  effective  pre- 
vious competition  to  guide  them  in  their  appointments.  Still  even  here 
there  might  be  an  improvement  if  there  were  greater  publicity,  and  more 
express  competition  for  the  bursaries  after  advertisement.  The  Town 
Council  would  thus  be  relieved  of  unnecessary  trouble  in  considering 
private  applications  and  judging  of  testimonials ;  and  each  bursary  would 
more  surely  reach  the  worthiest  candidate,  and  exercise  the  largest  amount 
of  collateral  stimulus  in  the  process  of  reaching  him.  The  Senatus  are 
not  without  hope  that  the  Town  Council  will  soon  take  this  into  considera- 
tion, and  see  their  way  either  to  some  suck  plan  of  co-operation  with  the 

2k 
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Senatns  as  is  hereinafter  saggested,  or,  if  thut  may  not  be,  at  all  er^its 
to  iostitnting  a  public  barsary  competitioD  themselTes.  If  the  latter,  they 
may  command  whatever  assistance  the  Senatos  can  give;  bat  the  Senatns 
believe  that  such  a  separate  competition  for  the  Town  Council  bursaries 
would  be  less  effective  than  a  competition  for  the  same  convicted  by  the 
grace  of  the  Town  Council  itself  into  a  part  of  a  great  annual  Edinburgh 
ceremonial. 

lY.  The  Pbiyate  PATBONAaE  Bursabies. — ^It  is  in  the  administration 
of  these  bursaries,  the  most  numerous  and  collectively  the  most  valnable 
in  connection  with  the  University,  that  the  Senatns  see  the  largest  room 
for  improvement.  The  patronage,  though  for  the  purpose  of  geoora} 
designation  described  as  ^private,'  is  in  the  most  yarious  hands — in  some 
cases  vested  in  public  bodies  (for  example,  about  fifteen  bursaries  in  the 
gift  of  the  governors  of  Heriot's  Hospital,  one  in  that  of  the  Faculty  of 
Advocates,  four  in  that  of  the  Presbytery  of  Dnnbar) ;  in  others  in  the 
hands  of  individual  noblemen  or  gentlemen,  or  of  private  trustees  appointed 
by  will  or  deed.  There  must  be  varieties  in  the  style  of  manag^nent  to 
correspond ;  and  the  Senatns  do  not  doubt  that  some  of  the  patrons  do 
their  best  to  see  their  bursaries  suitably  awarded.  The  Heriot  bursaries, 
constituting  in  some  respects  a  class  by  themsdves,  are,  itisbelieved,  very 
attentively  managed.  But,  from  the  very  nature  of  the  circumstances, 
private  patronage  bursaries,  or  bursaries  described  as  such,  are  liable  to 
abuse,  or,  when  they  escape  abuse,  can  work  but  feebly  for  the  discovery 
and  promotion  of  merit.  The  very  dispersion  and  disconnectedness  of  this 
class  of  bursaries  may  be  said  to  fritter  away  a  large  fund  of  money,  that, 
were  it  administered  together  visibly,  on  the  principle  of  competition,  might 
be  a  poweriul  and  steady  agency  from  year  to  year  in  the  education  of  the 
country.  At  present  there  is  reason  to  fear  that  some  of  the  borsariea, 
originally  intended  to  reward  and  encoun^e  merit,  and  which  tiie 
founders  hoped  would  always  be  sacredly  used  for  that  end,  are  secretly 
given  away,  no  one  knows  why,  except  that  some  young  man,  having 
heard  of  such  and  such  a  bursary,  has  applied  for  it  in  the  nick  of  time. 
But,  even  where  the  patrons  or  their  agents  take  trouble  to  wdgh  the 
comparative  claims  of  applicants,  they  can  often  but  make  a  rough  selec- 
tion among  the  clients  whom  the  chances  of  neighbourhood  or  private 
recommendation  have  brought  round  them,  and  they  cannot  be  sure,  when 
they  bestow  the  bursary  on  a  deserving  young  man,  that  it  might  not 
have  been  a  boon  to  a  more  deserving.  On  this  account,  in  proportion  to 
the  very  conscientiousness  of  a  patron,  every  recurring  vacancy  of  tiie 
bursary  which  he  has  to  administer  is  apt  to  be  a  torture  or  annoyance. 
The  Senatns  have,  in  the  course  of  their  inquiries,  c(Hne  to  know  of  some 
curious  instances  of  the  working  of  the  private  bursary  system.  They  have 
had  extreme  difficulty  in  finding  out  what  students  at  any  partieuk^  time 
were  the  holders  of  particular  bursaries ;  nor  could  they  at  this  moment^  with 
all  the  pains  they  have  taken,  write  opposite  to  all  the  bursaries  in  the  com- 
pleted University  list  the  names  of  those  holding  them.  They  have  found 
also  cases  in  which  the  holders  of  bursaries  vrere  not  fulfillmg  the 
conditions  of  regular  attendance  on  the  classes  entitling  them  to  the 
payment  of  their  bursaries.  They  have  found  cases  in  which 
individual  students  had  contrived  to  obtain  two  or  more  bursaries, 
independent  of  each  other,  and  hold  them  together.  In  one  instance 
it  was  found  that  the  presentee  to  a  bursary  was  a  young  man  in  com- 
mercial employment  a  hundred  miles  or  more  from  Edinburgh,  with  no 
intention  of  ever  being  nearer  it  or  within  the  walls  of  its  University.  It 
hardly  needs,  however,  such  extreme  instances  of  occasional  abase  to 
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show  that  the  private  bursary  system  reqaires  amendment.  The  Senatns 
confidently  appeal  on  the  snbject  to  the  patrons  themselves,  and  beg  their 
serious  consideraticMi  of  the  plan  of  improvement  herein  indicated.  They 
are  of  opinion  that  the  more  of  the  private  bursaries  that  can  be  brought  into 
one  general  list  for  free  and  open  competition,  ranged  accordmg  to  their 
values,  the  better.  But,  in  cases  where  patrons  may  be  unwilling  to  go  so 
f^r,  and  would  still  reserve  the  bursaries  for  any  class  of  clients,  the 
Smatus  offer  to  receive  the  nominees  whom  the  patrons  may  send  up, 
examine  them,  and  report  on  their  comparative  merits. 

Should  this  appeal  to  the  patrons  of  the  various  classes  of  bursaries  not 
administered  by  the  University  itself  meet  with  any  adequate  response,  the 
Senatus  propose, — 

I.  That  the  arrangements  connected  with  the  bursaries  of  all  kinds  be 
thrown,  as  far  as  possible,  into  the  form  of  a  great  annual  ceremonial,  to 
be  held  in  Edinburgh,  in  October  of  each  year,  with  as  much  opening 
solemnity  as  can  be  given  to  it  by  the  presence  of  the  civic  authorities, 
patrons  of  bursaries,  and  other  persons  of  distinction,  along  with  the 
authorities  of  the  University, — the  time  of  the  ceremonial  to  be  advertised 
sufficiently  beforehand,  with  an  exact  list  of  all  the  bursaries  to  be  com- 
peted for,  the  names  of  their  founders  and  patrons,  and  the  terms  of  the 
competition  for  each,  whether  special  and  restricted  to  certain  classes  of 
candidates,  or  unrestricted  and  open  to  all. 

II.  That  all  the  bursaries  the  terms  of  which  are  fixed,  as  respects 
either  the  class  of  candidates  or  the  subjects  of  examination,  be  examined 
for  in  strict  accordance  with  these  terms. 

III.  That,  where  the  subjects  of  examination  are  not  fixed,  a  scheme  of 
subjects  be  prepared  by  the  Senatus,  with  due  consultation  with  others 
interested ;  and,  in  particular,  that  a  scheme  of  subjects  be  prepared 
suitable  for  the  examination  of  candidates  for  bursaries  available  for 
students  entering  the  University  for  the  first  session.  This  scheme  would 
hold  equally  for  bursaries  for  entrants  open  to  general  competition,  and 
for  bursaries  for  entrants  open  only  to  designated  candidates. 

lY.  That  reports  of  the  results  of  the  examinations  be  duly  made  by 
the  Senatus  to  all  the  patrons  of  bursaries  not  in  trust  of  the  Senatus 
itself — ^to  the  Town  Council,  to  the  county  associations,  and  to  private 
patrons  (if  required) ;  and  that,  when  answers  of  approval  have  been 
received,  the  names  of  the  successful  candidates  be  published  in  two  or 
more  sets,  so  as  to  distinguish  clearly  between  the  special  bursaries  and 
the  general  or  open  competition  bursaries  for  entrants.  These  last  to  be 
ranged  in  one  list  in  the  order  of  their  values,  and  to  be  bestowed  on  the 
successful  candidates  in  the  order  of  their  merit.

II. — ^Repobt  of  CoMMrrTBE  of  the  Senatus  Academious  of  the 
Uniyebsity  of  Aberdeen  on  the  Tenure  of  Bursaries. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  whole  matters  involved  in  an 
application  to  the  Senatus  to  be  allowed  to  continue  a  bursary  one  year 
after  the  close  of  the  curriculum,  the  bursar  having  entered  on  his  bursary 
in  the  second  year,  beg  to  lay  before  the  Senatus  a  statement  of  the  two 
opposmg  views  on  the  subject,  together  with  the  reasons  given  in  support 
of  each. 

First.  It  is  maintained  that  the  privilege  of  holding  an  Arts  bursary 
four  years,  when  entered  upon  in  the  second  session  of  the  course  in  Arts, 
is  confined  to  six  foundations,  yielding  m  all  forty  bursaries. 
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As  the  original  intention  of  the  Arts  bnrsaries  was  to  educate  and 
partly  maintain  yoong  men  during  their  cnrricnlnm  of  Arts  study,  the  tenure 
was  regnUted  by  the  length  of  the  curriculum — that  is,  four  years.  If  the 
curriculum  had  been  ihiee  years  or  five  years,  the  bursaries  would  have 
been  held  for  the  same  period.  They  cannot  be  interpreted  as  an  anmnly 
of  four  years,  irrespectire  of  the  curriculum  of  study. 

Up  to  the  union  of  the  colleges,  it  was  the  inyariable  rule  that  bursals 
must  begin  at  the  beginning  of  the  curriculum ;  so  that  their  bursaries, 
whether  obtained  by  competition  or  by  presentation,  always  corresponded 
therewith.  When,  without  any  special  Ordinance,  permission  was  giTcn 
by  the  Senatus  to  hold  presentation  bursaries,  from  the  second  or  higher 
years,  the  understanding  was  that  they  must  cease  with  the  fourth  year, 
although  they  may  have  been  enjoyed  only  three  years,  two  years,  or  one 
year.  Such  also  has  been  the  uniform  practice ;  and  presentation  bur- 
saries, at  whatever  year  of  the  curriculum  they  may  have  commenced, 
have  always,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  expired  with  the  curriculum  for  which 
they  were  held. 

The  Conunissioners  introduced  a  new  rule  for  taking  the  degree  in 
Arts,  under  which  a  student  might  obtain  the  degree  in  three  years,  his 
actual  studies  commencing  with  the  course  incumbent  on  students  of  the 
second  year.  They,  by  a  special  clause  in  the  Aberdeen  Bursary  Ordi- 
nances, declared  that  this  permission  was  to  be  extended  to  studoits 
holding  competition  bursaries  in  the  appointment  of  the  Senatus.  Th^ 
do  not,  in  that  Ordinance,  declare  that  the  bursaries  shall,  under  those 
circumstances,  be  tenable  for  a  year  after  the  three  years'  curriculum  is 
finished. 

Now,  it  is  contended  that  the  permission  to  hold  a  bursary  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  curriculum  is  an  entirely  new  and  unprecedented  fact, 
iuTolving  an  alienation  of  the  bursary  funds,  and  that  such  permission  is 
not  to  be  inferred  from  the  liberty  given  to  certain  bursars  to  adopt  the 
three  years'  curriculum.  The  alienation  of  funds  can  be  justified  only  by 
explicit  enactment  to  that  particular  effect ;  and  the  clause  referred  to 
does  not  deal  with  the  tenure  of  the  bursaries,  but  only  with  the  liberty 
of  the  bursars  to  begin  their  college  education  at  the  second  year. 

Bythe  Uni?ersities  Act,  sec.  15,  the  Commissioners  are  empowered, 
with  reference  to  endowments  more  than  fifty  years  old,  to  alter  the 
'  conditions  or  directions '  of  the  endowment — that  is,  to  divert  it  to  new 
channels  or  uses.  Consequently  they  had  full  powers  to  enact,  in  the  case 
of  bursary  foundations  Jijty  years  oldf  that  they  might  be  held  on  the 
tenure  of  four  years,  beginning  from  the  second. 

With  reference  to  endowments  less  than  fifty  years  old,  the  powers  of 
the  Commissioners  are  defined  by  clause  7,  which  affects  the  entire 
property  of  the  colleges,  and  applies  to  the  mode  of  administration  of  the 
funds,  not  to  changing  their  original  destination. 

Now  the  Commissioners  have  not  made  any  general  Ordinance  with 
reference  to  these  old  foundations,  snch  as  to  give  the  right  to  a  four 
years'  tenure,  beginning  at  the  second  year.  They  have,  however,  made 
special  Ordinances  for  a  few  select  foundations,  in  which  they  have 
expressly  conferred  this  right. 

These  foundations  are  chiefly  three, — ^the  Adams,  Moir,  and  Fullerton, 
— yielding  thirty-seven  bursaries.  Tlie  only  other  cases  are  three  minor 
foundations,  each  yielding  one  small  bursary. 

It  is  illustrative  of  the  views  of  the  Commissioners  in  selecting  these 
three  large  foundations,  that  they  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Senatus  asking 
to  be  informed  which  of  the  endowments  of  the  two  colleges  were  least 
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restricted  by  the  foanders  to  the  object  of  bnrsaries.  It  tarned  ont  that 
the  three  above  oamed  were  of  this  class ;  and  accordingly  the  Commis- 
sioners, who  wished  to  defer  to  founders'  intentions  as  far  as  possible, 
drew  largely  npon  each  of  them  for  other  pnrposes — namely,  the  foundation 
of  scholarships,  the  paying  of  manse  debts,  and  the  augmentation  of  the 
fond  for  the  working  expenses  of  the  University. 

It  is  therefore  in  these  foundations,  whereof  only  a  part  remains  for 
Bursaries,  that  the  special  clauses  occur,  which,  it  is  contended,  were 
necessary  in  order  to  authorize  the  four  years'  tenure,  commencing  at  the 
second  year. 

Clause  2  of  these  special  Ordinances  permits  the  bursaries  to  be  gained 
on  entering  the  second  session  as  well  as  the  first. 

Clause  8  confers  absolutely  the  right  to  hold  the  bursary  four  years 
in  both  cases. 

If  such  clauses  had  been  made  general  for  all  foundations  of  fifty  years' 
standing,  they  would  have  decided  the  point  in  favour  of  all  such  bur- 
saries, while  it  would  have  exceeded  the  powers  of  the  Commissioners  to 
have  applied  them  to  the  recenX  foundations.  As  it  is,  the  existence  of 
the  clauses  is  the  proof  that  they  were  necessary  in  order  to  the  four  years' 
tenure  in  the  case  supposed ;  and  their  absence  in  the  Ordinances  of  the 
other  foundations  shows  that  the  four  years'  tenure,  commencing  from  the 
second  year,  was  not  meant  to  be  general. 

The  other  provisions  in  these  special  Ordinances  indicate  that  the  Com- 
missioners considered  that  they  were  bestowing  an  exceptional  privilege. 
It  is  enacted  in  them  specially,  that  the  bursar  shall  pass  all  the  examina- 
tions ;  and  if  he  fail  in  these  examinations,  he  shall  forfeit  his  bursary. 
No  such  stringent  conditions  are  imposed  either  on  bursars  generally  or 
in  any  special  bnrsaries  except  those  now  mentioned.  It  is  only  where 
the  four  years'  tenure  is  made  absolute  that  the  rigorous  conditions  are 
inserted. 

Further,  the  number  of  bursaries  so  constituted,  with  this  peculiar  and 
exceptional  tenure,  is  a  circumstance  worthy  of  note,  as  throwing  light 
on  the  intentions  of  the  Commissioners.  Forty  is  the  number,  and  upon 
the  quadriennial  tenure  this  should  afford  an  average  of  ten  every  year, 
the  holders  of  which  were  expected  to  pass  through  the  curriculum  with 
a  certain  distinction ;  and  thereby,  if  they  began  their  studies  at  the 
second  year,  became  entitled  to  the  privilege  of  enjoying  the  bursary  for 
a  year  subsequent  to  the  curriculum.  This  provision  would  find  its  inter- 
pretation in  the  fact  that,  according  to  the  graduation  Ordinance,  one 
winter  session  subsequent  to  the  completion  of  the  curriculum  was  allowed 
88  an  additional  period  during  which  a  degree  with  honours  was  attain- 
able. 

It  is  therefore,  in  the  view  of  these  circumstances,  contended  that  the 
provision  of  the  forty  bursaries  referred  to  is  exceptional,  and  not  to  be 
understood  as  regulative  for  the  whole  system  of  bursaries. 

Secondly.  For  the  opposite  opinion  the  following  are  the  arguments : — 

It  is  admitted  on  both  sides  that  the  time  for  which  bursaries  are  held 
has  been  generally  for  four  years.  This  term  is  in  some  cases  prescribed 
by  the  deeds,  in  others  by  the  rules  and  custom  of  the  University.  Whilst 
holding  a  bursary,  the  student  has  in  most  cases  conformed  to  the  course 
of  study  prescribed  for  obtaining  a  degree.  But  very  many  bursars  do 
not  proceed  to  such  d^rees,  and  do  not  forfeit  any  portion  of  their  bur- 
sary on  faib'ng  to  do  so. 

In  former  times,  the  course  of  study  requisite  for  a  degree  in  Arts 
occupied  four  years.     But  the  Commissioners,  under  the  Universities 
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(Scotland)  Act,  by  OrdinaDce  No.  14,  General,  sec.  1,  enabled  all  stodenta, 
borsaro  as  well  as  others,  on  certain  conditions,  to  complete  their  coarse 
of  stady  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  three  years,  in  place  of  fonr. 
The  question  has  thus  arisen  whether  a  bnrsar,  taking  advantage  of  this 
Ordinance  and  completing  his  studies  in  three  years,  forfeits  the  fourth 
year  of  his  barsary,  or  may  continue  to  hold  it  under  the  conditions  of 
Ordinance  No.  28  (Aberdeen,  No.  8),  entitled,  ^Aberdeen — General 

*  Regulations  relatire  to  Bursaries  and  Scholarships.' 

It  is  affirmed  that  clauses  6  and  7  clearly  enable  them  to  do  so. 
The  first  of  these  says,  clause  6 :  ^  It  shall  not  be  competent  for  any 

*  person  to  continue  to  hold  a  bursary  which  is  attached  to  a  particular 
^  Faculty,  who  is  not  in  attoidance  on  a  class  or  classes  in  such  Faculty.' 
This  clearly  implies  that  ^  any  person'  who  does  not  attend  such  class  or 
classes  may  continue  to  hold  his  bursary  for  its  full  term,  and  cannot  be 
deprived  of  it  on  the  ground  that,  having  taken  his  d^ree,  he  has  ceased 
to  be  properly  a  student.  Further,  clause  7 :  ^  No  student  obtaming 
^  a  competition  bursary  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  in  the  appointment  of  the 

*  Senatus  Academicus,  shall  be  required,  as  a  condition  of  his  tenure  thereof, 

*  to  enter  the  first  or  junior  classes  of  Latin,  Greek,  and  mathematics,  or 
^  any  of  them,  unless  otherwise  he  would  have  been  required  to  attend  such 
*•  classes,  or  any  of  them,  in  proceeding  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts ; 
'  nor  shall  any  such  student  be  required  to  attend  any  class  or  classes,  in 
^  addition  to  those  required  from  other  students  in  proceeding  to  the  said 
'  degree.'  This  clause  would  clearly  be  nuU  and  meaningless  if  the  Status 
Academicus  could  deprive  a  student  who  did  not  att^d  these  classes  of 
one  year  of  bis  bursary. 

It  has  been  alleged  that  this  Ordinance  only  applies  to  bursaries 
established  more  than  fifty  years  before  the  date  of  the  Act,  and  affected 
by  other  Ordinances  of  the  Commissioners.  But  this  restriction  is  con- 
trary to  its  title,  ^  General  Regulations,'  etc.  Then,  in  clause  1,  other 
bursaries  are  dealt  with  besides  these;  also  in  clauses  4,  5,  8; 
and  no  words  only  restricting  it  to  these  bursaries  can  be  specified.  The 
Commissioners  also,  in  their  letter  of  21st  May  1862,  give  it  this  general 
application. 

It  is  further  alleged  that  the  Commissioners  were  restrained  from  pass- 
ing such  an  Ordinance  by  the  Act  XY.,  2,  limiting  their  powers  in  certain 
respects  to  *  any  gift  or  endowment  which  has  taken  effect  for  more  than 
^  fifty  years.'  But  as  this  Ordinance  was  issued  by  the  Commissioners, 
approved  by  the  Queen  in  Council,  and  has  been  acted  on  by  the  Senatus, 
it  must  be  held  yaUd  until  set  aside  by  competent  authority.  Besides,  the 
instituting  of  a  three  years'  curriculum,  and  the  permitting  of  these 
bursars  to  take  the  benefit  of  it,  does  not  interfere  with  any  such  special 
conditions  of  the  deeds  as  the  Act  appears  to  refer  to.  In  reality  these 
Ordinances  do  not  affect  the  conditions  of  the  deeds  at  all,  but  only  r^a- 
late  the  course  of  education  in  the  University,  and  any  person  holding  one 
of  these  bursaries  just  continues  to  follow  the  usual  course  of  instruction 
in  the  University  as  he  would  have  done  before  the  new  Ordinances  were 
in  force.  If  the  student  by  the  deed  was  otherwise  entitled  to  hold  his 
bursary  for  four  years,  the  clause  in  the  Act,  conferring  special  powers 
on  the  Commissioners  in  reference  to  foundations  of  more  than  fifty  years' 
standing,  surely  could  not  empower  them  or  the  Senatus  to  deprive  any 
student  of  the  benefit  of  the  fourth  year  of  his  bursary,  simply  because  be 
had  completed  his  course  of  study  for  a  degree  in  three  years.  It  might 
equally  be  alleged  that  this  provision  of  the  Act  prevented  the  Commis- 
sioners passing  any  Ordinance  imposing  new  classes,  or  additional  fees, 
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or  rules  of  discipline,  on  sach  bursars,  other  than  those  in  force  at  the 
time  their  respective  bursaries  were  founded.  Hence,  if  the  Commis- 
sioners had  no  power  to  issue  Ordinances  regulating  the  course  of  study 
of  the  holders  of  these  bursaries,  there  would  be  two  codes  of  law  in 
the  Uniyersity,-— one  for  the  person  holding  these  bursaries,  and  the  other 
for  aU  the  other  students  in  the  Uniyersitj. 

Haying  thus  presented  the  two  opposing  yiews,  the  committee  would 
further  recommend  that  the  above  statement  be  referred  to  Mr.  Francis 
Edmond  for  his  advice,  he  being  authorized,  if  he  think  necessary,  to  take 
an  opinion  of  counsel  on  the  matter  at  issue. 


III. — ^Report  of   a  CoMMmEE  of   the   General  Council   of    the 
UNTVERsnT  OF  ABERDEEN  ou  Mcdical  BursaricB,  15th  April  1874. 

The  committee  may,  in  the  first  place,  remind  the  Council  that  the 
subject  was  brought  before  it  in  a  motion  by  the  convener,  in  April 
1870,  to  ^  represent  to  the  University  Court  the  importance  of  making 
^  known  the  want  of  medical  bursaries  in  the  University ;'  and  that  the 
University  Court,  on  12th  October  1870,  unanimously  agreed  to  the 
following  deliverance  on  that  representation  : — ^  The  Court  fully  admit 
^  the  existing  want  of  bursaries  in  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  the  importance 
'  of  having  that  want  supplied  in  the  case  of  deserving,  but  poor,  students, 
^  who  might  earn  them  by  competition.  The  Court  will  gladly  go  along 
^  with  the  other  authorities  of  the  University  in  any  measures  to  be  taken 
^  for  accomplishiug  the  desired  object.' 

The  committee  has  from  time  to  time  i*eported  to  the  Council,  and  has 
endeavoured  to  keep  the  subject  before  the  public.  The  committee  has 
now  to  submit  the  following  more  complete  report : — 

The  want  of  bursaries  for  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  may  be 
shown  by  a  statement  of  the  number  of  bursaries  and  the  number  of 
students  in  the  respective  Faculties.  The  number  and  money  value  of 
the  bursaries  are  taken  from  the  latest  statement  in  the  University 
Calendar.

In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  the  number  of  bursaries  is,  therefore,  so  great 
that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  students  are  bursars.  About  a  fourth  part 
of  these  bursaries  falling,  in  due  course,  to  be  set  free  each  year,  there 
are  thus  upwards  of  50  bursaries  ev^  year  open  to  students  in  Arts. 
Of  the  223  bursaries  held  durmg  the  past  year  by  Arts  students,  151 
were  awarded  by  open  competition,  the  remaining  72  being  given  by 
presentation  by  the  various  patrons,  followed  by  an  examination  by  the 
University. 

There  are  also  scholarships  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  for  graduates  in 
that  Faculty.  These  are  the  Fullerton,  Moir,  and  Gray  scholarships, 
eight  in  number,  of  the  annual  value  of  £65  each,  tenable  for  four  years. 

*  These  were  the  numbera  during  the  past  session  in  each  of  these  Faculties.  As  28 
were  attending  simoltaneonsly  in  two  Faculties,  of  whom  22  were  in  Arts,  and  28  in 
Medicine,  the  number  attending  Arts  classes  only  was  380,  the  number  attending  Medical 
classes  only  was  22S.

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Four  of  these  scholarships  are  awarded  for  distinctioD  in  classical 
literature  and  mental  philosophy,  and  foar  for  distinction  in  mathematics 
and  natural  philosophy.  For  graduates  in  Arts  there  are  also  the 
Simpson  (£70)  and  Bozill  (£28)  prizes,  awarded  annually  for  distinction 
in  mathematics.  Among  the  fourth-year  students  in  Arts  there  are 
annually  awarded  the  Simpson  prize  (£70),  for  distinction  in  Greek ;  the 
Hutton  prize  (£30),  for  distinction  in  classics  and  philosophy ;  and  the 
Neil  Amott  prize  or  prizes  (£35 — ^the  interest  of  £1000),  for  distinction 
in  natural  philosophy.    These  scholarships  and  prizes  amoont  to  a  total  I 

sum  of  £753,  annually  awarded  among  fourth-year  students  in  Arts  or 
graduates  in  Arts,  £618  of  it  being  confined  to  graduates  in  Arts.  The 
Murray  scholarship  (annual  ralue  £70),  for  the  education  of  a  *  lawyer, 
^  physician,  cItiI  engineer,  or  other  such  liberal  secular  profession,'  is  open 
only  to  Masters  of  Arts. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Divinity,  also,  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  students 
attending  are  bursars.  For  students  who  ha?e  finished  tbdr  coarse  of 
study  in  Dirinity,  there  are  the  Brown  scholarships,  two  in  number,  the 
annual  value  each  of  £17. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  with  its  over  200  students,  there  is  but 
one  bursary,  and  it  is  restricted  to  students  who  have  attended  the  Arts 
classes  for  four  years. 

Up  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  no  scholarship  of  any  kind  for 
graduates  in  Medicine.    The  committee,  however,  is  happy  to  be  able  to 
record  that  a  movement  to  establish  a  scholarship  in  honour  of  the 
memory  of  the  late  Dr.  John  Murray  has  been  successful,  and  that  the 
scholarship,  or  prize,  will  probably  be  of  the  value  of  £20,  awarded 
annually.    The  committee  trust  that  this  good  example  will  be  followed. 
While  the  primary  object  which  the  committee  has  in  view  is  to  secure  a 
certain  number  of  bursaries  for  students  of  medicine  during  their  cinder- 
graduate  period,  the  committee  may  add  that  it  is  desirable  that  the 
University  be  enabled  to  offer  annually  one  or  two  medical  scholarships, 
awarded  by  competition  to  graduates  in  Medicine,  corresponding  to 
the  Fullerton,  Moir,  and  Gray  scholarships  for  graduates  in  Arts. 
Such  scholarships  should  be  tenable  for  two  years,  and  of  such  value 
that  they  would  enable  the  holder  to  visit  the  medical  institutions  of  the 
Continent. 

The  disparity  between  the  number  of  bursaries  in  the  respective 
Faculties  is  so  striking  that  the  question  naturally  occurs  why  it  is  so. 
It  cannot  be  a  difference  in  expense  of  education,  for  education  in 
Medicine  is  more  expensive  than  in  Arts  or  Divinity,  owing  not  merely 
to  the  greater  number  of  classes  to  be  attended,  but  to  the  fact  that  Uie 
student  of  medicine  has  generiUly  two  or  more  summer  sessions  besides 
his  four  winter  sessions,  while  students  in  Arts  have  to  incur  the  expense 
of  residence  during  only  the  winter  session  of  five  months,  and  students 
of  divinity  during  about  four  months. 

It  is  not  uncommon  for  advanced  students  in  Arts,  or  for  students  in 
divinity,  to  engage  in  private  teaching ;  but  the  student  of  medicine  is 
virtually  precluded  from  this  source  of  help  by  the  fact  that  his  college 
and  hospital  work  take  up  his  whole  day,  and  that  his  evenings  are 
required  for  study.  Instances  not  a  few  are  indeed  known  to  members 
of  the  committee  in  which  students  of  medicine  in  this  school  have, 
notwithstanding  the  difficulties,  thus  worked  their  way,  undergoing 
enormous  labour  at  the  risk  of  health,  and  to  the  injury  of  their  pro- 
fessional studies.  The  struggle  to  pursae  an  arduous  study,  and 
simultaneously  to  provide  the  means  of  doing  so,  is  worthy  of  the  highest 
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admiration ;  but  this  ought  not  to  be,  for  these  are  jast  the  men  ^hose 
ability  and  perseverance  would  enable  them  to  carry  off  bursaries  in 
medicine  did  snch  exist. 

Nor  can  it  be  said  that  medicine  is  to  the  generality  a  lacratiye 
profession.  Now  that  the  Civil  Services  are  open  to  competition,  the 
youth  who  has  finished  his  Arts  curriculum  may  at  once  enter  on  a 
position  equal  to,  or  even  better  than,  that  which  the  medical  graduate 
can  attain  after  the  further  expense  of  his  four  years  of  medical  study. 

The  absence  of  bursaries  in  medicine  is  not  difficult  to  account  for. 
The  great  majority  of  our  bursaries  are  old  foundations,  while  the  old 
method  of  medical  education  was  chiefly  by  apprenticeship  to  a  medical 
practitioner,  under  whom,  and  at  the  hospital,  the  youth  acquired  the 
routine  of  his  art  But  in  modem  times  the  progress  of  medicine  has 
involved  the  study  of  a  number  of  accessory  and  fundamental  sciences, 
together  with  clinical  hospital  study,  requiring  attendance  at  a  medical 
school.  Even  the  chairs  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery  in  this  University 
have  existed  only  since  1839,  and  it  was  but  in  1860  that  the  Medical 
Faculty  of  the  University,  as  it  now  stands,  was  completed.  In  illustra- 
tion of  this,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  one  medical  bursary  (founded 
sixty-five  years  ago  by  Dr.  John  Mibe  of  Bombay)  is  in  the  form  of 
a  payment  *  for  defraying  annually  the  expense  of  the  apprentice  fee 
and  ^  infirmary  dues  of  a  student  of  medicine,  to  be  selected  from  the 
magistrand  class.' 

The  comparatively  small  number  of  bursaries  that  have  been  left  to 
the  University  in  recent  times  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  existence  of 
an  impression  that  the  University  is  afaready  fully  provided  with  bursaries, 
whUe  attention  has  only  recently  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  bursaries 
are  not  within  reach  of  the  students  of  medicine.  It  is  hoped,  now  that 
this  want  is  becoming  known,  that  the  tide  will  flow  in  this  direction. 
The  committee  cannot  but  think  that  those  who  have  themselves  enjoyed 
University  bursaries,  and  were  enabled  thereby  to  receive  the  benefits  of 
a  good  education,  and  to  make  their  way  in  life,  must  feel  desirous  of 
helping  others  in  like  manner ;  and  when  the  large  number  of  persons 
who  have  held  bursaries  in  this  University  is  remembered,  not  a  few  of 
whom  have  prospered  in  life,  the  committee  think  it  not  unreasonable  to 
hope  that  this  want  has  only  to  be  made  known  in  order  to  meet  with 
response. 

It  may  be  well  to  remark  that  bursaries  left  for  students  in  the  Medical 
Faculty  will  be  at  the  same  time  bursaries  for  promoting  the  study  of 
the  natural  sciences.  The  study  of  these  sciences  forms  the  greater 
part  of  the  work  of  the  student  of  medicine  in  the  earlier  years  of  his 
course,  the  chairs  of  Natural  History,  Botany,  and  Chemistry,  as  well  as 
those  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  being  included  in  the  Medical  Faculty, 
while  only  the  first  of  these  subjects  as  yet  comes  within  the  curriculum 
of  the  students  in  Arts. 

In  regard  to  the  number  of  bursaries  which  it  would  be  desirable  to 
have  in  the  Medical  Faculty,  the  conunittee  think  that  from  fifty  to  sixty, 
of  which  a  dozen  to  fifteen  would  fall  vacant  each  year,  would  satisfy 
the  present  requirement.  It  is  not  proposed  to  give  bursaries  except  to 
such  students  as  pursue  the  whole  of  their  medical  curriculum  in  this 
University ;  but  as  there  are  now  over  two  hundred  students  of  medicine 
who  do  so,  it  will  be  readily  perceived  that  the  number  of  medical 
bursaries  suggested  is  far  from  excessive.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  in 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine  the  number  of  students  has  been  increasing 
steadily,  the  number  having  within  these  nine  years  risen  from  136  to 
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251;*  and  from  the  distinctioD  which  the  gr&dnateB  have  gained  for 
themselres  in  the  competitions  for  the  pabHc  senrioeB,  and  the  improred 
means  wiiich  the  Uniyersitj  now  possesses  of  giving  scientific  and 
practical  medical  education,  there  is  reason  to  expect  that  this  increase 
will  continne.  Recollecting  the  expense  of  medical  education,  and  the 
long  period  of  the  year  over  which  it  is  pursued,  the  yalne  of  these 
bursaries  should  range  at  from  £15  to  £40. 

Considering  the  evident  and  generally^admitted  supmority  of  the 
method  of  awarding  the  bursaries  in  Arts  by  competition,  compared  with 
the  method  by  presentation,  and  considering  that  the  object  of  bursaries 
anywhere  is  to  help  those  who  possess  ability  but  not  the  means  of 
obtaming  the  necessary  education,  the  committee  is  of  opinion  that  all 
medical  bursaries  should  be  awarded  by  competition.  The  subjects  of 
competition  might  be  left  to  be  determined  by  the  Medical  Faculty, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Senatus  and 'University  Court,  but  the 
committee  would  suggest  that  for  the  tenure  of  the  bursaries  during  the 
first  two  years  of  the  curriculum  the  competition  should  embrace  the 
subjects  of  botany,  zoology,  and  inorganic  chemistry;  and  that  the 
tenure  during  the  remaining  two  years  of  the'  curriculum  should  be 
determined  by  a  competitive  examination  in  organic  chemistry,  anatomy, 
and  physiology,  with  which  the  first  two  3rears  of  medical  study  are 
largely  occupied. 

The  committee,  in  conclusion,  would  suggest  that  this  rqiort,  if 
approved  by  the  Council,  should  be  printed  and  circulated  among  the 
members  of  the  Council  It  will  show  that  the  scheme  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  General  Council  and  of  the  University  Court,  and  the 
statement  of  facts  which  it  contains  may  further  lead  to  the  scheme 
being  regarded  with  favour  by  intending  benefactors  of  the  University.

VIII.— DOCUMENTS  RELATING  TO  UNIVERSITY 
BUILDINGS  IN  EDINBURGH  AND  GLASGOW. 

L — ^Memorial  to  the  Tbeasubt  as  to  the  Extensiok  and  Improveicemt 

of  the  Edinbuboh  UiOYEBsmr  BuiLDiNas. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Acting  Committee  appointed  on  the  6th  A[Mil 

1874,  by  a  Public  Meeting  of  those  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 

University  of  Edinburgh,  to  carry  out  Resolutions  adopted  by  that 

Meeting  for  the  Extension  and  Lnprovement  of  the  Buildings  of 

the  University ; 

Humbly  sheweih^ — ^Tliat  the  names  of  those  who  attended  the  afore* 

said  meeting,  and  the  list  of  subscribers  to  the  objects  which  the  meeting 

had  in  view,  comprise  almost  all  the  leading  citizens  of  Edinburgh,  and  a 

considerable  number  of  the  nobility  and  lauded  gentry  of  Scotland,  and 

of  men  of  eminent  position,  scientific  or  otherwise,  throughout  the  United 

Kingdom. 

That  the  metropolitan  University  of  Scotland  has  been,  and  is,  a  most

172;  1868-^,  166;  1869-70, 175;  1870-71,  191;  1871-72,  302 ;  1872-78, 242 ;  1878-74,  251. 
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important  educational  institntion,  bat  that  it  is  hindered  in  the  discharge 
of  its  f  onctions,  amongst  other  things,  by  the  inadequacy  of  its  buildings. 

That  the  present  bdldings  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  were  devised 
daring  the  last  centory,  at  a  time  when  the  students  numbered  between 
600  and  700,  and  the  professors  of  the  Uniyersity  twraty-one. 

That  the  students  of  the  UniTersity  are  now  over  2000  in  number,  and 
the  professors  thirty-six. 

That,  as  was  pointed  out  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Scientific  In- 
struction, presided  over  by  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  (Seventh  Report,  p.  10), 
the  present  buildings  afford  only  eightera  classrooms,  whereas  no  less 
than  forty  distinct  courses  of  instruction  have  to  be  provided  for,  by 
which  circumstance  much  inconvenience  is  occasioned. 

That  the  University  of  Edinburgh  has  long  contained  the  largest  and 
most  important  medical  school  in  the  United  Kingdom,  its  medical 
students  daring  last  session  having  amounted  to  895. 

That  this  medical  school  is  by  no  means  wholly,  or  even  chiefly,  Scotch, 
but  is  national,  or  rather  imperial,  in  character,  as  statistics  show  that 
England  sends  nearly  as  many  students  as  Scotland  to  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  for  instruction  in  medicine,  and  that  India,  the  colonies,  and 
foreign  countries  contribute  altogether  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  whole 
number  of  the  medical  students. 

That  the  medical  students  in  the  University  during  the  session  1874- 
75,  classified  as  to  their  respective  birthplaces,  numbered  as  follows : — 
Bom  in  Scotland,  369 ;  in  England,  383  ;  in  Ireland,  21 ;  in  India,  57 ; 
in  the  colonies,  97;  in  foreign  countries,  18. 

That  since  the  present  buildings  were  erected  a  great  and  beneficial 
change  has  passed  over  the  whole  system  of  medical  instruction.  Teach- 
ing, which  was  of  old  exclusively  oral,  has  now  become  in  a  great 
measure  practical,  the  student  being  required  to  manipulate,  to  dissect, 
and  to  experiment  for  himself,  under  the  supervision  of  his  teacher ;  for 
which  purposes  it  is  obvious  that  larger  space  and  properly-constructed 
laboratories  and  theatres  have  become  requisite. 

That  in  educational  institutions  throoghont  Europe,  buildings  for 
scientific  teaching  have  of  late  years  been  provided  in  accordance  with 
the  new  ideas  (especially  in  Berlin,  Prague,  Bonn,  Leipsic,  London,  Ox- 
ford, Cambridge,  Manchester,  and  Ghisgow),  and  that  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  is  placed  in  an  onfavoorable  position  in  comparison  witb 
these  schools. 

That  the  University  of  Edinburgh  has  recently  adopted  special 
measures  for  affording  instruction  in  the  principles  of  public  health,  and 
for  conferring  degrees  in  that  department,  in  order  to  train  medical  officers 
for  the  performance  of  duties  required  by  the  Act  of  1872;  but  that 
for  this  purpose  better  laboratories  and  demonstration  rooms  are  urgently 
required. 

That  other  teaching  departments  of  the  University,  besides  the  medical, 
are  now  placed  in  a  disadvantageous  position,  a  laboratory  for  physical 
research  being  needed,  and  separate  classrooms  being  much  wanted  for 
such  subjects  as  engineering,  geology,  and  agriculture,  in  which  models 
or  specimens  might  be  permanently  exhibited. 

That  great  want  is  also  felt  of  any  suitable  place  for  holding  examina- 
tions of  the  large  number  of  students  who  present  themselves  for  degrees. 
Such  examinations  are  at  present  held  within  the  library,  by  which  not 
only  serious  detriment  is  caused  to  the  books,  but  great  inconvenience  in 
the  working  of  the  library  is  occasioned. 

That  the  University  of  Edinburgh  (perhaps  almost  alone  among  Uni- 
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Tersities)  has  no  hall  of  assembly,  in  which  to  confer  degrees  and  hold 
public  ceremonials,  and  that  not  only  is  the  dignity  of  the  Umrersity 
impaired  by  haying  to  hire  or  borrow  places  of  assembly,  but  also  the 
maintenance  of  discipline  among  the  stndents  on  snch  occasions  ib  nnda 
the  circumstances  rendered  more  difficnlt. 

That  the  Uniyersity  library,  by  its  annual  growth  and  yearly  accumu- 
lation of  treasures,  both  by  gift  and  purchase,  is  fast  out-growing  the 
limits  assigned  to  it,  and  cal&g  for  increased  accommodation  ;  and  that 
the  museums  of  yarious  scientilc  departments  are  oyercrowded,  so  that 
the  specimens  they  contain  cannot  properly  be  exhibited  and  made 
ayaOable. 

That  seyeral  years  ago  many  who  felt  an  interest  in  the  maintenance 
and  adyancement  of  science  and  learning  in  the  Uniyersity  of  Edinburgh 
(among  whom  the  late  Sir  Dayid  Baxter  was  prominent)  became 
conyinced  that  a  large  extension  of  the  Uniyersity  buildings  was  an  im- 
peratiye  necessity.  These  gentlemen,  haying  formed  themselves  into  a 
provisional  committee,  matured  the  scheme  which  was  submitted  to  and 
adopted  by  the  public  meeting  in  Edinburgh  on  the  6th  April  1874, 
above  mentioned,  and  which  was  then  entrusted  to  your  memorialists  to 
carry  out. 

That  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case,  it  is  now  proposed  to  move 
out  of  the  present  College  buildings  the  medical  school  of  the  University, 
and  those  scientific  departments  which  are  most  closely  connected  with 
medicine,  and  to  erect  for  their  accommodation,  at  a  short  distance  from 
the  present  College,  and  in  juxtaposition  to  the  new  Royal  Infirmary  of 
Edinburgh,  complete  classrooms,  theatres,  laboratories,  and  museums, 
constracted  on  the  latest  principle  of  scientific  teaching.  It  is  calculated 
that  this  arrangement  mil  be  a  benefit  to  the  Infirmary  as  well  as  to 
the  University  ;  and  it  will  enable  the  present  University  buildings  to  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  non-medical  departments,  so  as  to  provide 
more  suitable  accommodation  for  the  various  and  constantly-increasing 
professorial  chairs. 

That  it  is  proposed  also,  as  part  of  the  new  block  of  buildings  to  be 
erected,  to  provide  the  University  of  Edinburgh  with  a  hall  of  assembly 
for  its  academical  ceremonials,  which  hall  wiU  also  be  ayaOabk  for  the 
conduct  of  University  examinations. 

That  your  memorialists,  in  carrying  out  these  views,  have  obtained, 
after  competition  by  a  limited  number  of  the  leading  architects  of  Scot- 
land, plans  and  designs  by  Mr.  Robert  Anderson  suitable  to  the  object 
in  view.  In  this  competition  elaborate  ornamentation  was  discouraged, 
and  the  merits  of  the  plans  and  designs  were  entirely  decided,  in  the  first 
instance,  upon  internal  fitness  of  arrangement 

That  the  estimated  cost  of  carrying  out  the  above-stated  arrangements, 
as  nearly  as  can  at  present  be  calculated,  will  be : —

That  to  meet  the  necessary  outlay  for  the  purpose  in  view,  about 
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£81,000  are  amiable;  which  sum  is  the  result,  up  to  the  present  date, 
of  the  Yolantary  contribations  of  the  commanitj. 

That  the  fact  of  this  snm  having  been  subscribed  gives  evidence  of  the 
warm  interest  taken  by  the  public  in  the  proposals  now  made. 

That  the  IJniversitj  of  Edinburgh  has  no  funds  which,  even  with  the 
assistance  of  public  liberality,  would  enable  her  to  carry  out  the  extensions 
and  improvements  which  have  now  become  of  vital  importance  to  her,  as 
the  total  revenues  of  the  University  from  all  sources  are  insufficient, 
even  with  strict  economy,  to  do  more  than  meet  the  necessary  annual 
expenditure. 

That,  without  State  aid,  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  that  these  improve- 
ments can  be  effected  within  the  lifetime  of  the  present  generation. 

It  is  under  these  circumstances  that  your  memorialists  venture  to 
approach  your  Lordships,  and  to  solicit  that  the  case  of  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  be  taken  into  favourable  consideration,  and  that  Parliament 
be  reconmiended  by  your  Lordships  to  grant  such  sums  during  the  next 
four  years  to  this  undertaking,  as,  together  with  the  amount  now  avail- 
able and  the  additional  contributions  to  be  received  from  the  public,  may 
suffice  to  complete  the  buildings  before  the  year  1882,  which  will  be  the 
tercentary  of  the  foundation  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh. 
In  support  of  their  petition,  your  memorialists  would  specially  urge: — 
First,  That,  by  the  treaty  of  Union  between  England  and  Scotland,  it 
is  ordained  that  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  ^  as  established  by  law, 
^  shall  continue  within  this  kingdom  for  ever.' 

Second.  That,  by  its  past  history  and  actual  character,  the  University 
of  Edinburgh  has  established  its  claims  to  be  regarded  as  a  national 
institution. 

Third.  That,  in  its  medical  and  scientific  schools  it  has  always  educated, 
and  continues  to  educate,  students  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Empire. 

Fourth.  That  these  schools  are  places  of  original  research  and  experi- 
ment, as  well  as  of  teaching,  though  placed  under  disadvantage  by  the 
imperfections  of  the  present  buildings. 

Fifth.  That  the  Royal  Commission  on  Scientific  Instruction  (Seventh 
Report,  p.  14)  thoroughly  considered  all  the  proposals  now  submitted  to 
your  Lordships,  and  reported  on  the  subject  in  the  following  terms : — 
^  78.  The  resources  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  are  comparatively 
^  small,  and  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  from  local  sources  contri- 
^  butions  sufficient  for  the  complete  removal  of  the  defects  which  we  have 
^  noticed.  79.  We  are  therefore  of  opinion  that,  considering  the  largely  in- 
'  creased  number  of  students  attending  the  University,  and  the  demand  now 
^  universally  made  in  all  the  great  centres  of  national  education  for  scientific 
'  instruction  of  a  very  complete  and  practical  kind,  the  University  of 
^  Edinburgh  has  established  a  claim  to  increased  assistance  from  Govern- 
^  ment.  80.  We  recommend  that  such  assistance  should  be  given  both  in 
^  the  form  of  a  capital  sum  in  aid  of  a  scheme  of  extension,  such  as  that 
*•  to  which  our  attention  has  been  specially  directed,  and  of  annual  grant 
*'  sufficient  to  enable  the  University  to  increase  the  number,  and,  in  some 
^  cases,  the  emoluments  of  assistants ;  to  make  more  ample  provision  of 
^  apparatus  for  teaching,  and  to  revise  the  salaries  of  the  scientific  profes- 
'  sors,  regard  being  had  to  the  disparity  of  their  endowments,  and  to  the 
*•  income  which  they  derive  from  fees.  81.  We  further  recommend,  as  we 
^  have  already  done  in  the  case  of  Owens  College,  Manchester,  and  the 
^  Metropolitan  Colleges,  that  the  grant  of  the  capital  sum  in  aid  of  .the 
*•  extension  of  the  University  should  be  contingent  upon  the  receipt  of  sub- 
'  stantial  contributions  from  private  sources ;  and  that  an  account  of  the 
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^  expenditare  of  anj  annaal  grant  be  submitted  to  theGoTemment  witb  a 
*  yiew  to  the  exercise  of  Parliamentary  control* 

Sixth.  That  the  contributions  of  the  pablic  have  eyinced  their  strong 
interest  in  the  proposals,  and  have  constitoted  a  claim  for  Parhameiitary 
aid,  according  to  the  principles  recognised  in  their  evidence  before  the 
Commiasion  on  Scientific  Instmction,  bj  the  Earl  of  Derby,  the  Marqoess 
of  Salisbury,  and  Sir  Stafford  Northcote  (see  Report,  yoL  iL  1874, 
pp.  338,  339,  350,  851). 

Seventh.  That  the  students  of  the  UniTersity  of  Edinburgh,  as  of  the 
other  Scottish  Universities,  are  generally  speaking  of  a  poorer  class  than 
those  attending  the  English  UniTersitiea,  and  at  the  same  time  Tery 
industrious,  and  deserving  of  aid  from  the  State  in  the  shape  of  i^pliances 
for  learning  and  science. 

Eighth.  That  Parliament  has  hitherto  been  always  liberal  in  meeting  the 
just  and  reasonable  requirements  of  the  Scottish  Universities.  Especially 
in  1867,  by  the  advice  of  the  then  Oovemment,  Parliament  voted  for 
the  University  of  Glasgow  the  sum  of  £120,000  towards  the  erection 
of  new  academical  buildings,  llioee  buildings  include  residenoes  for  the 
professors,  which  are  not  asked  for  in  the  present  memorial ;  and  thej 
also  include  extensive  new  bnildingpi  for  the  purposes  of  scientific  instmc* 
tion  and  research. 

Ninth.  That  in  the  year  1855,  the  then  Managers  of  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  handed  over  to  the  Government,  without  pecuniary  considera- 
tion, a  piece  of  ground  adjoining  the  present  University  buildings,  and 
property  of  the  University,  on  which  part  of  the  Museum  of  Science 
and  Art  was  erected  This  piece  of  ground,  if  now  in  possession  of  the 
University,  would  have  been  of  great  value  in  the  present  exigency. 

Tenth.  Finally,  it  may  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  your  Lordships  that 
the  following  noblemen  and  gentlemen  have  consented  to  act  as  trustees 
in  connection  with  the  Buildings  Extension  Fund  of  the  Univaisity  of 
Edinburgh : —

And  it  is  suggested  that  the  amounts  that  may  be  granted  by  Parliament 
may  be  made  payable  on  the  receipt  of  three  of  these  trustees. 

Mojf  it  therefore  pleaee  your  Lordahipe  to  take  the  circwnetane^  set 
forth  in  this  memorial  into  your  favourable  consideration^  and 
to  propose  that  Parliament  should  confer  such  grants  as^  with 
the  liberal  contributions  of  the  pubHc^  may  sufflce  to  complete 
the  proposed  buildings^  and  thus  enable  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh to  continue  to  perform  her  part  efficiently  in  the  educational 
and  scientific  progress  of  the  country. 


II. — Statement  as  to  Subscription  to  New  Buildings  of  Glasgow 
Untversitt;  also  Financial  Statement,  and  Explanation  by 
Sir  Gilbert  Scott  as  to  the  Extra  ExPENDrruRs. 

Uniyersftt  op  Glasgow, 
March  1876. 
Sir, — ^We  take  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  statonent 
with  reference  to  the  new  buildings  of  this  University,  their  present  in- 
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complete  state,  and  the  serious  financial  difficulties  in  which,  owing  to 
the  great  cost  of  these  buildings,  the  University  authorities  are  now 
involved. 

The  funds  for  the  erection  of  these  buildings,  as  enumerated  in  the 
subjoined  tabular  statement,  amount  in  all  to  £377,150,  Is.  4d.,  and  it 
was  at  one  time  expected  that  this  sum  would  be  sufficient  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work.  It  is  seldom,  however,  that  in  the  erection  of  a 
building  on  so  large  a  scale,  and  intended  to  meet  requirements  so 
numerous  and  complicated,  the  original  estimates  are  not  exceeded.  In 
the  present  case,  though  the  strictest  economy  has  been  observed,  though 
no  alterations  of  the  original  plans  have  been  made,  except  for  additions 
and  improvements,  the  omission  of  which  would  have  seriously  impaired 
the  useiubiess  of  the  University,  the  extra  expenditure  incurred  to  bring 
the  buildings  even  to  their  present  unfinished  state  amounts  to  no  less  a 
sum  than  £55,576,  12s.  S^d.,  while  a  further  sum  of  £71,200  is  required 
to  complete  the  buildings  as  designed. 

To  meet  this  deficit  the  University  has  no  resources  of  its  own. 
Indeed,  after  payment  of  professors'  salaries  *  and  defraying  the  ordinary 
annual  expenses,  the  revenues  of  the  University  are  quite  inadequate  to 
meet  the  additional  cost  for  lighting,  heating,  attendance,  insurance,  etc., 
which  the  larger  scale  of  the  new  buildings  involves. 

In  these  circumstances,  it  has  been  suggested  that  a  plain  statement 
of  the  position  of  the  University  should  be  laid  before  the  public  of 
Glasgow  and  the  West  of  Scotland.  The  University  authorities  have 
been  encouraged  by  past  experience  to  entertain  the  hope  that  the  friends 
of  learning  and  science  in  this  great  community,  to  whom  the  University 
has  already  been  so  largely  indebted,  will  not  suffer  an  institution,  in 
whose  prosperity  they  have  taken  so  deep  an  interest,  to  be  crippled  in 
its  usefulness  by  financial  difficulties,  or  by  the  imperfect  condition  of 
the  buildings  in  which  its  work  is  carried  on. 

We  subjoin  to  the  present  letter,  first,  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
assets  and  of  the  expenditure  and  liabilities  of  the  University,  for  the 
new  buildings ;  and,  secondly,  an  explanation  by  Sir  O.  Gilbert  Scott, 
the  architect  of  the  University,  of  some  of  the  causes  from  which  the 
extra  expenditure  for  the  new  buildings  has  arisen. 

We  have  only  to  add  that,  should  the  foregoing  statement  meet  with 
your  favourable  consideration,  any  contribution  you  may  be  disposed  to 
give  for  the  objects  above  indicated  will  be  gladly  received,  either  in  a 
single  donation,  or  by  annual  instalments,  as  you  may  deem  most  ex- 
pedient.

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(2.)  Explanation  by  Sir  G.  Gilbert  Scott  as  to  the  Extra  Expen- 
diture (prepared  in  connection  with  the  application  to  Government 
in  1873). 

So  far  as  the  building  itself  is  concerned,  the  additional  expenditure 
has  arisen  from  honAfide  additions  to,  and  improvements  in,  the  arrange- 
ments, and  these  on  a  considerable  scale,  thus : — 

Firstly,  It  was  foond  that,  by  lowering  the  bed  of  the  ground  along 
the  whole  of  the  north  front,  it  became  practicable  to  introduce  a  very 
extensive  and  useful  basement  storey,  in  addition  to  the  more  contracted 
accommodation  which  was  before  intended.  In  this  basement  were  pro- 
vided an  internal  carriage  entrance,  of  great  importance  as  an  approach 
from  the  north  front  to  the  future  conunon  hall,  as  well  as  to  the  quad- 
rangles ;  also  a  refreshment  room  for  the  students,  with  other  smaller 
apartments,  dwellings  for  attendants,  and  other  space  highly  useful  to 
the  library,  museum,  etc. 

Secondly,  Additions  to  the  basement  storey  for  useful  laboratory 
work  and  other  practical  purposes  have  also  been  made  in  several  parts 
of  the  building. 

Thirdly.  It  was  found  that,  by  a  small  additional  height  to  the  central 
building  in  the  south  front,  room  could  be  obtained  for  additional  class- 
rooms, with  their  appendages. 

Fourthly.  The  constant  study  of  the  arrangements  on  the  part  of  the 
professors,  with  their  earnest  desire  to  render  them  suitable  for  their 
special  requirements,  have  given  rise  to  modifications  of  many  parts  of 
the  building.  This  applies  especially  to  the  eastern  wing  of  the  south 
front,  and  to  the  whole  of  the  medical,  anatomical,  and  chemical 
departments,  which  have  been  greatly  improved  and  extended. 

Fifthly.  The  ground  storey  of  the  future  fore  hall  and  rooms  connected 
with  it,  at  first  intended  to  be  postponed,  has  been  carried  into  execution, 
as  have  the  entire  foundations  of  the  common  hall  and  principal  staircase. 

The  works  found  necessary  to  apply  the  principles  of  heating  and 
ventilation,  which  are  of  the  most  efficient  character,  to  so  large  and 
extensive  a  building,  have  cost  more  than  was  originally  contemplated, 
and  this  excess  has  been  increased  by  the  various  additions  and  modifi- 
cations of  the  building. 

The  above-named  additions  have  necessarily  involved  a  large  addi- 
tional outlay.  They  consist  entirely  of  improvements  of  practical 
utility,  and  not  merely  of  an  ornamental  or  architectural  character ;  on 
the  contrary,  the  architect  has  done  his  utmost  to  moderate  the  expendi- 
ture for  merely  architectural  features ;  and  he  is  able  to  state  that  the 
buOding,  taken  as  a  whole,  when  viewed  with  reference  to  its  price  per 
cubic  foot,  has  been  carried  out  at  a  very  moderate  rate. 

The  nature  of  the  site,  being  on  the  crown  of  an  abrupt  hill,  has 
necessitated  a  very  great  expenditure  in  the  formation  of  approaches, 
roads,  fences,  and  alterations  in  the  levels  of  the  ground,  and  this  has 
been  considerably  increased  by  the  very  tenacious  and  treacherous 
nature  of  the  clay  forming  the  subsoil. 

The  fittings  of  the  classrooms  generally  were  provided  in  the  first 
contract,  but  have  undergone  alterations  and  improvements,  while  the 
additional  fittings  and  appliances  found  necessary  in  the  course  of  the 
work  throughout  this  very  extensive  building  have  necessarily  involved 
considerable  outlay. 

Some  of  the  later  portions  of  the  work  have  been  much  affected  by  the 
rise  in  the  prices  of  materials  and  labour.

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It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  sam  put  down  for  professors'  residences 
was  stated  in  the  application  [to  Ooyernment]  of  1867,  according  to  the 
best  judgment  of  the  applicants,  bat  before  any  designs  had  been  made 
for  them ;  this  sam  hfis  been  exceeded,  althoagh  the  most  studious 
economy  has  been  exercised  in  their  arrangement.

IX. —MEMORANDUM  AND  CORRESPONDENCE 
RELATIVE  TO  THE  PROFESSORSHIP  OF 
ASTRONOMY  IN  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  EDIN- 
BURGH. 

I. — ^Memorandum  by  the  XiNivERsrrT  Court  of  the  XlNiVERsrrT  of 
Edinburgh,  with  reference  to  Statements  made  by  Professor 
PiAzzi  Smyth  in  his  Annaal  Report  as  Astronomer-Royal  for 
Scotland,  issaed  31st  May  1875. 

In  his  last  annaal  report  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Royal  Observa- 
tory, Edinbnrgh,  which  has  been  commanicated  to  the  University  Coartof 
the  XJniversity  of  Edinbnrgh,  Professor  0.  Piazzi  Smyth,  as  Astronomw- 
Royal  for  Scotland,  has  made  application  that  the  Professorship  of 
Practical  Astronomy  in  the  University  of  Edinbnrgh,  held  by  him, 
shonld  be  disjoined  from  the  Astronomership-RoyaL,  and  that  the  salary, 
which  is  received  on  account  of  both  offices,  shonld  be  applied  to  the 
latter  only.  In  his  remarks  on  this  snbject  varioas  erroneons  statements 
are  made,  which  the  Coart  cannot  allow  to  pass  uncorrected. 

Professor  Smyth  states  three  special  grounds  on  account  of  which  he 
asks  that  his  offices  should  be  disjoined,  and  the  salary  of  £300  attached 
to  the  oQce  of  Astronomer-Royal  for  Scotland  only. 

I.  The  first  is  that  the  University  Court  have  made  ^  demands  on  the 
^  time  of  the  Astronomer-Royal  for  Scotland  as,  in  their  opinion,  ex- 
^  clusively  a  professor  for  teaching  a  class  in  the  University.'  The  fact 
is,  that  the  Court  do  not  hold,  and  never  have  held,  or  indicated,  such 
an  opinion,  and  that  the  utmost  demand  they  have  made  upon  the  pro- 
fessor is  that  he  should  deliver  such  a  course  of  lectures  as  he  announced 
his  intention  to  deliver  in  1858,  extending  to  somewhat  more  than  half 
of  the  or^ary  winter  courses  as  delivered  by  other  professors. 

II.  The  second  ground  is  that  his  salary  of  £300  has  *•  been  trans/erred 
^  (unknown  to  him)  into  the  Courtis  domain ; '  and  that  it  is  in  conse- 
quence of  this  that  they  have  made  '  growing  clums  to  rule  over  him  and 
'  direct  his  employments '  as  professor.  The  facts  are— (1)  that  the  salary 
of  £300  a  year  has  been  annually  voted  by  Parliament  to  the  professor- 
ship since  1834;  (2)  that  the  Commissioners  under  the  Universities 
(Scotland)  Act,  1858,  were  empowered,  by  section  xv.  7,  to  make  pro- 
vision by  ordinance  ^  for  the  due  preservation,  administration,  and  disposal 
^  of  the  whole  property,  funds,  rents,  revenues,  and  endowments  ...  of 
^  or  connected  with  the  Universities  and  Colleges '  of  Scotland ;  (3)  that 
in  exercise  of  this  power  they  framed  an  Ordinance,  No.  23,  dated  25th 
November  1861,  regulating  the  finance  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh, 
which,  as  required  by  the  Act,  was  duly  published,  and  laid  before  both 
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Houses  of  Parliament  for  four  snccessire  weeks  before  being  submitted 
to  Her  Majesty  in  Cooncil  for  approval  on  21st  March  1862,  during  all 
which  time  it  was  in  the  power  of  Professor  Smyth,  under  the  Act,  to 
petition  against  the  Ordinance  or  any  part  thereof;  (4)  that  the  10  th 
section  of  the  said  Ordinance  ordains  that  Ho  the  Professorship  of 
^  Practical  Astronomy  shall  be  attached  the  sum  of  three  hundred  pounds, 
*•  heretofore  annually  voted  by  Parliament  to  the  professor ; '  (5)  that  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Court  was  created  by  section  xii.  8  of  the  said  Act, 
which  empowers  them  ^  to  require  due  attention  on  the  part  of  the  pro- 
^  fessors  to  regulations  as  to  the  mode  of  teaching  and  other  duties 
^  imposed  on  the  professors ; '  in  exercise  of  which  function  the  Court  in 
1868-69,  and  in  every  succeeding  year,  called  upon  each  professor  in  the 
University  to  send  in  annual  class-returns  showing  the  position  of  his 
chair  for  the  past  year ;  and  that  on  Professor  Sm3rth  declining  to  furnish 
.such  information  in  respect  of  his  chair  for  the  year  1870-71,  the  Court, 
after  some  correspondence,  called  upon  him  to  deliver  a  course  of  lectures 
such  as,  in  1853,  he  had  in  a  published  programme  intimated  his  inten- 
tion of  giving. 

III.  The  third  ground  is  ^  that  the  salary  of  £300 '  was  '  in  the  royal 
^  warrant '  *  duly  assigned  for  the  performance  of  clearly  specified  duties 
^  of  the  Astronomer-Royal  in  the  Royal  Observatory.'  The  facts  are — 
(1)  That  in  the  royal  warrant  founding  and  endowing  the  chair  in  1786, 
the  reason  for  the  foundation  is  stated  to  be  ^  the  gpreat  advantages  which 
^  navigation  and  other  useful  arts  derive  from  the  cultivation  of  Practical 
^  Astronomy ;  and  that  it  is  of  great  importance  in  the  education  of 
^  youth,  and  especially  of  those  that  are  destined  for  the  naval  line,  that 
^  they  be  instructed  in  the  principles  and  practice  of  Astronomical 
^  Science ;  and  that  the  instituting  of  a  professorship  for  these  purposes 
^  in  our  University  of  Edinburgh  will  be  a  great  improvement  in  the 
^  education  there.'  (2)  That  Professor  Wallace,  in  his  evidence  before 
the  Scottish  Universities  Commissioners  of  1826--30,  states :  ^I  have  no 
^  doubt  he  (i>.  Dr.  Blair,  the  first  professor)  would  have  executed  most 
^  faithfully  the  duties  of  his  office.  At  that  time  he  was  a  most  zealous 
^  student  and  cultivator  of  astronomy  and  optics ;  but  he  could  not  cany 
^  his  views  into  execution,  because  Government  declined  to  erect  an 

*  observatory  for  the  use  of  the  University'  (Evidence,  vol.  i.  p.  111). 
(3)  That,  founding  evidently  on  this  evidence,  the  Commissioners  state 
in  their  Report  (p.  45),  ^  The  Professorship  of  Practical  Astronomy  in 
^  the  University  has  since  its  establishment  been  a  sinecure,  no  lectures 
^  having  been  delivered  by  the  professor;  and  without  an  observatory, 

*  furnished  with  proper  instruments,  the  class  could  not  be  usefully  taught. 

*  It  being  now  vacant,  we  humbly  recommend  that  no  nomination  should 
^  be  made  for  that  class  until  a  suitable  observatory,  attached  to  the 
'  University,  can  be  provided.'  This  was  in  1880.  (4)  That,  in  1834, 
when  the  second  appointment  was  made,  and  the  office  of  Astronomer- 
Royal  was  created  for  the  first  time,  an  agreement  was  at  the  same  time 
made  between  Government  and  the  Astronomical  Institution  of  Edinburgh, 
by  which  the  then  existing  observatory,  which  is  still  a  part  of  the  obser- 
vatory buildings,  with  its  contents,  were  transferred  by  the  members  of 
the  institution  into  the  hands  of  the  Crown,  ybr  the  rue  of  the  Professor  of 
Practical  Astronormfy  on  condition  that  the  observatory  should  always 
be  efficiently  maintained,  and  an  astronomer  appointed.  Accordingly, 
the  commission  of  Mr.  Thomas  Henderson,  the  second  profei99or,  after 
narrating  this  agreement,  appointed  him  Professor  of  Practical  Astronomy, 
then  granted  to  him  also  the  office  of  astronomer,  and  then  assigned  to 
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him  a  salary  of  £800  a  year.    There  is  no  indicatioii  whatever  that  the 
salary  was  attached  to  one  office  more  than  the  other. 

Professor  Piazzi  Smyth's  commission  is  in  precisely  similar  terms. 
The  dnties  of  the  astronomer  are,  as  stated  by  Professor  Smyth,  care- 
f nlly  laid  down  in  the  Commission,  and  the  dnties  of  the  professor  are 
not ;  bnt  it  was  not  the  practice  in  Crown  commissions  to  professors  to 
specify  their  dnties.  It  was  unnecessary  to  lay  down  dnties  which  are 
implied  by  the  position  of  professor,  and  which,  in  the  case  of  the  chair 
of  Practical  Astronomy,  are  clearly  laid  down  as  the  object  of  the  chair 
in  the  royal  warrant  founding  it. 

The  object  of  the  Court's  inquiries  with  regard  to  the  chair  of 
Practical  Astronomy  has  been  throughout  to  give  effect  to  the  intention 
of  the  Crown  in  founding  the  chair ;  to  ascertain,  and  if  possible  obviate, 
the  obstacles  which  may  have  heretofore  prevented  the  efficient  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  the  chair;  and  in  particidar,  as  stated  in  a  minute  dated 
15th  October  1872,  which  was  communicated  at  the  time  to  Professor 
Smyth,  to  aid  him  in  obtaining  the  requisite  instruments  and  apparatus, 
to  arrange  with  Government  how  far  and  under  what  condition  some  of 
the  instruments  in  the  observatory  might  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of 
teaching ;  and  thus,  without  interfering  with  the  duties  which  in  anoth^ 
capacity  devolved  upon  the  professor,  to  encourage  him,  when  fully 
equipped  with  the  means,  to  renew  the  zealous  efforts  which,  when  first 
appointed,  be  had  made  to  render  his  chair  something  more  than  a  mere 
honorary  office.  The  Court  further  observe,  that  Astronomy  has  not  been 
altogether  an  unsuccessful  subject  of  instruction  in  the  Universities  of 
Oxford,  Cambridge,  and  Dublin ;  and  they  believe  that,  under  the  condi- 
tionssindicated,  equal  elements  of  success  would  be  found  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Edinburgh.  They  are  not  without  hope  that  the  subject  may  yet 
be  efficiently  taught  in  this  University;  and  they  consequently  object 
entirely  to  Professor  Smyth's  proposal,  which  would  practically  abolish  the 
chair  by  separating  it  from  the  observatory  and  the  astronomership,  and 
by  the  transference  of  its  salary,  in  whole  or  in  part,  from  the  professor- 
ship to  the  astronomership, — all  of  which  would  be  in  direct  contravention 
of  the  agreement  of  1884. 

At  the  same  time  the  Court  have  no  intention  of  dealing  strictly  with 
Professor  Smyth,  who  has  been  in  office  for  thirty  years  under  the  present 
state  of  matters.  In  order  to  maintain  the  rights  of  the  University,  they 
have  called  upon  him  to  lecture ;  but  they  have  not,  in  the  existing  cir- 
cumstances, thought  it  proper  to  proceed  further  to  enforce  this  demand 
under  the  ample  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  section  xii  sub-section 
5  of  the  Universities  (Scotland)  Act,  1858. 

The  attention  of  the  Court  has  recently  been  directed  to  the  following 
announcement,  relative  to  the  chair  of  Practical  Astronomy,  which 
appears  in  the  Edinburgh  University  Calendar  for  1875-76,  page  76,  and 
which  the  Court  have  every  reason  to  presume  to  have  been  furnished  by 
Professor  Smyth.  Among  the  programmes  of  courses  of  lectures  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts,  there  is  mentioned  in  the  place  referred  to,  ^  A  Course 
^  of  Lectures  within  the  College  building,  illustrating  the  best  methods  of 
^Applying  Instrumental  Measurements  to  Celestial  Phenomena;'  and 
then  it  is  added, — ^  Latterly '  (for  certain  reasons  stated)  ^  the  professor 
'  has  limited  himself  to  receiving  (on  the  day  announced  in  the  University 
^  Calendar  for  opening  the  course)  any  matriculated  applicants  for 
'  Practical  Astronomy,  ascertaining  their  calibre  and  objects,  and  then 
'  advising  or  assisting  such  gentlemen  afterwards  in  their  studies,  at 
^  various  periods  through  the  session,  according  to  circumstances,  and 
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'  hitherto  gratnitonslj.'  The  Court  cannot  acquiesce  in  the  procedure 
indicated  by  this  announcement,  as  being  an  adequate  discharge  by  Pro- 
fessor Smyth  of  his  duties  as  Professor  of  Practical  Astronomy.

Sm, — ^I  am  desired  by  the  Universities  Commissioners  to  acquaint  yon 
that  the  Principal  of  the  University  of  Edinburgh  has  in  the  course  of 
his  evidence  called  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  communicationB  have 
passed  between  the  Edinburgh  University  Court  and  yourself  with  re- 
ference to  your  position  and  duties  as  Professor  of  Practical  Astronomy. 

The  Commissioners  may  find  it  necessary  to  report  r^arding  this 
subject.  But  before  doing  so,  they  desire  me  to  say  that  they  will  be 
prepared  to  receive  any  evidence  you  may  wish  to  give  in  explanation  of 
the  views  you  entertain  in  reference  to  it.  And  I  am  to  request  that  you 
will  be  so  good  as  inform  me  if  you  propose  to  lay  such  evidence  before 
them,  in  order  that  they  may  arrange  for  a  time  at  which  yon  may  appear 
here  to  do  so.
